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p R E F A C E, 

T he toil that a Soldier, intent ujion fiis duty, muft 
undergo in the courfe of an arduous war, where 
the climate is highly unfavorable to exertions of body 
and mind, will, of itfelf, apologife for many imperfec- 
tions in a defcription of momentous campaigns writ* 
ten chiefly in the field. 

Anxious only that his fails ' may prove incontroverti-' 
hie, and but little felicitous of literary fame, the Author 
fubmits to a well informed community, a plain, impar- 
tial, and, he trufts, a diflind fketch of the late war, with- 
out any attempt v hatfbever at cloathing it in a -pompous 
garb, OT' of obtaining commendation beyond what is due 
to a candid narrative of recent and important events. 

He is highly fenfible that the utmoft delicacy ought 
to be obferved where' the condu6l of Military men is 
handed down to pofterity, he therefore carefully avoids 
evtry reflection that can unneceffarily tend to affeCt the 
reputation of any individual ; but, whilft beholds truth- 

and' 
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and juHIce for his conftant and only guides, whil ft he 
employs his heft abilities faithfully to conne£l; and de- 
tail momentous Military operations, no influence what- 
foever can check the rein of free expofition or divert 
his attention from his original purfuit. 

A witnefs to moT; of the tranfaflions that he is now 
about to relate, before he committed his remarks, he 
conftantly compared them with thofe of fenfible men 
upon the fpot. He fpared no pains to obtain corre6l 
information on every occurrence at which he was not 
prefent, he has been fcrupuloufly careful not to admit 
any authorities on matters that were at all in doubt, 
until he was perfuaded they could bear the tell of fevere 
ferutiny, he has anxioufly avoided being mifled by par- 
tiality, or influenced by any improper intent, confe- 
quently he trufts that none of his cotemporaries have 
juft grounds to take offence. 

Inftead of forcible epithets or nervous deferiptions 
that might amufe the imagination or dignify his work, 
he corroborates the train of reafoning that he origi- 
nally laid down by the unadulterated obfervatlons of 
judicious men without any alteration of their language.

Aware, however, that narrations of every defcription 
are liable to error, he will always lend an attentive 
ear to candid critii^iCn, and for information or affif- 
tance he will ever entertain the molt grateful fenfe ; 
b’lt as he holds time in too high edimation to wafte 
it in rrfuthig what is of itfelf abfurd, illiberality under 
whatever iliap- will be treated with filent contempt. 

Until human nature lhall have undergone a com- 
pleat cdiange, the man that records the tranfaftions 
of h's own times, and that dares to adheie to truth, 
cannot meet the approbation of all. Should this work, 
which attempts not at that, fucceed fo far as to give 
general fatisfaclion, the cxpe6i;ation of the author will 
be fully accomplifhed. If it fails, and that another 
with more information on the fubjeft, with more ac- 
ti\uty of mind, and witli more adequate talents fhould 
be induced to undertake the talk, he will ftill reft 
fatisfyed on account of the affiftance that his labontS' 
muft afford. 
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In fhort, the reader is entreated to keep in conftant 
remembrance, that this work inftead of being the re- 
fult of ftudy in retirement, had' its origin and progrefs 
amidft the din of arms, the toils and troubles of war, 
in the centre of a camp, where there was but little 
accefs to books, and fubje6l, befides, to fome very, 
very unufual difadvantages. Whilft thefe reflexions 
are alive on his imagination they will preferve the 
mildnefs of his temper, or when the work does not in 
his opinion rife to the juft ftandard of true criticifm,„.

CHAPTER THE FIRST.- 


^ I ^' 0 WARDS the dofe of 1789, after a* peace of 
nearly fix years (1) with Great Britain and her Al- 
lies, Tippoo SuLTAUN, Ion and heir to that bold ufiirper 
Hyder-Ally Cawn, again appeared in arms, deter- 
mined, in defiance of all treaties, that the general tran-- 
quillity fliould ceafe»— -This* ambitious Prince inherited 
fovereign authority, over a traQ; of country, compre- 
hending a fpacc of not lefs than eighty thoufamd fquare 

(i.) The treaty that terminated the former war was %ned in March 1784 at Mangalore.

Geopraphical miles (i); yeilding a clear annual reve- 
nue of about three million fterling (2), after dedu6Hng 
all expences of colle6lion; and, peopled by upwards of 
fix millions of inhabitants, including for the defence of 
the whole, about one hundred and thirty-five thoufand 
regular and well difciplined troops, together with a 
handing militia, not ftiort of one hundred and eighty 
thoufand men under various denominations (3).

tended throughout this work, to convey all ideas, of 
the dominions over which the Sultaun ruled, in terms 
familiar to the Britifh ear. — Exclufive, then, of the fub- 
ftantial acquirements of his own arms, which will be 
hereafter mentioned, uncontefted and abfolute fway, 
devolved upon Tippoo Sultaun, by the death of his 
father, over the extenfive table land of My fore: over 
the rich and powerful vallies of Barahmahl, Selim, 
Namcul and Dindigul; over the wide and fertile dif- 
tri6ls of Sankerry-Dirgum, Erroad, Carore, Darapo- 
ram, Coimbatore, Paligautcherry, Callicut, Cotiote, Car- 
tenaud, Cherica, Bednore, Soonda, Harponelly, Dar- 
war, Sanore, Gootie, Cuddapah, Ry-Droog and Chit- 
tle-Droog, and over many other valuable, though lefs 
known trafts which had been lately wrefted by his fa- 
ther, from his Highnefs Nizam-ally-Ca^vn, from the 
Maratta empire, and from the other neighbouring ftates.

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Territories of fuch vaO; extent,- and fo abundant in 
rcfources, as to have lately^ fupported feveral indepen- 
dent principalities in fplendour and magnificence, be- 
ing united into one mighty empire, under a prince of 
a warlike difpofition, and polTelled of conliderable abi- 
lities, enabled him to eife£l the complete deftruftion of 
all political balance amongft the native powers of 
Hindollan. The hlaratta Hates, diilraaed in general by 
inteftine broils, feldom elpoufe coliediiveiy the interefts 
of any individual member .of their empire (i j. Al- 
though elfeemed the moft formidable power in India at 
no very diftant period, they had now forfeited e\^ery 
title to that diftm£lion( 2 ). The different interefts, of 
their feveral chiefs, had of late, induced them to em- 
brace fuch a ^'ariety of purfuits, that their exertions 
oould not be diredled to one ob|e(3;; nor were their un-

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governable fwarms of regular troops, at all competent 
to encounter the weil-difciplincd army of the Sultaun, 
had they been hazardous enough to have adopted a dif* 
ferent fyftem. Neither is it to be fuppofedthatNizAM- 
Ally-Cawn, a Prince ftxicken in years; at no time fa- 
mous for his valour; and with a torce much inferior 
to the former, was capable of refifting the arms of the 
Myforean Prince, or of giving any efiFeEual check to 
his ambitious career. (3) Farlefs was this to be expc8;* 
ed from the ether Princes of the country, whofe forces, 
•if united, would appear coetemptibie in competition 
even with the troops of Ni^am-Ally. 

Although the diftrifls that appertained to tlic Marat- 
ta confederacy, aflually comprehended five times the 
extent of Tippoo Sultaun’s dominions at the com- 
mencement of the late war, ftiH, as the original man- 
ners, and unalterable Cuftoms of fhat people difcour- 
aged agriculture, and, in hs ftead, chcriftiod the more 
hardy, though lefeadvantagecftis habits of the field, their 
nett a*mual income, fcarcely doubled the amount of

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his rents (i); confequently their means to iiipport a., 
ftanding force, bore no proportion to the extent of 
their territories, nor to the eftablifhment that was ne- 
eefiary for the quiet of the empire; their trade and 
manufadures too being principally carried on in their 
camps might occafionally enrich the leaders of their 
armies, but they could not, in any material degree, 
contribute to aggrandize the ftate. Eefides, it is well 
known, thatSciNDiA, Holcar, NanaFurneese, Moo- 
DAGEE Boonslla, Hurry Punt, Purseram Bhow^ 
with all their princes of note, found conftant employ- 
ment, either, in extending their dominions to the Norths 
in endeavouring to proteH them from the encroach- 
ments of the Myforeans on the South; or in checking 
refra6lory Zemindars, who, as they could not patiently 
brook their yoke, Hill withheld the colledions, refufed 
allegiance, and ultimately fled to an appeal at arms. 

No fooner had his countries recovered from the 
fliocks which they fuftained during four years conteft 
with Great Britain, than the Sultaun began to look

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round for frefli objefts that might encreafe his revenue, 
extend his dominion, and aggrandize his fame (2). The 
wealthy kingdom of Travancx)re appeared well calcu- 
lated to promote thofe purpofes. Thither the baleful 
blafts that accompanied the inundations of Tamerlane, 
Aurengzebe, and Nadir-Shaw never extended. In- 
deed, as the whole kingdom with a mere trifle of ex- 
ception, is feparated from the adjacent diftrifts, either 
by deep moraffes, or by lofty mountains, covered with 
impenetrable jungle, it feems proteffed by a peculiar 
indulgence of nature from fuch difafters. Happy, too, 
under a fucceflion of Princes, mildly reigning in unin- 
terruptedpeace, time immemorial; and, rendered opulent 
by the great variety of fpice, and timber, with which 
their country abounded : that peaceful people did not 
interfere in the politics of neighbouring Princes, much 
lefs did they provoke the impending ftorm,

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Amongft other prelTmg incentives, avarice, ambitioi^, 
a rooted averfion to the Britifli nation(i), an early and^ 
determined refolution to expel them from the Decan, 
and to fubjugate their allies to the Myforean yoke; al- 
ternately prefented’ themfelves i?o the Sultaun, and 
powerfully uiged him to arms( 2 ). Grounds ftiii' more 
fpecious offered. Contrary c^inions on religious tenets, 
%vhich have in all ages been attended with a wanton, 
and affli^live effufion of human blood, contributed alfo, 
in a confidcrable degree to bring about the late rupture. 
The adherents to the do6lrines of Brama, and of Ma- 
homet, have conftantiy difcovered antipathies to each

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fiow, held in undifpnted fubje£lion to that nation^^ ^c^ 
conlidered hy the Sultaun as a ready inlet for the extir- 
pation of their valuable commercial fettlement at Co- 
chin, at whatever period ambition or policy might 
prompt the attempt.

under the pretence that neither the Dutch had a right 
to fell, nor the Rajah to purchafe Cranganore, without 
his confent, not only threatened to invade Travancore, 
but a6lually affembled fifteen thoufand chofen men to 
put that threat in execution. 

Headed by their prince, this veteran force could not 
be fuppofed to abandon, without the moft bloody con* 
flid, an obje6t of which ambition had rendered their 
leader, in his awn mind fecure. On the other hand,, 
multitudes of firee and independent men, fpurred on 
by an indulgent Sovereign, to defend their religion,

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their liberties, and inheritance, againft a Sultaun 
whom they confidered a notorious tyrant, were not to 
be driven, without ferious and determined refiftance, 
from the ftrong wall, by which all that they held dear 
was protefted. 

The partiality of providence to Travancore at its 
original formation, already noticed, had been fo lin- 
gular, that of its whole frontier, only one inconfider- 
able tra61 on the North-weft extremity was at all ex- 
pofed to the inroads of an enemy (2). Here, nearly 
thirty years ago, the fuccefsful" progrefs of the ambitious 
Hyder, had rendered it neceflary for the neighbour- 
ing powers to unite in effe£ling a peace, and induced 
them to throw up a ftrong wall as a Northern barrier 
to the Travancorians and Dutch, which ferved alfo to 
mark tlie extent of his ufurpations on the Malabar 
Coaft to fucceeding generations. It was by the inter- • 
vention of the Chriftians, and not from the exertions - 
of native princes, that this boundary had been eftablilh^ -

After a tedious march, 
through a^. narrow, circuitous, and unfrequented path- 
way, amot^ the jungles, the Sultaun at the head of 
ten th-oufand men, on the morning of the 29th De- 
oemher obtained Sharapootamally, a fteep and rugged 
hill that terminated that barrier to the Eaftward (4).

of the lines, and advancing from within, with rapidity 
towards the centre they bayoneted whomfoever offered 
to oppofe f'lj. Some feeble refiftance ferved only to 
enrage the Mahomedans, and to encreafe the carnage 
during a purfuit of feveral miles. At length a refolute 
party of Nairs, about eight hundred in number, formed 
acrofs an avenue, along which the affailants had to 
pafs; and, with the affiftance of a fix-pounder that was 
well ferved with grape, they ftaggered the troops in 
advance, and completely checked the purfuit. A Chela 
battalion that led the enemy, exhaufted by fatigue and 
want of water, could not be prevailed upon to charge 
this refolute phalanx. Another battalion, and another, 
was IHll ordered to advance ; but the Nairs, by this 
time reinforced from Remiferam, flood firm as a rock. 
The SuLTAUN preffed onward to the front with his beft 
troops, whilfl the Gentoos attracted by the noife of 
the adion haflened to the fupport of their friends.

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The con£li6l was dreadful. For feme time the beam 
of fuccefs flood horizontal. At length the Myforcans 
gave way. A general panick enfued, which in propor- 
tion as it gave rife to confufion amongfl the fugitives, 
increafed the courage of the now vi£lorious Nairs. Ex- 
afperated by the cruel and unremiting perfecution of Hy- 
DER and his fucceflbr, thefe warriors continued the pur- 
fuit and {laughter for a conflderable diftance, making 
dreadful execution with their deftru6live hatchets (2), 
The Sultaun, mounted on a white horfe, witnefiing the 
difeomfiture and diigrace of his troops, exerted every 
nerve for the recovery of the day. But all was to no 
pui'pofe, for, the Nairs preffed fo clofely on his rear, 
that liis horfe being fhot (3), he had a narrow efcape

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for his life. The rout was now general and compleat. 

Two paffages, about twenty feet in width, that had 
been cut through the ramparts, on the advance of the 
affaiiants, on purpofe to admit their guns, now ferved 
effentially in favoring their retreat: ftill, however, they 
had another enemy to encounter. The cotton with 
which the ditch had been filled by themfelves, and 
over which they mufi; of neceffity fall back, by fome 
unaccountable accident took fire. This circumftance 
rendered their fituation truly deplorable, and, con- 
tributing to the reluHance with which they quitted 
the lines, they defperately difputed the ground they 
gave up inch by inch. Their obftinacy availed them 
nothing. It greatly increafed their lofs. The carnage 
continued without intermifiSon until noon (i). It is 
difficult to afcertain the exa£t number, flain, when an 
aftion is fought over fuch an extent of ground.

others, in the event, his evidence, like that of a man in 
his own caufe, muft be received with diftruft; but, the fal- 
lacious veil with which he attempted to cover this tranf- 
aflion, is of too flimfy a texture to hide his drift, even 
from the moft moderate perception. To effeft a com- 
plete expofure, it will be neceffary to call a retrolpec- 
tive eye on the conqueft of the Malabar R^'ahs by his 
father, who was the firft that fubjefled them to the Ma- 
homedan yoke. — Ere thefe unfortunate Princes had been 
at all vifited by the adherents of the prophet their hap- 
pinefs was at the higheft degree of perfe£lion that is per- 
mitted to the lot of man (2). 

It was in the year 1765, that the Moplahs, a fet of 
ufurious Mahomedans from Arabia, who had, at a re- 
mote period (3), infinuated themfelves into an eftablifh-

Their embafly was treated with more than 
common refped (2) ; their imaginary grievances were 
readily perverted by fanaticifm (3) into the moll diabo- 
lical outrages againft religion and nature; and, a miglity 
concourfe of the faithful, armed with enthufiaftic fren- 
zy, defeending into the plains, Iprcad devaftation and 
terror along the whole weftern coaft. In vain did the 
native princes and their fubje£l:s attempt to ftem this 
rapid torrent, their aged and feeble chief, the Zamo-

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RIN was with all his women and younger children re- 
duced to alhes at Callicut ( 4 ), whilft fuch of his def- 
cendants as had arrived at maturity fled to the extre- 
mity of the land. Foftered by the benevolent Prince of 
Travancore, they remained there in fafe obfcurity (5), 
and, the diipofition that diffated the ready furrender of 
them at this period to a blood thirlly defpot, however 
it may teflify relu6lance to war, mull hill refie£l; but 
little credit on the humanity of the times— -That the 
moft ancient Princes of the age (6], fhould not only be 
devoted to exile, but branded as thieves and robbers, (7)

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the Malabar Coaft it is proper to return to the opera- 
tions of the powers that were in arms. 

A temporary ceffation of hcHilities, was the only 
falutary confequence that enfued from negociation, for, 
although apparently of a conciliatory nature, it produ- 
ced neither a foundation for peace, nor any relaxation 
of military preparations. To affign the caufes that produ- 
ced an unproclaimed truce for upwards of two months, 
between inveterate enemies not five miles afunder, would 
be to put truth too much to the hazard. It is probable, 
that the wounds or bruifes which the Sultaun had receiv- 
ed, hiswant of cannon, together with the inequality of the 
force now under his command to the talk that he had 
undertaken, contributed to his apparent inatlivit)' (i).

The month of March had opened with a period to 
all interchange of civilities, and, with the movements 
of confiderable bodies of troops, when a party confifting 
of about one thoufand men were fent from the lines, 
as well to reconoitre, as to clear away the Brufhwood 
in front of the Mellore gate (3). Ere they advanced 
four hundred yards, a body of the enemy, that had Iain 
in ambufh, attacked, and drove them back with con- 
fiderable flaughter, notwithftanding their being fup- 
portcd by a heavy fire from the ramparts. On the 4 th 
of the month fome timber cut down by the Sultaun 
difcovered a work of great extent within the diflance

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of five hundred yards of the rampaits, and, tv/o A'p aH- 
terwards a battery was ereHed to the weWard of this 
work(i), on which feven eighteen pounders had been 
planted. From thefe a cannonade of fiiOrt duration 
fcrved to difinount fome guns and to filence the fort of 
Mellore; but it had no material effeH on the walls. 
The befiegers had by the 20th extended their lines to 
the weftward fo as to embrace a fpace of nearly three 
miles; they had completed feveral confiderable batte- 
ries; and, advancing by zigzags from four different di- 
reflions, they approached within fourteen feet of the 
counterfearp of the ditch. Such was the feverity of 
the cannonade, and fo perpetual was the, difeharge of 
mufquetr)% that by the 2 gth of the month, of all the 
guns on the lines two only remained ferviceable; one 
of them in the fort of Millore, the other in a baflion 
fomewhat to the weftward: and not a man durft appear 
upon the ramparts (2 j.

•confternation, another battery had been erected at Bag- 
'vady-Cottah, about ten miles to the Ave^l^^"ard of 
Mellore. To render thefe operations ftill more fuccefs- 
ful, the Sultaun, as at the memorable fiege of Manga- 
lore during the former war, had conftrubled mortars 
•from which were thrown fhowers of ftones and large 
billets of wood. Having completed their works, the 
Mahomedans, inftigated by fuperftition, or fome other 
unknown motive, obferved a liftlefs inaSivity for the 
■fpace of ten days. From whatever caufe this extraordi- 
nary conduft took its rife, it fuggefted to the befieged 
■the idea of an enterprize which was produblive of 
ferious confequences. 

At three o’clock in the afternoon on the gth April 
two parties confifting of about one thoufand five hun- 
dred men each, fallied from the lines. The one ad- 

guns which had annoyed them two days previous to this ; and it pains me to add, that the 
weight of metal and fuperiority of fire difplayed upon that occafion compleatly efFedfsd the 
** intention. One of the Rajah’s guns was difmounted, one of the gunners was wounded; in 
the fame inliant the baftion was deferted, and it was with the utmoft difficulty that the artil- 
lery men were prevailed on to return to their poll ; the alarm fpread among the Rajah’s 
« people and they fhewed the greatefl reludlance in Handing to their guns.— I have frequently 
« had occafion to observe, that their want of fubordination and taffical adroitnefs go hand in 
in hand ; their rejeaion of every thing new and foreign to their fyHem is what I have re.

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vanced againft the wedern Zigzag, the other from the 
Mellore o-ate hallened to attack in front of that nuaitt r. 
The fonner divifion advancing with a good coiiiitenaiu c 
was difeovered and fired upon by a fniali party that 
the enemy had concealed in an advantageous pofi. 
This hidden check, though not the folc caufc of imme- 
diate viftory, contributed confiderably to bring about 
the defeat that enfiied. The affailants took poft in one 
of the enemies lines; but, the batteries having by this 
time taken the alarm, opened with fuch a hca\y difl 
charge of round and grape, that with the affillance of 
the troops on duty in the trenches, they were compc h 
led to withdraw: not however until they felt the ba\- 
onets of their oponents. The eafiem divifion fuccccd- 
cd ftill worfe. Charged from different dire£lions by a 
refolute body of Mahomedans \rho added difeipline 
to other advantages the Nairs were happy to regain 
theii . lines. To warfare of this nature they had been 
but little accuftomed. The refult proved the temerity 
of the attempt; for, a lofs of one hundred and thirty men 
■not only ^^irited the befieged, bnt, in proportion to 
te terrot ^.ith which they were ftruck, it conGnned 
the confidence of the Myforeans. 


All 
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All the batteries opened againft the walls on the 
morning of the 1 2th. From this period a conllant can- 
nonade, night and day, attended by occafional (howl- 
ers of rain mouldered the walls, making a praflicable 
breach of at lead three quarters of a mile in extent. 
By break of day on the 1 5th, the enemy had planted 
fmall flags on their lines as a fignal for attack, and, 
without lofs of time, three diftinfl columns advanced 
to the ftorm. The refiftance at the breach was fo incon- 
fidcrable as fcarcely to merit mention. Fear appeared to 
have fupplanted the courage that the befieged had late- 
ly fhewn ; nay, amazement, diftra6fion, and terror, feem 
to have made deep impreflion on the whole defenfive 
hoft. From a heavy fall of rain during the night, 
numbers of them had retired for fhelter to the neigh- 
bouring cottages. Some were employed in colle6lmg 
firewood, others in drying their cloathes,' and the few 
that remained in the lines, flying for proteflion to the ex- 
tremities of the breach, lurked where the ramparts were 
intire. The columns prefling to the centre of the 
opening advanced in fafety. Stimulated by the pre- 
fence of the SuLTAUN, they furmounted obftacles, which, 
if defended with valour, would have rendered this a 

F defperate 
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defperate femce. They, cut down the bound -hedge ; 
paffed the ditch ; afeended the fliattcred v/ails; and, 
in fhorglaid open a paffage into the heart of Tr.i\ an- 
core. Gentoos of every defeription, whether Nairs, 
Polygars, or Sepoys, fled indifcriminately. Of the lat- 
ter, two battalions that had been raifed for tlic fervirc 
of the Travancore Rajah in the Carnatic, were prevail- 
ed upon to face about and give one fire; but, aban- 
doned by their affociates, they could not be pc'jfuadcd 
to reload. The want of experience in wai fare; (he 
want of confidence in each other; and, aliove all, (he 
want of difciplme, rendered every attempt to ralR 
mefPeaual. The Sultaun confequently took pofTclIioji 
of the lines, for a confiderable extent, with all the 
cannon and ammunition without meeting any further 
refiftance The Travancore minifler, to whom the 
defence of tire lines had been intrufted, in fo fndaen- 
ly abandoning works, where the whole force of tl,e 
counts colleaed, and where he might havelt

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fugi'tiveSj no part of this panic had communicated to 
the two Madras battalions that were then encamped 
at Shandamungulum, under the command of Captain 
Knox. It was found judgement that diflated to them 
the propriety of removing from thence without lofs of 
time. After covering the runaways until they croffed 
the river of that name, the detachment fell back, and 
took poll on the Iflancl of Nepean, within ten miles 
of Cochin, to which ftation they could readily retire 
Ihould fuch a meafure become neceflary. The con- 
fternation that enfued the capture of the lines furpalTed 
credibility. Inhabitants of all deferiptions forfook their 
occupations and crowded to the fouthward; and, the 
countenance of the detachment, alone, prevented that 
part of the countr)' from being totally depopulated. 

On the i8th, the enemy made their appearance 
within’ one mile of Cranganore. The garrifon fled in- 
flantly ; and, as a great part of them approached the 
Madras battalions, the minifter detached a party of his 
own troops with direflions that the foremofl: of the 
runaways fliOuldbe ditto pieces. Such was the alacri- 
ty and fteadinefs with which this order tvas put in force, 
that only four vi6lims had fallen when all the reft re- 

F 2 turned 
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turned to their works. Day after day added to the 
coiihernation and didrefs of the Travancoreans, and 
render-ed it the more neceffary for the Carnatic troops 
to be on their guard. The arrival, however, of Licnt. 
Col. Hartley with a detachment from Bombay on 
the 23d, revived the defponding fpirits of the one, and 
ftrengthened the confidence of. the other. It was at a 
period materially interefting to Great Britain, and cri- 
tical with refpecl to the Rajah, that this jiinflion took 
place, for, whilll the detachment meditated on the pro- 
priety of retiring to Cochin, the Gentoo leaders had 
determined to feek for fafety in precipitate flight. The 
Sultaun filling the ditches by overturning the ramparts 
as he advanced, had by the 26th, ereflcd batteries 
againfl the fort of Cranganore. Protedled by his can- 
non, he made rapid progrefs with his approaches ; and, 
by the 7th of May, he had demolifhed the defences 
and fiienced all the guns in the fort. 

No ferious a6Is of hofiility had by this time taken 
place between Great Britain and the Sultaun on the 
Coaft of Malabar, although the ufual indignant treat- 
ment of Chriftians marked all his aflions and every ftep 
of his march.

contributed 
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contributed to induce Lieutenant Colonel Hartley 
not to attempt the defence of Cranganore. An Oiii- 
cer of Engineers, that had been fent to examine the 
pop, reported a total deficiency of cannon, of ammuni- 
tion, and of provifions; he reported alfo, that the ene- 
my Vv'ere not only well provided with artillery, but were 
far advanced in the fiege,’ having erefted batteries with- 
in three hundred yards of the ramparts. To thefe dif- 
advantages it may be added, that as the reft of the lines 
had been completely demolifhed, Cranganore, of itfelf, 
availed but little; nor would the parfimony of the Mi- 
nifter grant the ufual allowance of cafh to the work- 

o 

men even if the defence had been undertaken : Under 
thefe circumftances it was judged advifeable to evacuate 
the poft. 

Jycotta, Paroor, Curiapilly, with various other in- 
conftderable forts, furrendered fucceCTively to the Sul- 
taun without oppofition. The total demolition of 
the lines was completed by repeated explofions that 
laid Cranganore in ruins; and, a general devaftation, as 
well by fire as the fword, defolated the whole face 
of the country. The Nairs betook themfelves to their 
ftrong holds in the mountains. The Travancorean

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troops to the fouthern extremity of their kingdom. All 
cultivation ceafed. In fliort, the inhabitants exchang- 
ed their homes for the innermoft receffes of the jun- 
gle, prefering the adventitious attack of the Wolf or 
the Tyger to the certain and mercilefs perfecution of 
the Mahomedan Conqueror. The approach, however, 
of a powerful army, already in the field, now portend- 
ed, that nought to boaft of this fuccefs fiiould defeend 
to tlie pofterity of the Suliaun.

CHAPTER THE SECOND. 


7HILST tliefe things were carried on in the 
V V fouthern extremity of the Decan, the infulted 
dignity and injured interefts of Great-Britain (i); the 
many humiliating circumftances to which that na-

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Notwithftanding the high ideas, nay dread of the 
Sultaun’s force entertained by the Princes of Hin~ 
dodan; notwithftanding the various proofs that Bri- 
tain had recently obtained of his power, much expec- 
tation was founded on the great experience, found pe- 
netration, unimpeachable integrity, and unlimited cre- 
dit of the Britifti commander: Nor was that expeftation 
difappointed. • The Marattas and the Nizam, from 
whom Hyder and bis fon, had wrefted confiderable 
tra6ls of country, made early and urgent application 
to the Governor General, to unite with them in chaf- 
tifing TiPPOO SuLTAUN, - Pointing to the fame objeH, 
Nizam ALly, had afterwards fent Meer-Abul-Cossim, 
now Meer- Alim, to negociate at Calcutta, a clofer' 
connexion with the Britifh nation, as well as to *

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Guided by the diaates of honor, and by the wife and 
juft policy of the great nation which he reprefents, the 
Governor General declined to enter into any engage- 
ment that might affed Tippoo in deviation from the 
treaty of 1784. He, however, kept up a good under- 
ftanding with thofe Courts ; adjufted accounts with 
Nizam Ally on fair and equitable terms; and paid a 
balance of above nine lacks of rupees to which his 
Highnefs was in Arid juftice entitled (i). 

Soon after this period it became evident that Tip- 
poo SuLTAUN entertained ftrong intentions of hoftility 
towards our Ally of Travancore. So clear a prelude, 
to an attack of a far more ferious nature than any that 
had hitherto been made on the Carnatic, could not 
efcape the penetration of Earl Cornwallis. Or- 
ders were, confequently, fent to the Government of 
Fort St. George, to confider any hoftilities on Travan-

Nizam Ally and the Marattas were now informed, 
that the time for humbling this difturber of the public 
peace had been precipitated by himfelf, and they were 
invited to join in this neceffary though arduous undertak- 
ing (3). Stimulated to exertion by revenge, they, rea-

Of the preparations carried on, 
and alliances entered into by the Governor General, Tip- 
poo SuLTAUN could not long remain in ignorance, Ai 
afar, in every quarter, he beheld lowring clouds, that unit- 
ed, approached, and threatened to burh a furious ftorm 
on his dominions. 

To the Government of Fort St. George pofitive or- 
ders had been feiit, that a powerful and well appointed 
army fliould immediately take the field. In Bengal the 
Military ehablifliment was encreafed (i), and chofen 
bands, vied with each other for a preference in accele- 
rating the - downfal of the defpot From thence acrofs 
the peninfula, alliances were formed with the Peifhwa, 
and other leading chiefs of the Maratta empire (2).

protefting fupplies, of co-operation with the powers in 
alliance, or of defultory inroads into Myfore, fliould 
the movements of the enemy render that meafure ad* 
vifeable. It was now rumoured, that Earl Cornwal- 
lis meditated to take the charge of the war upon him- 
felf. The arrival, however, of Major General Me nows 
at Fort St, George, about the latter end of February, 
put a flop to this report ; and as the indefatigable fpi- 
rit of that Officer was immediately direHed tow’-ards 
affembling the troops, the gloom that inaftion had for- 
merly thrown over the Britifh intereft throughout the 
Decan, gave way before brighter profpeds. By the 
1 8th of March, an encampment might be feen in the 
neighbourhood of Conjeveram (4) under the command 
of Colonel Musgrave, an officer who had particu- 
larly diftinguilhed himfelf in America. This force 
moved towards Trichinopoly on the 29th, and was 
joined on the following day by the firft divifion of the 
reinforcements from Bengal, which conlifted of three 
well difciplined companies of Artillery, being part of

of encampment, which mull be acquired through a chain ■.

Various extenfive trafts, through which this divifion, 
of the army had to direct its route, are covered with 
thick jungle, particularly, in the neighbourhood of Tri-~ 
nomalee, and from thence to Tyagar.

of fepoys, that had refolutely determined on a joint 
defence againil one of thofe animals, four were mife- 
rably wounded. On the 29th of April, the corps un- 
der the command of Colonel Musgrave, formed a 
junction with the diviiion aifembled under Colonel 
Nixon at Trichinopoly (2). 

Having declared his opinions with refpe6l to the out-' 
lines of the meafiires neceffary to be adopted by the ' 
pf Fort- St. George, and relying on the in- 
.^grity of thofe to whom their execution muft be in- • 
^rpjfted during his abfence, Major General MEUoware- 
folved to take the field in perfon (3), and commanded 
that the Army fhould wait his orders on the plains of 
Trichinopoly. From Madras, he took paffage by fea 
to Tranquebar in the Veftal frigate ; arrived in camp on 
the 24th of May; reviewed the Army that day, and on

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the 26th, opened a campaign which ultimately turned 
out advantageous to Great Britain, and creditable to her 
Arms. Whilft the climate proved favourable to the 
operations of the troops in one colle6led body, the Ge- 
neral was fecure of brilliant fuccefs; but, the annual 
vifitations of the monfoon, together with the difficulty 
of procuring fubfiftance during the approaching rainy 
feafon, rendered a feparation of the troops indifpen- 
fably neceffary. Confequently, diftin6l command cn- 
fued: and, on the experience of the leaders their coun- 
try had now to depend. The ftrift difcipline, the ftub- 
born valour of a few corps, however, on a very critical 
occafion, turned out the bell bulwark of the public 
weal. The operations and movements of the Army 
from the day that General Medows affumed the com- 
mand, became particularly interelling, as they materially 
afFe6ted the duration and general iffue of the war, con- 
fequently they lay claim to minute detail. 

The’ General that wars in the Eaft, although he has 
provided an ample porportion of troops, llores, and ti ca- 
fure, for the execution of his defigns, will ftill find that 
he has many obftacles to remove and difficulties to en- 
counter. The climate is highly unfavourable to the 

European 
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European part of an army. If rumours of hoftiiitics have 
gone abroad, the utmoft exertions, together with the 
mofi lavifh expenditure of money, cannot, on fome oc- 
cafions, procure carriage and draught cattle either to pur- 
chafe or hire(i). Coolies, Lafcars, Bearers, with various 
other defcriptions of followers are indifpenfably neceiTa- 
ry to attend troops in the field ( 2 ); and, thefe can only 
be obtained through individuals who already poffefs the 
confidence of the natives. Here, it is in times of peace 
only that preparation for war can be made with effe6l. 
In a country where not only the neceffaries of life, but 
every fpecies of equipment muft be conveyed on beafts 
of burden, forage too becomes a moft material objeft 
of attention. Every expeftation for that article muft

In diftrifts where forage does not abound, food 
not only for the bullocks that convey the ftores muft 
be provided, but, provender and the means of tranf- 
porting it muft be procured for the cattle that carry food 
for thofe firft loaded. In calculations for this branch, 
the numbers muft diminifli progrelTively until the iow- 
•eft is reduced to one bullock carrying fomewhat 
.more than is fufftcient for felfmaintenance. But, as thefe 
Ipeculations lead from the intention of this work, it 
becomes neceftary to return to the Military operations. 

The arm)', now nearly fifteen thoufand fighting men, 
•was formed into fix brigades. The Europeans into two, 
the Natives into four. To each European corps were at- 
tached two twelve pounders, and to .each Native batta- 
lion two fix pounders. The park confifted of eight 
.bi*afs eighteen pounders, four iron eighteen pounders, 
,and four howitzers. Stores, ammunition, provifions for 
fifty days, the neceftary conveyance, in fhort whatever 
was confidered effential to the grand objeft of the cam- 
paign was in readineis for motion.

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iHE, and diftant from Trichinopoly about fifty milesj 
was at that time the neared p? occupied by the enemy. 
Thither the General du'ceisd hb, courfc, advancing by 
eafy marches uniii he reached Ccitore(i}. In order to 
coliecl grain and to aiford prcteS;:.'n to the country, the 
acHi/ baked ten days at this place. With fimilar in- 
tencions Major Coppage was detached on the third of 
the month with three battlions of fepoys to Kiftnave- 
ram. Captain Brown with the* fame views had been 
previoufly detached to Coortallum with his own batta- 
lion. Thefe judicious arrangements, befides fecuring 
to the General what fupplies the country could afford, 
furnifhed an opportunity to repair the carriages that 
had been damaged, and to refrefh the cattle after iheir 
fatigue.

Previous to any effufion of Chriftian blood, fome 
interchange of civilities took place between the leaders 
of the two hoftile armies. The Sultaun anxious for 
the fate of his moft valuable poffeffions haftened to 
avert the ftorm that threatened them by conciliatory 
propofals. The cannon with which he had lately de-

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moliOied the defences of Travancore now became un- 
necelTaiy incumbrances, It is faid that they v/ere 
thrown into the deep waters of the Paniani. With 
a chofen body of horfe and foot, the Myforean 
rapidly approached the capital of his dominions' 
on the plains to the eaftward, whilfl: the reft of his 
troops reafcended the weftern Ghauts or remained to 
oppofe Colonel Hartley on the Malabar Coaft. 

Four days before the Britifli army moved from the 
plains of Trichinopoly, he difpatched a letter from Co- 
imbatore, addrefted tO' Major General Medows, in the 
following terms: ‘‘ 1 have received your friendly Ict- 
‘‘ ter of the 20th of Rajuh 1204 (the 6 th. of April) by 
« your hircarrah, and I have undierftood the whole of 
« its contents; that you wrote me refpefting your ar- 
“ rival and appointment to. the Government of Ma~ 

dras, and it has been the caufe of much pleafure to 
" me, as the friendfliip and good-will between this- 
*^'Circar, the Englilli R^'ah (1), (the King of En-

To this letter the General difpatched the following 
anfwer juft as the Army entered the dominions of the 
Sultaun. “ I received your’s, and I underhand its con- 
“ tents. You are a great prince; and, but for your cru- 
elty to your prifoners I Ihould add an enlightened 
“ one. The Englifti equally incapable of offering an 
“ infult as of- fubmitting to one, have always looked 
“ upon war as declared from the moment you attacked 
“ their ally, the King of Travancore. God does not 
“ always give the battle to the ftrong, nor the race to 
“ the fwift, but generally fuccefs to thofe whofe caufe 
“ is juft — upon that we depend.” 

The Sultaun no fooner received this letter than 
he fet out for Seringapatam with the utmoft expedi- 
tion. He directed that all his regular troops fhould 
affemble in that neighbourhood. For a time, he aban- 
doned his e^em low countries to their fate ; and, re- 

gardlefs 
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gardlefs of the ftores with which his numerous garri- 
fons on the plains were provided, he committed their 
protection to looties and peons. 

On the 12th the Britifli army again proceeded (i), 
and three days afterwards poffeffion v/as taken of Car- 
rore, which had been previoufly abandoned by the 
enemy. This fort is well built. It has a ftrong ftone 
wall with feveral baftions, a deep ditch, and good gla- 
cis. The ftrength of the place, the fickly ftate of the 
army, the importance of the conquered diftriCt, and 
the advantage of communication with Trichinopoly, 
contributed as inducements towards fixing on Carrore 
for a conflant poll (2). At this ftation an hofpital was 
eftablilbed. All the fick amounting to upwards of 
tu'elve hundred men; all the iron eighteen poundersj 
two of brafs, and two howitzers, were depofited in 
the fort; all the convalefcents, with two companies of

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the lirfl European coaft regiment were ordered for its 
garrifon; and the eoinmand of the whole was conferred 
on Captain Parr. 

The enemy’s horfe now began to appear. They 
'were waii:, yet troublefome. They avoided aEion, 
yet V cre tcazing and vexatious. Whenever our caval- 
ry ud\ anced they fled, but as often returned, and hover- 
ing on the fkirts of the army, they contrived to carry 
cl gTcat cpiantities of cattle, and to wound many fol- 
lowers. In one of thefc excurfions, four men on horfe- 
back and two jOn foot, fhrayed within the Piquets at 
night updfurrendered. Next dbuy^ ^Corn^ For bes, with 
.a party of Stevenson’s regiment, found means to come 
up with a body of their horfe whom they inftatitly at- 
tacked and put to flight. The leader of this detach- 
ment, being of a higher call -than the generality of thofe 
in fimilar fitiiations, determined to meafbre fwords with 
Mr. Forbes. The combat immediately commenced. 
'Spirit and dexterity in horfemanlhip was oppofed to 
firmnefs of mind and fuperiority of bodily ftrength. On 
the third rencounter the Caledonian brought the Hin- 
doo to the ground; but, he had the credit of fhedding 
jche firft Chriftian blood, in this wsa*, as he had infii£led 
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a flight wound on Cornet Forbes, This party flew a 
confiderable number of the enemy, and returned to 
camp with four prifoners. Intimidated by thcfe checks, 
the looties for fome time kept at a more refpeftable 
diftancc, although they ftill continued their ufual daily 
vifits. 

About this period, a chain of regular fortifications^- 
with extenfive dependant diftrifts fubmitted to the 
Britilh arms, in fuch rapid fucceflion, and with lofs fo 
very inconfiderable,.as not only to exceed the expe6la” 
tion, but to gratify the utmoft wiflies of the General, 
on the 3d of July the Army marched from Carrore and 
advanced towards Aravacourchy (1). That poll total- 
ly incapable of refiftance furrendered immediately, and 
was put in pofleflion of fome friendly Polygars. The 
Killedar, with ridiculous pomp,, fired two cannon at 
the advance guard of our Army, before^ he received 
a fummons for the delivery of the Fort; he, then, after 
fome further gafeonade, requefled permiflion to dif- 
fiharge more gum, protefling at the fame time that no 
damage Ihould be done to our troops, and urging that

Daraporam, abandoned by the enemy, was taken pof- 
feffion of vdthoiit oppofition on the loth (i). Cornet 
Rideout, on this day, having under his command a 
troop of Stevenfon’s regiment furprifed a body of the e- 
nemy’s horfe, that were negligently dreffing their vic- 
tuals. They amounted to about a hundred and fifty 
in number ; and, although half the troop had been on 
detachment, the attack was made with fuch fpirit, that 
the whole party were put to death, with the exception 
of one firdar and ten privates, whom he brought pri- 
foners into camp. Sixty horfes too graced the fuccefsful 
addrefs of the vi£lors. 

At Daraporam, the General found a large fupply of 
grain and other neceffaries. He determined to form

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a depot at this Ration, and from thence to move with 
as little incumbrance as poffible towards Coimbatore. 
He direfted that all the fick, all the convalefcents of 
the army, all weak horfes, all draft and carriage cat- 
tle unfit for immediate fervice, all the battering cannon 
with their ftores, all wheel carriages not abfolutely ne- 
ceffary fhould remain behind; that captains, Raff 
officers, fubalterns of cavalry and artillery fhould dou- 
ble up in their tents ; that in the infantry four fubalterns 
fhould have but one marquee ; and, in fhort, that all the 
camp equipage which could poffibly be difpenfed with, 
fhould be put into the fort. Four companies of the 
firft European Coaft regiment, with a detachment of 
two hundred fepoys were ordered in as a garrifon, and 
the command was bellowed on Captain Swain. 

Befides the garrifon left in Daraporam, M^‘or 
Younge with his own regiment of cavalry, the 2d, 7th, 
and 20th battalions of native infantry and fix fix-poun- 
ders had diredions to remain in that neighbourhood, 
until further orders. This detachment from its central 
lituation was well calculated to efcort provifions from 
Carrore for the army, and to co-operate with any body 
of troops, that might be employed in the redu6lion of 

K Dindigul 
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Dindigul or Palligautchcrry. There were alfo good 
grounds to expe£l that a conhderable fupply of grain 
might have been coIleHed and thrown into either of 
the magazines that muft of neceflity have been eftablifli- 
cd'previous to any irruption into the upper country. 
The Army divefted by thefe meafures of every poffible 
incumbrance, marched towards Coimbatore (i), and 
took poffeflion of it on the 21ft without moleftati on. 
Fifty Peons that garrifoned the piacc attempted as they 
fled to burn the Pettah. They did not however fuc- 
fced. 

Coimbatore waflied on one fide by a very large lake, 
and fituated on the ikirts of an extenfive plain at the dif- 
tance of about feven miles from the mountains, had for- 
merly been the capital of an independent and powerful 
Rajah. The fort, which is very extenfive, was found in 
good repair, and the town although abandoned by its in- 
habitants, fullered but little damage. Here the Suitaun 
had ereEed aftaieiy Palace wherein he occafionaliy re**

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lided. It is a mafterly piece of architedure decorated in 
the Mahomedan ftile. Some of the apartments are very 
Ipacious though not much ornamented. The upper 
rooms, which co nftitnte the haram, are richly painted, 
and have annexed to each two clofets and abath. In front 
of the palace, a veranda highly finiflied, looks into 
a large area with an elegant range of buildings on 
either fide, and diredly oppofile hands a well built 
treafiiry which compleats the fquare. 

The dependence that diftrids have on their capitals 
throughout Hindollan, together with the extraordinary 
fertility and vaft extent of the country, rendered Co- 
imbatore a poll of the utmoft importance j it was there- 
fore furnifhed with a ftrong garrifon, which was aug- 
mented or diminiflied according to the exigency of the 
fervice. From their lirft appearance, until now, the 
enemy difeovered by their want of countenance 
that none of the Sultaun’s liable horfe, had .as yet 
appeared in the field. Thofe that hitherto oppo- 
fed the army were a defpicable banditti called lootics. 
A fet of unprincipled wretches that feel attachment for 
the banners of no Prince; that exift by indiferiminate 
■plunder that acknowledge no diftindion of friend or 

K 2 foe, 
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foe, where their intereft is concerned ; and, that are con- 
fequently alike obnoxious to and detefled by the regu- 
lar troops of all flates whatfoever. 

The General had now to combat with an enemy far 
different from that juft defcribed. On the 2 2d of the 
month, he received intelligence of S a hid Sahib’s ap- 
proach to Demiacotta with not lefs then three thoufand 
ftable horfe. He immediately determined to give battle, 
and for that purpofe detached the whole cavalry fup- 
ported by two companies of fepo)'s, with four pieces 
of cannon to that poft. By 10 o'clock at night, the 
detachment came up with about thirty of the horfe, 
all of whom were made prifoners. The fort hav- 
ing now taken the alarm commenced a heavy fire, 
which, together with a fcarcity of forage, rendered it ne- 
ceffary to fall back feme diftance. 

On the 28 th, the cavalry again advanced towards 
Demiacotta with the fepoys and guns. They pajOfed 
clofe to the fort without a fhot on either fide, and foon 
after the enemy’s tents were feen at the diftance of about 
two miles. When our troops had approached as near 
as the river, which run between them and Sahid Sahib 
would admit, a few ftiots, well aimed by Captain How- 

ley,, 
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LEY of the Madras eftablifliment, from the fix pounders, 
made him decamp with great precipitation and confu- 
fion, directing his flight towards the Guzzlehatty pafs. 
The immediate object of the detachment being thus ef- 
fe6led, the whole fell back to Velladi, from which place 
they moved occafionally to Shawore, Shallore, Occarro 
and to the other adjacent villages, according as it be- 
came advifable from the intelligence obtained with 
refpeft to fupplies of grain and of forage. 

Other objefts, however, belides that of repelling Sa- 
Hin Sahib^s divifion rendered it neceffary to con- 
tinue this detachment in advance for fome further time. 
Whatfoever plan of operations the General might think 
proper to purfue in the low countries, it was evi- 
dent that a chain of polls clofely connefted with each 
other, extending from the Coromandal Coaft to the 
foot of the Guzzlehatty-pafs, mull; be attained previous 
to any inva£on of Myfore from the Coimbatore dif- 
tri£l:. On this principle, Tanjore, Trichinopoly, Car- 
rore, Erroad and Sattimungulum, prefented themfelves 
as links that mull: of neceflity be fecured; and, in 
order to obtain polfeflion of fuch of thefe polls as were 
Hill occupied hy the enemy, as well as to keep the 

country^ 
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^ countryj and in particular the line of communica- 
tion, free from Sahid Sahib’s horfe, it became requifite 
to watch his movements at Sattimungulum and Poon- 
gaur, the only places at which the Bevanee river was 
at that time fordable. 

Motives of ftill greater importance urged the pro- 
priety of keeping a watchful eye on thofc fords. Cap- 
tain Sir John Kennaway, refident at Hydrabad, had 
intimated to the Endifh commander, that the Sultaun 
had reviewed a well appointed army to the eaftward of 
Seringapatam, about the yth of this month, and a Bra- 
min that had arrived in camp from that capital, with 
various other teftimonies confirmed this intelligence. 

Juft as Lieutenant Colonel Floyd advanced towards 
Sahid Sahib, Lieutenant Colonel Stuart had inftruc- 
tions to proceed againft Palligautcherry. The monfoon 
had by this time fet.into the fouthwardat afeafon of 
of the year much earlier than ufual j inceflant fliower« 
of rain had overflown the whole face of the country ; 

. and, the unfurmountabje . obftacles that from this cir- 
^ciimftance todk their rife, rendered it neceflary to 
, abandon the defign^^^f reducing Palligautcherry until 
..the waters (houldfubfide- — ^The detachment, confequenfe- 
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ly, fell back to Poodoor, diftant from Coimbatore about 
twelve miles. 

Another detachment confifting of the fird; native 
Carnatic brigade, with one eighteen and fix fix-poun- 
ders, which fet out on the firft of Auguft, under the 
command^of Lieutenant Colonel Oldha,m, to reduce 
Erroad, was attended with better fuccefs. To-ftrengthen 
this detachment, Lieutenant Colonel DEA'RE,.ofthe Ben- 
gal artillery, with his Majefty’s 36th regiment, the 5 th 
and 25th battalions of Coaft native infantry, two na- 
tive companies excepted) proceeded by the fame route 
on the 5th of the month. - This reinforcement, which 
condu 61 ;ed fix pieces of cannon, four fix and two 
twelve pounders proved unneceffary, for, Erroad had 
furrendered to the firft divifion, on the day that fuc- 
ceeded the departure of the fecond from camp, after 
an interchange of a. few flrots with the advance 
guard. 

Two other divifions of the army were put in motion at 
the fame inftant with that under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Deare. Major Skelly, with his Majefty's 
52di-egiment and two twelve-pounders, was fent to com- 
mand at Daraporamj and, in order tx) reduce theftrong

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fortofDindigul, Col. Stuart advanced by the route of 
Yarriacottah with a detachment confifting of the 2d re-

gimentof native cavalry, the 2d, 7th and 20th battalions 
of Carnatic native infantry, two companies ■ of the 1 ft 
European Coaft regiment, together with about two hun- 
dred men from the engineer and artillery departments, 
with fix fix-pounders and two mortars, under the imme- 
diate command of Lieut Colonel Moorhouse. 


To render this corps the more competent to tlie 
prefent fervice. Lieutenant Helass of the coaft cftablifti- 
ment, had been fent to Carrore with four companies 
of the 2d battalion of native infantry, fome days previ- 
ous to the departure of Colonel Stuart, in order to 
efcort two iron eighteen pounders to Yarriacottah, at 
which place he had been direfled to wait the orders of 
that officer (ij. Captain Oram, then on his way from

by negociation, according as circumftances might ren- 
der the enterprize advifable (2).

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for the feivice, and with propiiety, for the ftrength of 
the hill, together with the incorniptible integrity and 
refolution of the Killedar, difeovered that all expe£la- 
tion of reducing the fort, by any other means than by 
regular approaches, had beejn. founded on falfe intcUi- 
gence. 

On reconnoitering Dindigul, Captain Oram difeo- 
vered that it had undergone confidcrabk repairs and 
improvements fince the late war; the wall of the 
upper fort had been almoft wholly rebuilt; inflcad 
of two baftions which was all it then had, ciglit wcie 
now completed; three cifterns that had l>ecn reptiir- 
ed by the diredions of Sahid Sahib fuppiied it with 
abundance of water; and, as the upper and lower forts, 
contained from fix to feven hundred lighting men with- 
out any fcarcity of cannon, ammunition, or provifions, 
it was judged advifable not to hazard an attack. 

Agreeably to his inftrudions Captain Oram futnman- 
ed the Killedar, Hyder Abbas, to furrender the fort; he 
iwotefted that private property fhould not be touched, 
that the troops fhould be efborted through the late ac- 
Cerdtories into whatever part of Myfore they pre- 

kmsd, 
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ferredj and denounced at the fame time the Commander 
in Chiefs determination to put the garrifon to the fword, 
fiiould they perfifl in a wanton and ufelefs defence. 
This fummons was fent by a Subadar. 

The haughty Mahomedan although he deigned tO' 
fend a verbal reply, could' not be prevailed on to keep 
the letter. - “ Tell your Officer, that it is not poffible 
“ to- account to my Piince, for the furrender of a 
fort like Dindigul, therefore, if any other perfon 
comes on that ■ errand,-. I- will blow him from a 
“ cannon.” ' 

Notwithftanding the difficulties that 'arofe from great' 
improvements in the fortification of Dindigul, as well 
as from its natural ftrength, the fervice was fo vigorouf- 
ly profecutedj that by dint of perfeverance and extreme 
fatigue, all the ordnance of the detachment opened 
againft the walls on the moming of the 20th, from bat- 
teries that had been eredfed to the northward of' the 
Pettah, within five hundred yards of the hill.- P'mbra- 
aures, however, that had been opened for two guns 
on the 21 ft would not bear on the breach, yet, although 
there was an ineeflant fire kept by the fort upon the 
parapet, it was taken down, and by ten o'clock, the 

L 2 whole 
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whole of the heavy cannon had their proper dirc£lion. 
Two additional iron eighteen pounders now ar- 
rived under the efcort of Lieutenant John Taylor, 
with fome European artillery from Carrore; and die 
cannonade which lafted for two days, though anfwered 
by the fort, with confiderable effeft, made a breach of 
fome extent in that part of the work which was vifible 
to the beliegers ; but, as the nature of the hill concealed 
about fix feet in height from the foundation of the wall, 
fo much of it remained intirc. Several circuinflances 
at this time induced Lieutenant Colonel Siuart to 
determine on a ftorm, of which he dire£lcd that Major 
Skelly Ihould take the lead. 

Aferjeant and twelve, fupported by Lieutenant Evans, 
with thirty men, in equal proportions from the grena- 
diers of the 52d regiment, from the light infantry of that 
corps, and fiom the fourth European coafl regiment, 
compofed the forlorn hope. After this divifion, the 
European flank companies, together with the 2cl and 
*22<| Coafl battalions, advanced in fucceflion. The on- 
fet ite refolute and fierce. The reception was deter- 
mmate and bloody. Attack fuccccdcil attack with 
frelh and redoubled fury; but the Kilicdar inured to 

danger, 
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danger, and not to be furpaffed in valour, headed his 
heft troops at the breach, which was further defended 
by mufquetry from a turrett at one extremity, and from 
the flank of a baftion at the other, neither of which de- 
fences had been hurt; a number of pikemen too flood 
ready to pufh down whofoever obtained the top of the 
wall. Animated by the example of their leader, again 
and again, the affailants repeated their efforts; yet the 
defperate refiftance of the garrifon fupported by various 
advantages from nature and art, rendered it necelfary to 
abandon the defign of carrying Dindigul by florm, for 
a time. The party confequently foiled, remained in 
the ditch of the lower fort, leaving the gallant Maho- 
medan in polfelfion of his fhattered yet well defended 
ramparts. 

Towards ten o’clock, Major Skelly judicioufly di- 
redled that Captain Oram who had the immediate 
command of the native troops fliould advance fome 
companies up the hill. The ready execution of this 
order prevented the enemy from flrengthening the 
defences at the breach by keeping up a conftant and 
well dire£led fire during the night. About four 
o’clock in the morning, this party was withdrawn, and 

the 
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the whole di vifion, difappointed of their objc£l re- 
tired to camp. Abandoned by a great part of his gar- 
rifon during the night, the Killcdar with the Jight of 
the enfuing day expofed a white flag on the breach in 
token of a difpofition to fttrrender (i). Terms of capi- 
tulation moderate yet honorable being readily granted. 
Captain Bowzer. with two companies of the firft Eu- - 
ropean Coaft regiment was commanded, to take cliargc 
of the fort { 2 ). 

At the time that Lieutenant Colonel Stuart was 
thus occupied in reducing the pofls, which held the 
Polygars and others, that inhabited tlie fouthern ex- 
tremity of the Sultaun’s dominions in awe, Captain 
Wahab with his ovm battalion %vas employed in <-oI- 
le6ling a fupply of cattle and of grain, from the fir-

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'tile and extenfive diftri£ls, that were held in fubjeftion 
by the vicinity of thefe ftrong holds. 

Whither the cruel treatment of inferiors attributed to 
the SuLTAUN, be real, or exaggerated, or altogether im** 
aginary (3), it is certain that his fubjedls in this quarter 
yielded to a change of Government with a degree of re- 
lu£i;ance, feidom exhibited by the inhabitants of Eaftern 
countries. After a careful concealment of all grain and 
other valuable articles in pits dug into the earth, they 
abandoned their houfes removing at the fame time 
■their cattle of whatfoever defcription, yet^he fertility 
of the foil and the dexterity of the natives in fearch- 
ing, rendered it impoffible :to ^prevent the invaders 
from procuring confiderable fupplies. In traverfing 
thefe diftridls. Captain W ah a b experienced but little 
oppofition. Chucklegurry alone ventured to refift. 
The Polygars of this fort, about four hundred an num-

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ber, confident from the ftrength of the place, infilled on 
certain terms; but as thefe did not at all infringe on 
the principles that the General had adopted with ref^ 
pe£t to the garrifons of the enemy in the low coun- 
tries, they obtained his ready confent (i). Pyny, 
Collumbrum, Colaveram, Animally, with various infe- 
rior polls furrendered without oppofition. 

After fome necelfary arrangements had been adjufted 
the detachment that had reduced Dindigul marched 
againll Palligautcherry by the route of Daraporam ( 2 ). 
In order to infure fpeedy fuccefs to this defign, it 
was judged advifable to reinforce Lieutenant Colonel

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Stuart with the flank companies of the 71 ft and 72d 
regiments, with eight companies of the 14th battalion of 
native infantry, and with four battering pieces of can- 
non, eighteen pounders. The other two companies 
©f Captain Wahab’s battalion had- been ftationed' at 
Warriore and Madoogery under Enfign Shaw, on 
purpofe to prote8: the cattle of the army whilft graz-- 
ingj.and, as thefe feveral detachments had confiderably 
weakened the line, it was judged advifable to continue’ 
Enfign Shaw on that fervice for a time.- Kistna and 
Prumaul, two of the enemy's Ipies, who had been tak- 
en on the former’ attempt againft Palligautcherry, at- 
tended this force; their lives having been forfeited, it 
was natural to fuppofe that they would endeavour to^ 
redeem them by fome eflential difcovery..

filence which prevailed that the garrifon had evacuatedt 
the fort. They repeatedly called aloud, but no one* 


*** opporttinity, and inliantly went down with one of th6 gtcnadidr companies of tbc zd bat- 
** talion of fepoys,^ and took poffcfiion not only of the high part of the glacis and gateway,’ 
** bttt alfo of the circular woi k. Major Skelly followed in a few minutH with three more 
grenadier companies of fcpoyi, and half a comparty of* the 52d regiment; the other 
half that was at work foon followed# The company of the 2d battalion was difcovered and> 
«•" fired on from the fort ; but returned the fire, and kept their ground with great fteadinefs 
till the reft of the party came up and enabled them to maintain the lodgement. Lieutenant^ 
Mackenzie with the pioneers' and working |5arties, with gabions and fafdnes alfo came 
** up from the eaft battery, and in the face of an incelTant fire of mufqftetry and frequent dif- 
charges from a gun on a baflion immediately oppofue, foon converted the top of the glacis' 
** into a parapet, clofed up the gateway and the gorge of the circular work fix feet high., 

** made a platform of the gate; and in four hours, by midnight, an eighteen pounder was* 
firing from the gateway, as through the port* hole of a fhip, laying* open the breach, and^ 

** from end 10 end raking the fort. The tour mortars were alfo brought down and chucked' 

** the Ihclls over with inevitable effed- The fife of our mufquctry from the glacis and the 
** circular work at length overcame that of the enemy, and at three o’cjdck in the morning,* 

jull as the gorge of the circular work was ready to receive two more eighteen pounders^ 

** wMch Major MofOREHOOSK had ordered for the call battery;; wc unexpedl<tdly heard a* 
man cry out Code, and defired to treat. T'hc term** of protedidon ftom the Nairs; fecurity- 
** to perfons and property granted*— Our men were admitted into the covert-wayv and in the^ 
** morning the garrifan affiucd us to get the plank over the ditch, which had fer ved them as a 
** bridge,. and had been thrown down in the aftcriioon, on withdrawing theit parties from the 
4* fovertway. At fix in the morning the companies of grenadier Sepoys, who had behaved' 
** h fteadily duiing.thc night, marched over this bridge in great triumph and with ftill more 
** «afe, marched into the body of the place through the breach* When the troops entered 
thf fort, theKilledar Jkmin Khan, a Pican, was fcated in his Durbar, in great ftate,- 
Oppjfitc to the parade, and feemed to exptdl that Major Skilly was to 'come and 
** mSe his Salaam to him; He was allowed to fit fiill, till all the guards were pofted, 
** and after an explanation with fome of his people whom he fent out, he at length came 
himfidf and apologized for his condua, by faying he did not know our cuftums.— He 
** had been wounded in bis fword hand, is a very athletic ftout man, and no doubt a perfon 
*• of repntation in Tiyroo's Army. His garrifon, he fays, confifted of 400 fighting men, and 
xoo Fieneeifj but they, word not fo brave as he could have wiihed them ; he fays, he had fix*

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made anEver. Captain Oram’s voice was however 
heard at a battery where Captain Wahak was then on 
duty. That Officer immediately advanced with the 
grenadier company of the 2-d Coafl battalion and took 
'pofleflion of the glacis, barrier, and of a high circular 
outwork which commanded the other defences in this 
quarter. Major Skelly, field officer on duty, to whom 
Captain Oram had fent early information of thefe 
tranfaflions inffantly arrived, and on examining the polls 
that had been obtained, he determined to maintain 
the lodgement, and dircHed that three companiCvS of 
fepoys, and one of the 52 d regiment, fliould immedi- 
ately be called for that purpofe. 

The fort, which by this time had taken the alarm, 
kept up a brifk fire, but the fepoy grenadier company 
maintained their ground with much fteadinefs until 


" or eight killej, and eight or ten wounded, but hi* hilled muft hive been confidcribly more, 
“ as we found feveral dead bodies on the rampart*, and in different place*, of wtiom he did not

foe Nairs and Infidels in this dSflaifl, which haa the following emphatical concIuCon. 

Ihort. you are by every exertion of judgement and policy, whether by violence or by

rthe arrival of the reinforcement enabled them to fecure 
the lodgement. Enfign Macpherson of the 5 2d regi- 
ment, who a6led as an afliftant engineer, having 
'brought up the workmen, in a few hours converted the 
gatev/ay into an cmbrafure from which an eighteen 
pounder raked the fort with irrefiftible eifefl. By three 
o’clock in the morning, two other guns of the fame 
'Calibre were ready to open from the gorge of the cir- 
cular work, but -the enemy intimidated further by a 
conftant difcharge of fliells from four mortars and by 
vollies of mufquetry, requefted permiffion to furren- 
'der(i). Terms nearly fimilar to thofe allowed to the 
garrifon of Dindigul were granted on this occafion, and 
poffellion was taken of Palligautcherry early in the 
morning. Here, a confiderable quantity of grain, 
;and other articles fell to the captors. It was dire 6 le 4 
that all the iron batteririg guns Ihould remain in the 
fort. The 2d and 2 2d Coaft battalions were ordered 
for its garrifon ; and, as capacity for the arrangement

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of the fupplies that muft be drawn from the FalHgaut- 
cherry diftri6l was not lefs neceffary than experience 
and military talents. The command was bellowed ort 
Captain Wahab. 

Whilft the fuccefsful and meritorious exertions of 
Lieutenant Colonel Stuart, of Lieutenant Colonel 
Oldham, and of Major Skelly, deprived the Sultaum 
of the territory which had until now remained in his pof- 
feflion in the- low countries to the fouthward of the Be- 
vanee and Cauvery rivers (i), the detachments that Sa- 
HID Sahib advanced to ravage the country in his front 
met with perpetual rebufis. Ol'thefe, the mol! confideni- 
ble were oppofed by Lieutenant Colonel Floyd, by 
Major Affleck, and by Lieutenant Baillik, all of his 
Majeftys ipch light dragoons, on occafions diftin£l, 
both as to time and fituation. 

On the i6th of AuguB, Lieutenant Colonel Floyd 


with a corporal and fix dragoons fet out from his en- 
campment at Shaw ore towards a troop that had been 
fent on detachment in courfe of the foregoing day, un-

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tier Lieutenant Huddlestone. On the Colonel’s arri- 
val at Oucarro, he had intelligence that a body of the 
enemy's horfe plundered the country, and advanced to 
•attack the detachment. With twelve file from the troop 
and hi.s own orin-inal efcort, Lieutenant Colonel Floyd 
proceeded in queft of this enemy, he difeovered their 
advance within one hundred yards of the village of Ou- 
carro, and by an immediate and refolute charge, he 
put the whole body of the enemy to flight. Subadar 
Cawder Beg with Mahomed Hoossein, of Barley's 
regiment, particularly diftinguifhed themfelves by their 
gallantry on this occafion (2). 

Four days after this Ikirmifli, Major Affleck having 
under his command two troops of dragoons, and an 
equal number from Barley’s regiment, had been 
abroad to fcour the country, and to avenge whatever 
injuries had been done to the inhabitants. The par- 
ty had advanced but an inconfiderable diftance when 
it fell in with a large body of the enemy's horfe whom

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they inftantly attacked with fpirit and fuccefs (i ). The 
fugitives that efcaped were indebted for fafety to their 
ufual habit of flying in all diredions. Upwards of for- 
ty were cut to pieces, but as their horfes were trained ta 
pufli for camp on the fall of their riders, twenty only 
could be caught... 

Not many days after this Ikirmifii, Lieutenant Hud— 
DLE&TONE whilft he reconnoitred in front of the en- 
campment, fell unexpectedly on a confiderabic body 
of Sahid. Sahib’s horfe that lurked on the foutheriii 
banks of the Bevanee river- Thcfe he immediately 
attacked and repulfed, but fupported by a body ftill* 
larger, they faced about, and attempted not only to 
furround the troop, but threatened to cut of its retreat*. 
In the mean time, news of thefe untoward circumftan- 
ces had reached the encampment. The picquets which, 
confifted of one troop of the 19th light dragoons and. 
two of native cavalry under the command cf Lieute- 
nant Baillie, mfhed on to the relief of Lieutenant. 
Huddlestone, they cut in amongft a large body of the 
enemy’s horfe and put them to the route 5 they drove the*

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fugitives headlong into the river which was both deep 
and rapid, and, having completely effeded their defign, 
both parties returned in fafety to camp. 

Whilft the cavalry were engaged in thefe ikirmilhes 
againft Sahid Sahib’s divifion. Lieutenant Colonel 
Oldham and Major Young e were employed on the 
important fervice of filling the Magazine at Erroad (1). 
In order to benefit further by the exertions and expe- 
rience of Colonel Oldham, in this capacity, he had in-

adjacent diftri8:s could afford, and, at the lame time, to 
lend a detachment confiding of the 5th and 25tli batta- 
lions of native infantry, with one eighteen, two twelve, 
and two fix pounders, under Major Cupp age, to Allicoo- 
ly, to co-operate with the cavalry in the redudion of 
Sattimungulum and Demiacottah (1). The 16th bat- 
talion of native infantry had been alfo ordered to 
the fame place a few days previous to the march of this 
detachment. Thcfe three battalions, the 19th light dra- 
goons, the 2d and 5th regiment of native cavalry, 
with all the artillery of this corps, crofied the Beva- 
nce on the 26th of Auguft under the command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Floyd. Sattimungulum was im-

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hefitated on the meafures that he ought to adopt. 
In the mean time, Captain Stewart, who had been 
fent with his battalion in advance, difcovered that the 
troops on guard at one of the gates had abandoned 
their poft. Of this circumhance he negleded not for 
a moment to take advantage. He ruflicd into the 

O 

body of the work, and by this fudden and judicious 
movement he obtained polTeffion of the hjrt witiiout 
iofs of blood. 

Although the troops in the held had hitherto fub- 
fifted, in a confiderable degree, at the expenfe of the 
enemy, fuch were the exertions of the refpe£live com- 
manders, that grain had been colleclcd in the fevcral 
Magazines, fufficieiit for upwards of one year’s con- 
fumption; the draught and carriage cattle of the 
army, from the rich verdure that covered the whole 
face of the country, had completely got the better 
of their fatigue; and, the cavalry horfes, fattened with 
luxuriant choulum, rejefled all grain and enriched 
the contradors. 

To account for the high ftate of cultivation at which 
Coimbatore had arrived will be found a Icfs arduous than 
interefting talk. The mountains called Ghauts, whilft 

N 2 they 
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they deeply indent the plains at fcveral diftinci: points, 
do not terminate, but, in their range they frequently 
advance and recede without any break or diinunitioii 
of height: confcquently, they give rife to an incredi- 
ble number of ftreams. The Can very, the Bevany, 
and the Noel rivers, too; from their intcrfeciion of the 
country in fo many different dircclions ; from the va- 
rious branches that arc forced out of them into fc- 
parate and dillincl cliatmcls, as well as from the fup- 
ply of water that they receive from a doulde monfoon, 
contribute in a iiigh degree to the fertility of the foil, 
and, though the religious tenets of the Bramins have a 
ftrong tendency to forward cultivation, the moral and 
political doctrines of that fed are not lefs calculated to 
encourage agriculture. 

Quiet, fober, diligent, and abftemious, though corrupt 
as vice can make liira with rcfpcci to fomc other duties, 
the Hindoo ryut more then compenfates for the want 
of that adive induftry which charaderifes the chriftian 
hufbandman, by a degree of patient perfevcrancc un- 
known amongft the inhabitants of other countries; 
accuftomed through every ftage of life to bend his body 
or to fquat upon the ground, he readily becomes an 

excellent

excellent cultivator of the earth, and, from the minute 
attention with which he regards whatfoever is the objed 
of his purfuit, no weed is fo trifling as to efcape his ob- 
fervation, no tendril fo concealed as to avoid his re- 
fearch. The land, too, as if grateful for fuch ex- 
traordinary attention, yields a return beyond any equal 
Ipace on the furface of this globe. Without any manure 
whatfoever, and folely dependant on water to fertilize 
the foil, Hindoftan, in general, produces two, three, and 
fometiraes four harvefts ( 1 ). Tanjore annually produc- 
es five, nay fix fucceffive crops have been reaped in 
that country. But, though fafeinated beyond all mea- 
fure by thefe bewitching feenes, by thefe choice gifts of 
nature and of induftry, ftill, as the defeription of them 
is in feme degree foreign to the prefent defign, it 
muft give way to the continuation of military opera- 
tions. 

With what anxiety and concern the Sultaun be- 
held his moft valuable and produ6five territories, thus

wrefled 
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'wrefted out of his pofleffion, can be better conceived 
than conveyed by any communication of thought. 
The fall of Sattimungulum having deprived him of ail 
accefs to Coimbatore butby the ford of Poongar, he bold- 
ly determined to defcend the ghauts, at the Guzzlehatty 
pafs, and to try his fortune on the plains before that ford 
fhoud be alfo occupied. Widely different was the army 
that he affembled for this purpofe and reviewed in the 
beginning of Auguft at Seringapatam from that with 
which he invaded Travancore in the foregoing Decem- 
ber, Yet, the difference was ftill more wide between 
the corps that he, had now'to encounter and his antago- 
nifts on the former occafion. However, in cxpedla- 
tion of bringing about by ftratagem and fineffe, what be 
was unable to accomplifh by force of arms, he put hk 
troops in motion as foon as he had fatisfied himfelf 
with their equipment. 

Until this period of the war none of thofe calami- 
ties that invariably tarnifh Mahomedan invafions had 
extended tbeir baneful influence to the low countries. 
Conqueftwas not dilgraced with murder or rapine. 
Whatfoever tended to bring diferedit on the caufe 
met with condign punifhment. Humanity, the conttajif 

attendant 
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attendant on ProteRant armies,, circulated with free 
fcope. Mercy and mildnefs loftened the hardfhips 
that the neceffity of the times had inflifted upon the 
people ; they cherifhed the peaceful hulbandman that 
could not be completely prote8:ed, and clofely accom- 
panying the anxious and watchful care with which the 
new fubjefts had been treated, they convinced them 
that nothing necelfaiy to their happinefs fhould fuf- 
fer the moft diftant ncgle£l(i}.

CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER THE THIRD. 


T he torrtnts of abufe that have been poured forth 
by popular orators againft their countrymen in the 
call:, to anfwer certain political purpofes, can never be 
iemmcd whilft kamed writers, through mere declama- 
tion, contribute to imprefs on the minds of the public 
vague ideas of oppreffions, extortions, and other viola- 

O tions 
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tipns of good order uiineceffarily committed on the 

harmlefs Hindoos.” — “ Happy would it be”, fays a 
learned profeffor, “ if any- of the four European nations 
“ who have, fucccffu'cly, acquired extcnfive territories 
“ and power in India, could altogether vindicate itfdf 
“ from having a8:ed in this manner.” As fleams that 
find vent from alembicks catch fire at the approach of 
a light, and endanger the adpicent vats, fo do thefe 
mifi’hicvous allegations arrell difpofitions prone to hu- 
manity and poifon the minds of the people. Like me- 
philick fumes, that colic6l on waicr-butts in the holds 
of fliips, they do no hurt whiillin confinement; but tlie 
moment that the bung is flatted, the mariner mufl look 
to his candle. 

How far other European nations can acquit them- 
felves of thefe cruel infmuations, however neceffary 
for them to declare, is wide from the fuhje£l of the pre- 
fent enquiry; all that is now intended, is to affirm 
with confidence, that although in the transfer of exten- 
five dominions from one people to another by con- 
queft, it is impoffibk that many individuals, particular- 
ly amongft the principal families, fhould not fuffer 
hardfhips; yet, no great revolutions were ever fo flrong** 
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ly marked by humanity and general benevolence as 
thofe effected by the Britifh nation in India. 

When crimes of fuch deep hue come to light the 
perpetrators of them, muft, at all times, be branded in 
civilifed fociety with a (lamp of infamy ; confequently, 
allegations of that tendency, ought never to obtain be- 
lief until every prepoflcffion has been minutely fifted } 
until every tendril of prejudice has been eradicated ; 
until truth has been traced through every polTible fibre ; 
and until proof and convi8;ion have been fubftantiated 
beyond the poflibility of error. Indirect infmuations 
of barbarity always wound more deeply than fpecifick 
attacks, becaiife, their poignancy being artfully con- 
cealed, they evade all dete£lion, and readily impofe 
on the humane malicious prefumptions for pofuivc 
proofs. It is not whether the natives of Hindoflan 
enjoy more comfort under the Britilh Government, than 
they did before their country had been vifited by ftran- 
gers of the MulTelman perfuafion, that can here deter- 
mine. The pointat ilTue is, whither their fufferings have 
been increafed or diminiftied by the introdu£lion of 
Chriftians into India ; and, whither the principles and 
praaice of a Mahomedan or Chriftian Governmonf, 

O 2 on- 
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on a candid comparative view, are bcfl calculated to 
render the Aborigines happy. 

If a greater progrefs in fciendfick knowledge and 
civilifation; if perfe£l toleration in religion however 
diffonant from reafon and nature ; if a certainty that 
their burdens have not been increafed by their prefent 
rulers; and, if the confideration that it is not Hindoos, 
but the followers of Mahomed, that have fuffered by 
the conquefts of the Chriftians, can alTift in fixing a juft 
criterion for decifion, there can be little room to 
hefitate. 

Britifti declaimers againft their countrymen in India, 
will find it difficult to produce one inftance of cmelty 
in the Eaft, that does not owe its invention, either to 
the Aborigines themfelves or to their Mahomedan con- 
querors, They will find it difficult to prove, that a Bri- 
ton has been at ail privy to thefe barbarities, or that he 
has introduced others in their ftcad. 

At the punifhments that Hindoos inflifl on their de- 
linquents, the moft hardened chriftian would lliuddcr ; 
and at the inhuman villanies that they commit under 
the cloak of religion, his very hair would ftand on end# 
A defpot that fews up inferiors in raw-hides, on the 

fuppofition 
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fuppofition of offence, is not known among chriftians. 
It is not to Britain that India is indebted for the inven- 
tion of pinching with cloven bamboos the extremeties 
of the human frame; neither was the pra£lice of bury- 
ing a delinquent to the chin in an erefl; poilure, and of 
tantalizing with his cravings, by expofing food and wa- 
ter at a fliort diftance, imported into India by Britons ; 
ftiil more deteftable to that people, muff appear the 
abominable and cruel wretch, that deprives his father 
of exiftence, as foon as he outlives the power of felf- 
maintenance, although the a8: from its frequency, at- 
trafts not the Icaft fymptom of compaffion among the 
“ harmlefs Hindoos.” 

From whatfoever delufion thefe unjuft declamations 
prevail, it is a notorious fa8:, that one uniform atten- 
tion to the dilates of humanity has invariably marked 
the footfteps of Britons, and the progrefs of their arms, 
from a Clive to a Cornwallis; and, Ihofe who have 
ferved in ftations of re^onftbility are not to be told, 
that the fatigues of their appointment are confiderably 
cncrcafed by the vigilence neceffary to prevent the na- 
tives from cruelly abufmg each other. 

After a refidence of many years in India, Mr. Hot- 

WELL 
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WELL lap, that the Gentoos, in general, are as degene- 
rate, crafty, fupcrftifious, litigious, and wicked a peo- 
ple, as any race of beings in the known world, if not 
eminently more fo; and, in a letter from Colonel 
Harris to Captain Parr, whilfl; in command of an 
out ftation in the Coimbatore diftricl, arc the follow- 
ing words “ As the natives holding a truft or ap- 
« pointment are often impreffed with fentiments which 
“ lead them to praaiccs highly unjuaifiable. General 
“ Medows places implicit confidence in your zeal and 
“ vigilance, toprevent, as much as polfiblc, wSaii aje, from 
« abufing the truft repofed in him, cither by oppreffing 
« the inhabitants by unufual exactions, or by obferving 
« any cc^ndud towards them that is repugnant to the 
« diaates of humanity andjufiice'* (i). Now, this very- 
S AH AJE was fo high in the efiimation of the natives 
for humanity, that the ftttne letter deprived Nana- 
SuBtA of the truft in queftion notwithflanding his be-

Inftances out of number, might b«- addwe d in ci.iifiitnatiort of the text. During the Rohtl- 
la war. ample proteaion, afforded to the nttivei by the Ktiiilh troopa under Colonel t.'naM- 
Pioit , avaWd them nothing. The inftant the army advanecd S u / a • vj. Dow * ravaged ih« 
country, plundered the inhabitants, cruelly ahufed their pcifons, and after rubbing them of all 
their jewels and other valuables, he fet their villages on fire. 
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ing a man of fair repute; but, a fincere wifb to do away 
any part of that odium, which is fo freely, wantonly, 
and unjullly laviflied in the fpeeches and writings of 
learned men, is offered in apology for a digreffion, 
which may be clofed with this remark, that it would 
be commendable in orators and authors, to mcafure 
their aiTcriions by the tefl of cfiabliflied facls, and not 
by tlic unfounded afpcrfions of individuals foured into 
abufe by difappoiittmcrtt or difeontent. 

The defeent of the Sultaun into the -Coimbatore 
dinria was fo fudden, fo filent, and fo fkilful in all 
refpeas, that it inftantly occafioned a very material 
change in the general afped of affairs. It laid open 
prorpeds that threatened with difaflrous calamity the 
intcrcfls of Great -Britain throughout the Carnatic. 
In a juft balance it appeared, for a time, not only to 
render the war, at the beft, tedious; but, evidently to 
outweigh all former fuccefles. It was a touchftone to 
firitifti prowefs. 

That an enemy not fhort of forty thoufand fighting 
men accompanied by double the number of followers! 
provided with an immenfe train of artillery, and Tup* 
plyed with a confiderable ftock of provifions, fhould 

defeend 
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dclccnd the gli3.uts at Guzzlchatty undifeovered^ mull 
appear truly ftrange, to fuch as are at all acquainted with 
the nature oF that pals, and witli the lituation of tho 
detachment in advance. But that they Ihould have 
crofled the Bevany river, without any intimation of 
their approach, muft have flruck the General as the 
leaft probable of all improbable events. Of this pi£lure 
whatfoever is mallerly appertains to the Sultaunj 
and, until the difcipline and valour of the troops are 
brought into view, the patriot that attempts to paint 
the feenes. in their true colours, muft for ever wifh the 
firft features veiled under a deep flhade or thrown into 
a difttint back-groud. 

At two o*’clock in the morning of the 1 3th Septem- 
ber, Captain Child having under his command the 
pkquet of his Majefty's 19th light dragoons, and thofe 
of the ad and 5th regiments of native cavalry, was or- 
dered to reconnoitre the country as far as the ford at 
Poongar, fome miles diftant from the encampment. A 
few laounts, afterwards the 5th regiment of native caval- 
ry undexthe command of Major Darlky, was alfo or- 
teedt to advance halfway to- Poongar to fupport the 
fdc^aets i£ lacceftary, feveral large parties of the enemy 

had 
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had by this time eroded the Bevanee, and towards 
break of day, Captain Chilc difeovered a formidable 
body of horfe at a very inconfiderable diftance. This 
was not a time to hefitate. An immediate and judicious 
charge fccurcd to the picquets a fafe and unmoleftcd 
retreat. 

Two roads lead from Sattimunmilum to Poongar, one 
winds with the river, the courfc of the other is in a 
more direci line. The former was taken by Captain 
Child, but as Major Darley had no intimation there- 
of he followed tlie latter, and therefore did not fall in 
v/ith the Picc|ucts, The country through which thefe di- 
vifions Inid to pals is in a very high flatc of cultiva- 
tion, and, being ahnoll wholly laid out in cnclofurcs of 
li'om one to two hundred Icet Iquarc, bound by a clofe 
milk hedge, the range of the eye is very confined, 

Ihc regiment had advanced but a few miles when 
a!)out two luindrcd of the enemy’s horfe were obfer- 
ved at a final! diflance. A difpofition was rapidly 
made for attack and purfuit. From the nature of the 
country it became necelTary to form into two divifions ; 
the one on the right was commanded by Lieutenant 
Wilson, the other by Mty or Darley; both advanced 

P to 
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to the charge, came up with the enemy, and put them 
to flight. The fugitives being moftly difmounted by 
the onfet, or flain by the fword or carbine, few efcaped, 
except fuch as concealed themfelvcs among the buihes, 
whilfl; our lofs was trifling. Large bodies of horfc now 
appeared advancing from different diredions; Major 
Darley therefore judicioufly determined to take pofl: 
on a height in his rear, where both flanks would be co- 
vered by a ftrong hedge. 

Having difpatched a well mounted European Serjeant 
to Colonel Floyd with intelligence, the Major ordered 
a fqiiadron to cover whilfl: the remainder of his corps 
pafled a narrow defile to obtain the pofition which he 
intended to occupy. The fquadron flood firm, and 
repulfmg by the fire of their carbines a large body 
that threatened the regiment, the whole pafled the de- 
file in fafety. Major Darlky now formed his men on 
the ground that he determined to difputc ; and although 
their Virgin Swords were oppofed to ten times their 
numbers, he had the fatisfa£lion to witnefs the adroit- 
nefe of a field day evolution, as well as the difeomfi- 
lure of dae Enemy.. 


The 
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The advantage that difcipline has o\’'er the bravery 
of individuals and the power of disjointed multitudes, 
never appeared more confpicuoiis than on this occa- 
fion. A corps of cavalry not exceeding three hun- 
dred in number, remained unbroken and unmoved in 
•the face of from fix to feven thoiifand horfemen, equal- 
ly armed, and as individuals nothing inferior in pcrfoiia! 
courage. Various movements were now made by the 
Myfo»'can horfe in order to induce Major Darley to 
alter his pofition ; a fmart fire was kept up on dif- 
ferent parts of his regiment ; na)', many Sirdars of the 
Sultaun’s army in order to encourage their main body 
t > advance, charged oiir Odicers and perifhed in the at- 
tempt. Several, liowcver, from their amazing dexterity 
in the management of their holies had the good fortune 
to cfcape unhurt 

Under thefe circumftances it is impoffible to afcer- 
tain tlie exaa lapfe of time. In all probability, 
Upwards of three quarters of an hour had paffed, 
before the 3d regiment of native cavalry, command- 
ed by Major Stevenson was announced in the rear. 
The junEion was at a period critical indeed, for it inti- 
.mated that on this day the cavalry of the King and 

P * Com- 
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Company fiiould prevail decidedly over tliofe of the 
Sukaun. At a flioit conlcreiice the two Majors de- 
termined that no time Ihould be lok in cliarmnar the 
enemy; but, as Barley’s had already undergone miicli 
fatigue, it was propofed by Major Stevenson that his 
regiment fliould lead the attack. The picquets under 
Captain Cmild on their retreat to camp, attracted by 
the found of the mufqiictry now'' approached the field 
of a6lioii, Colonel Ff-ovn was alfo fceii at no great 
dillancc with the lotli liejit di'aaooiis. 

The enchiy o^^l:l■^'ing lo many parlies hallening to 
the fiipport of their opponents, and conlcioiis of the 
ill fuccels they had already experienced againll this 
fm ill body, gave up the contefi. Confecpicntly they 
began to inovcolT; fiill, however, they prelervod oialsr. 
Onr cavalry advanced with fpirit; came np with the fu- 
gitives, and pnrf’i-d them with confidcrable ILiughtcr. 
Two troops ofiLt King's dragoons had got into an en- 
cloiurc ill winch there was a largo bo<iy of the Sul- 
taun’s horfc without auy pallage for cl'capc excejjt that 
by which both parties had entered. In tluTe tnxjps 
there were feveral men that had fevereb/ rulTered in cap- 
tivity after the late war; and, as they had it now in their 

power 
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power to fatiate their rerenlracnt, the opportunity was 
not neglecled. The enemy made bold refiftance; yet 
the contefl; was foon decided by the nervous arm of the 
Britifii drai^oon. A fland.ird of Mahomed graced the 
vi6lory, and with it upwards of live hundred brave 
MuiTelmen with moO: of their liorfcs, were forever loft 
to llicir prince, whilll our fufferings w’ere confined to a 
few ilefii wounds. 

For fome days previous to this a6lion, runir,u,-.; of the 
Sultaun’s defeent into the Coimbatore country, by the 
Guzzlehatty pah, had circulated through the detach- 
ment. An immenle cloiul of dull: that rapidly approach- 
ed the cavalry now conOnned tlicfj reports beyond a 
poflibility of doubt. Indeed, it was too evident that great 
put of his infantry had even palled the river. It was 
therefore jugded proper to form a jim6lIon with the line, 
xvhf'h had been already drawn up in order of battle upon 
a rifiug rroiind in front of the ciicamptucnt. The cap- 
tured I lories being fecured, this mcafure was put into ef- 
fe^l withoxit any lofs of time. 

In order to form a juft conception of the conieft at .‘vii- 
timungulum, it may be ncccftliry to convey feme itlea i'S 
the ground on which the detachment was encamped, of 

the 
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the adjacent river^ and of the country in its neighbour- 
hood. The fort of Sattimungulum, is fituated in a plain 
on the Northern bank of the Bevanee, at the bottom of 
the mountains. From this fort a road about fifteen miles in 
length leads through the Guzzlchatty pafs into the kingdom 
of Myfore. An infleflion of the river near to the ground 
.of encampment, confined the motions of the detachment 
either to the front of the enemy, or to the road that leads 
to Coimbatore ; and on the left there was a rock, the 
ground near to which had a craggy, rugged, and uneven 
furface. 

About nine o’clock in the morning, three guns that 
had been brouglit down to the oppofite bank of the ri- 
ver, opened upon our grand guard, which was imme- 
diately ordered to join the line. The Sultaun by this 
mcafurc, cxpi£i:ed to attrafl the attention of the detach- 
ment whilft his main body moved to attack our left in 
a quite diiferent dirc6llon. A general diipofition was 
now made to refift the advance of the enemy. The ca- 
valry were pofted with their rear towards the rock already 
defcribied ; the Infantty extending the line to the right of 
the Cavaky, |jn5f<mted a firm front to the Sultaun ; and, 
the baggage of the detachment under tlic proteflion df 

four 
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four troops of the ad regiment commanded by Major 
Patter, was with the Surgeons direfled to take poft be- 
hind the rock, and amongft the ftoncs. 

From the clofencfs of the hedges with which that coun- 
try abounds, the enemy brought fix pieces of cannon to 
play on the line, without any intimation of their ap- 
pronch, until it was conveyed from their own months. 
The ordnance of our detachment made immediate an- 
fwcT ; but as the quantity of ammunition would admit 
of no waftc ; and as there was much reafbn to expcfl a 
length of ferious and dole adlion, it Was judged expedi- 
ent not to contend with this enemy in what has been al- 
ways coniidered his forte a diflant cannonade. Unmo- 
leflcd tiicrcforc by Colonel Deare, he rapidly brought 
more guns into play, and from the lemicircular fituation 
in which he placed them, it was evident that he was ta- 
king meafures to furround the detachment. Various 
movements now became neceflary to prevent the enemy 
from getting tlic range of our line. • 

Before two o’clock fifteen pieces of cannon remarkah!) 
well ferved did much execution. The cnnuonacie feeni- 
cd principally direfled againft the gdth regiment, and 
many brave fellows of that corps were either fcvcrely 

wounded 
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wounded or killed on the fpot : Nor did the Native in- 
fantry come olF unhurt. It is impoffible to afeertain the 
exadl number that fell on this occafion ; but, as the ope- 
rations of the detachment were confined to a very fmall 
fpace of ground 5 as upwards of two hundred men were 
feverely wounded during the day ; and, as in a cannonade 
the proportion of the llain to the wounded, is much grea- 
ter than in mufquetry, the lofs mull have been very con- 
fiiderable. 

The Muffelmen like the Grecians are averfc to warfare 
at night j experience had taught them that the exertions 
of Britons arc clogged by no prejudices ; and, to tlie dread 
of the bayonet alone mull be attributed the retreat of the 
Sultaun with the fun. Relinquifhing at once all the ad- 
vantages that he obtained during the day, he withdrew 
his guns towards Pooiigar, and difeovered his motions by 
the hollow found of tlic Nagger. 

Our infantry lay on their armsj our cavalry at the 
heads of their horfes; the night was exceeding, dark, and 
copious fliowers of rain poured from the heavens when 
at a council of war, held about twelve o’clock, it was 
determined to move towards Coimbatore without baggage 
or followers. 


At 
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At this Council a different opinion \ v 2 ls manfully 
fuppoited. It was propofed that the cavalry fliould 
join Geneial Medows with all polhble expedition, and 
that the iniantry Ihould wait the arm^al of the Army 
in the fort of Sattimungulum. It ^vas argued that the 
Surrender of that fort would abandon a link that muft 
endanger the whole chain, and thereby fubvert the en- 
tire plan of the campaign. This mode of reafoning was 
■however over-ruled. Some individual apprized of the 
refolution that had been adopted, diredlcd a favourite 
■fervant to efcape, and not to attend to the baergap-e* 
The fervant told thefecret to his friend; he to another; 
•in ftiort it was fooii made known to all. A report of 
this nature never fails to circulate arnonglf a people 
kept awake by fean 

A diligent fearch fei artificers in order to repair the 
■carriages that had been damaged during the day proi^ed 
fruitlefs : very few ©f them could be found. Some Eu- 
ropean foldiers however fupplied the deficiency, and di- 
redled by the inventive genius of Brigade Major Dal- 
las, and the experience of the artillery Officers, 
■the whole was reported fervicable by one o’clock 
-in the morning. From an unfortunate delay in the

cvacuaion of Sattimimgulum, it was four o’clock before 
the troops could be put in motion ; and, from the def* 
tru£lion amongft the gun bullocks hy the cannonade, 
the eighteen pounder, one twelve, and one fix pound- 
er, were unavoidably left behind. The detachment 
had obtained as far as Occarro, diftant about twelve 
miles from the late encampment, when it halted* 

It was now about eleven o’clock, and the advance 
of Tippoo’s army was plainly perceived moving towards 
the right of our corps. The bullocks had undergone 
much fatigue; the other twelve pounder, four fix pound- 
ers, with fevcral tumbrils, were confequently left behind: 
yet the Sultaun continued to gain ground on Colonel 
Floyd* He opened a cannonade on the rear divifions 
which did not ceafe during a march of feveral miles. 
About four o’clock he had advanced his whole force 
fo dole as to oblige Colonel Oldham to halt and form. 
The cavalry had by this time foraged in the neigh- 
of Shawore, nearly two miles in front of the 
itid, as information had been fent to Licute- 
Colonel Floyd of what had taken place, he return- 
ed to the lc«e of tEion with all poffible expedition# 
Thebat^rageiisWtis^ fury; difciplinewasoppofed 

to 
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to numbers; and, the enemy from having fucceeded in an 
attempt on the baggage meditated a charge on the line. 

As ufual, the ardour of fome Sirdars led them to pafs- 
through the intervals of corps, and many loft their lives 
in the attempt. The thicknefs of the hedges proved 
highly favourable to the intention of the Sultaun, as his 
infantry could approach ours unpcrceived : nor did they 
neglea this advantage. The feveral corps, however, 
clofely obferving the undaunted countenance of the 
36th regiment continued firm and immovable, A 
large body of horfe threatning the battalion command- 
ed by Captain A. Bnowr^, Major Steveitson was de- 
tached to its fupport. The Major in a fpirited charge 
routed this enemy. Towards five o'clock feveral pieces 
of cannon were opened on both fides, and the continu- 
ance of ^ heavy and well direOied fire until fix did 
much execution. 

Circumftances, in themfelves trivial, often affed the 
fafety Qf multitudes. About this period a moft fortu- 
nate report, announcing the approach of Major Gene- 
ral Medows circulated, and obtained ready beliel 
throughout the detachment. A Ihout of exultation 
re-echoed from tfie right to the Iclt of the line. The 
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tliiij of the fepoys, which alvwys accoirr aiiiv;. ihe lir 
zas of the Britilli tioopaprc.ious to a ch mad: the 
Sultaun iinayine diet the bavoiict wa^ not fa: cliiiart.

He had alfo forne groiisids to be anxious for the fec'.irh 
ty of his retreat, as the held of battle, was not r.;ar- 
er to the ford at Poongar, than the aciual fitiialinn 
of the Grand Army during the engagement. Perhaps, 
too; the lols of feme confidcrable Sirdars; the fcvcrc ia- 


tigiie he had lately undergone, and the approach of night,, 
might haee contributed towards the determination of 
the Sultami. Certain it is, however, that at this period, 
he with-drew his whole force, leaving the detachment 
in quiet poffelTion of a well-difputed field. ( t)

of borfe moving towards the line. The number of bullocks that had been killed, and 
the exhaufled ftate of the remainder, though every one hud cheer/pUy fupplied his own 
private bullocks, obliged us to abandon the twelve-pounder and two fixes; five fix-poon- 
ders were now l<fc. The enemy brought guns to bear on the line of march, their ca« 
valry began to profs upon it, and our infantry was annoyed from mufquetry and rockets. 
“ About five in the evening Colonel Oldham formed his infantry on ftrtmg ground, brokrn 
by hedges, The enemy’s infantry occupied the hedges alfo. 'i'his was about two miles and 
an half fliort of Shawore. Colonel Oi-dsiam had refervnd his gre till now. The toetny 
feemed to imagine the moment arrived for the deftruftion of thecorpa; they ihouwd feom 
all quarters, fired hotly from all their guns and muftjttetrv, and plied their rockets; « body 
of their cavalry moving down to charge our infantry, othee larae bodies cutting in emong 
our baggage, our cavalry inllaudy faced about, formed, attacked, and beat theirs off the 
field, killing many of them and feveral of their horfes, with fcarce any lofs on our part. 
Their attack on our infantry was bold but injudicious ; they fuffeted heavily in man and 
borfe, and were completely beaten <.f? without doing any injury to our infantry, Some of 
their principal Icadeis fell clofo to our ranks. Captain Hahtlev, of the ^f*fli regiment, 
was killed here in a gallant attempt to ftorm a gun, an 1 oup iofaiitry fuifered lois iroin liioir 
gnus and mufquetry, _ but their firimiefs remained unfliaken. Nothing could be more 
inftantaneoiis and judicious than the pofnion taken by Major; PAt i.ivV and Sti vsnsok, 
and Captains Pates and Child, each at the head <>f their refpeffiva corp% I had only 
to wifli, and the caval y performed . No'hmg could be more cyidcpt thiaft th^e th/!i mmr» 
cavalry, ms liable borfe, was held in moli complete check by diet cavalry. Png qf our guns 
was 1 dd for an howdered elcplignt, and ftruck the bowder : the enemy tUMir retired bettea 
fioin the field. We took up our ground near Shawore about faven at night, and filreil three 
fignaJ guns. We marched hcfiire day on the ijth; we beard and returned three ftgnal gum. 
We reached Vell^ at tight at night,, havihg paffpd three das s withqut eating, but not a 
murmur was heard from any one. General Mbdowi had puffed beyond tl.ia place with 
a vw tq relieve oa. On th» id'th General Meoows i mted «s at Vcllady, and I thought 
myielt happy w haying brought him my corps, without other apeidenta than the ulual 
CHliultiea of the fervice.

No tidings of the army could however be obtained. 
Brigade Major Dallas therefore propofed to go fing- 
ly in queft of them. The offer was approved, and af- 
ter traverfing a country of thirty miles, the Major re- 
turned at dufk with direflions to remain at Velladi un- 
til further orders. 

With a decided intention to compel the enemy to 
Come to a6lion, or to reafeend the ghauts, the Englifh 
General, no foonet had intelligence of his defeent into 
the plains, than he determined to put the army in mo- 
tion towards the ford of Poongar, When he reflefled 
on the number, equipment, and, above all, on the high 
difcipline of the corps which had been polled in ad-

few wheel carriages, in confcqucnce of a total prohibi- 
tion of fpirituous liquors throughout his encampment, 
the rapidity of his movements exceeded that of the 
iptidfh army in a degree fcarccly to be credited. Dara- 
the iirft objcdl of his attention, was htrrounded 
by horfe on the fixth. Next day his whole force cti-

To the delay of a few days at this poll may be at-

In front of this building ftands an obelifk, forty-five 
feet high, on the top of which there k a lamp that is 
only light on certain feftivals. In the nearefl: fireet, 
two unwieldy carriages attra 61 ;ed the notice of every 
paflTenger. Each of them fupported a huge and irregu- 
lar frame of teakwood, on which were carved figures 
of the mofl: difgufting appearance. When the lamp is 
lighted, thefe carriages are put in motion by men and- 
bullocks. Bramins and others in the hopes of obtain- 
ing rcmiffioti of their fins^aflift by pulling at the traces, 
and many infetuated- females proftrating themfelves be- 
fiore the wheels^ meet a death alike certain and moch^ 
more terrible than the funeral pile.

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CHATTER THE FOURTH, 


A LTOUGH the grand army had thus withdrawn 
1 A. Coimbatore country, it does not appear 

that the primary plan of the campaign had been, as yet, 
altogether laid alide, or that it had even undergone any 
material change, befides the union of the centre divifion 
with the main force. The polls occupied in the con- 
quered countries were not only continued, but ftrength- 

ned 
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ned with an addition of troops and of gims(i). The 
favorers of the original mode of attack produced many 
arguments in fupport of operations againfk the fouthern* 
extremity of the enemy’s dominions. They reafoned 
thus. 

It was on the diftrift s of Coimbatore, Erroad, Carore,. 
Diraporam, Pallygautcherry and Dindigul, that the Sul* 
taun had to depend for the principal part of his fupplies* 
both of grain and of forage, and, the degree of cafe 
with which thefe countries are not only prevented 
affording him. any afliftance, but abfolutely wrcfted out 
of his poffeffion clearly difcovers the advantage of the

meafure. They afferted, that nature, even, feemed to 
point out that quarter as the moft proper obje^ of at- 
tack; for, according to their reafoning, that part of it 
not bounded by the territories of the Eaft India Com- 
pany or their allies, is divided from the reft of the 
Sultaun’s dominions, either by a ftupendous chain of 
mountains penetrable but in very few places ; or, by 
the river Cauvery, which, as it is affe^ed by the Mon- 
foon of either coaft, is both deep and rapid, is but feldom 
fordable, and that only at particular feafons of the year. 

A fouthem invafion, they infifted, was hkewife bet- 
ter calculated either t® repel the encroachments of the 
Sultaun en the poffefEons of the Company and their 
allies, or to favour our exertions after the junction 
with the armies of Bombay and Travancore, as the 
operations of the enemy had rendered that meafure ne- 
ccffary. It was faid, too, that “ an invafion by Guzzle- 
“ hatty, and the poffeftion of that pafs, affured us an im- 
“ mediate accefs to the capital of Tippoo’s kingdom, 
“ commanding a communication with our new acquifi- 
« tions and with the Company’s fouthcrn provinces. 
« Befides, as far as the fyftem of defending front, flanks, 
and rear, can be extended from the pofition of an 

army 
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“ army to the topographical circiiinnaiices of a country^ 
“ it would enable us to fecure thole territories Iroin any 
“ conliderable irruptions (i).” Tlielb arguments, liow- 
ever, are mere matter of opinion, mere rpcculalions of 
fancy, utterly invalidated by the experience of the eulii- 
ing years. 

From the banks of the Cauvery, the whole army ad- 
vanced on the loth, towards Lieutenant Ch)U>nel Max- 
well, in the diredlion of the I’apoor Pais, inarching- 
for the moft part on the very road b\' which the. arni)- 
of the Sultaun had pro ceded but a few da vs hvioie. — 
Sankeridirgum, the capital of an extenhve dilirid, ap- 
peared formidable to a degree on the iecond day’s 
march. Its diftance from the left of the line was 
fcarce two miles. Out of a well cultivated plain of 
conliderable extent, the rock whidi appears about fix 
hundred yards in diamctcig and prob.ibiy foi new fiat 
more in height, riles perpendicular, all around, except 
at a few places where it overhangs it’s bafe, conltxpient- 
. ly it widens towards the topj and although fcarfeiy ac- 
celTible from nature, it is llrongly Ibnilicd, and liad 
at that time a numerous and well fupplicd garrilbn.

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Such was the high ftate of cultivation at which the 
dij[lri61;s dependent on this Fort had arrived, that all 
the exertion of the inhabitants aided by a numerous 
army were not adequate to the elfe6lual concealment 
or fecurity of the grain or cattle. Both v/erc procu- 
red in abundance. Whole herds of oxen wandering in 
jungles amongft the haunts of wolves and tigers on the 
tops of the loftieft mountains, difeovered their new re- 
treat by their lowings after the more luxuriant pahurc 
of the valleys. The perlevering induftry of the native 
troops and followers too, by means of fteel prickers, anti 
fharp pointed rammers probed the earth, and expofed 
abundance of depofits, notwithflanding the extreme 
caution of the Ryuts in forming deep excavations for 
the fecurity of their hoards. 

Wild and romantic as the Selim Valley appeared on 
the march of the 12 th, few countries of equal dimen- 
fions can compare with it, in real advantages of pro- 
duce, in richnefs of foil, or, as to the beautiful fccnery of 
the prolpedl. The height of the furrounding moun- 
tains, notwithflanding their fudden declivity, cnabics 
the inhabitants of the valley to fill their cxtenfivc rc- 
fervoirs more frequently than falls to tlic lot of other 

U fituationsj 
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fituationsj for, as they range all along the feet of the 
mountains, and, as the valley itfelf is of no confidcrable 
breadth, they receive fuch an ample fupply of water, 
that the bottom may be flooded at every feafon of the 
year; confequently, fugar-cane, paddy, and choulum, in 
all their different flages, formed fuch a contraft to the 
rugged jungle and naked^ rocks- that fiirrounded them, 
and afforded fuch a pleafing relief to the eye that lan- 
guage is totally unequal to the defcription,(i). 

Here in a Mud Fort called Wombinellore, fome 
hundred bullocks well loaded and jufl ready to ftart, 
with a confiderable quantity of grain were captured. 
An efcort, probably of the looty kind, were indebted for 
their fafety to the fpeed of their horfes, but, as there is 
reafon to believe that Kumer ul dien Cawn, had 
been left behind by the Sultaun to deftroy what grain 
could not be carried away from this quarter, thefe 
might have been ftable horfe detached from his divi- 
fion. 

Having penetrated feveral defiles which firom natutal

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advantages muft ever admit of eafy defence, the General 
•on the i3ih reached the lefe pervious pafs of Tapoor, 
and encamped in a cultivated plain, that was barely 
fujSicient to contain the army and the ftores. This 
plain is the bottom of an irregular bafon formed by a 
partial break in a range of hills that run along the 
vcaftern fide of the Barahmahl valley. It is accelTible only 
by the road on which the contending powers marched, 
and, *as a narrow pathway, which was all that was 
.made previous to the war, had been widened through 
rocks and amongft trees and jungles, the fatigue that 
‘the Myforeans muft have undergone before they ac- 
complilhed fo fevere a talk, in fo ftiort a time, muft 
have been very confiderable. Near this bottom, there 
is a large piece of water, that receives a variety of 
rivulets from the furrounding mountains, which it dif- 
charges in one ftream called the Tapoor river. The 
ruggednefs of the country, on either hand, rendered it 
neceflary to raile a road through an arm of this re- 
fervoir that was from ten to twelve feet in depth, and al- 
though the entrance from the fouihward has no very 
confrderable afeent, ftill, from its hidden and narrow 
windings, together with its jungly and uneven furface, 

U 2 the 
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the water is the part of the pafs on this fide th.il can he 
penetrated with leaft difFicultp. 

The march of next clay was checkered with fcencs 
new and interefting. It commenced by ah'cndnr^ a 
hill of confiderable height that promifed heicnlean 
labour when the heavy guns and ftorcs were takcMi 
into confideration. Througout tlie war no fuch afeent 
again offered to the main army. TJie Icngtii of the 
rife, the ffeepnefs of the mountain, and the luurownds 
of the road feemed to tlireatCMi deliancc to all exeition. 
The ardour of the troops, tlie only elfeiiual ii loince 
on fuch occafions, overcame every difficulty; and, about 
noon, the advance guard came to its ground in the Ba- 
rahmahl valley. 

A very fmgular occurrence now attraaed general at- 
tention- At firll it appeared that a few draggling hou» 
fes had been built enthe oppofite fide of tiic valley at 
the bottom of the mountains. By degrees, however, 
this feene affumed different afpeas ; canvafs fpning up; 
feVeral flags became vifiblc; and, the approach of an 
itiunenfe cloud of dull, evidently belpokc* an ar- 
mament in motion as well as an encampment on 
the rife. Whkher this was friend or foe, no indivi- 
dual 
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dual could at the time declare. All was conje6lure. 
The moft obferving men ventured not to form any 
judgement; at leaft, they exp relied none for which 
they could adduce reafonable grounds. All relied in 
fufpence. For a full hour, however, canvafs conti- 
nued to rife on both fides. At length, three guns fired 
in our line, on an ill-founded fuppofition, that the 
encampment in fight appertained to the centre army, 
at once apprifed the enemy of his danger and difeo- 
vered to us our mi Hake. In an inftant his canvafs 
difappeared. Flis flags were lowered to the ground. 
“ He immediately decamped and haflened up the 
ghauts by the Oodeadirgum pafs (i).” 

Eagerly bent on a junction with Lieutenant Colonel 
Maxwell’s divifion, Major General Medows Hill con- 
tinued his march toward Coveripatam(2). Although he 
had received early information of Colonel Maxwell’s

her, near three weeks had now elafped without commu- 
nication or intercourfe of any kind between the two 
commanders, nor had any tidings whatever of the centre 
.divifion been received in .the grand army during that pe- 
riod. The nearnefs of the enemy’s principal force, too, 
added to the anxiety of the General, and ftrengthened all 
.other grounds of alarm. 

Imprehed with thefe reflexions, from Poolamputty, 
*fhe Commander in Chief detached Captain Macalistf.r 
-with five iquadrons of cavalry in the direXion of Kift- 
naghery, in order to afeertain the exaX pofition of the 
. other army (2). ConduXed by that offeccr, Coloitfel Max- 
well effeXed the much wiflied for junXion, on the fol- 
lowing day. Although greatly inferior in number as 
to infantry, and out of all comparifon with rclpcX to 
cavalry, watchful, cautious, and hrm, his movements 
tended to provoke rather than to decline an engagement. 
He efFeXyally baffled every attempt of the Sultaun for

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three fuccefUve days, and jxiftly obtained the approbation 
of his General, in language equally expreftive and fincere, 
for condu<Sf, which though ftrongly marked with man- 
linefs and fire, was by no means deficient in judge- 
ment (3). 

In order to account for the late unexpefted appear- 
ance of the enemy at Palicode ; to form a clear idea with 
refpe<a to the adual ftrength of the contending armies 
in the neighdourhood of the Barahmahl valley at this ftage 
of the war ; to unite, by juft relation, the operations of 
the centre divifion with thofe of Major General Me- 
Dows in one connected chain, as well as to enablb mi- 
litary men when employed on fimilar* ferviceG-at future pe- 
riods to derive fome benefit from the great experience of 
Lieutenant Colonel Cockerell, it will be neceflary not only 
to detail theprogrefs of Colonel MAxwELL previous to his 
jundion with the grand army, but to ftate the equipment 
of his force, and to trace at leaft fbme corps of which it 
was compofed to the fktions firom whence they were 
originally called forth.

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Conformable to a minute of council in the militay 
depai'tment at Fort William (1), the 26th and 2 8tli bat- 
talions of Bengal infantry, received orders from Earl 
Cornwallis to join the detachment deftined for the field 
in the Carnatic, and commenced their march from Ba- 
rampoor on the 27th February 1 790. They crofled the 
Hoogly at Ghyretty ; advanced towards the Subunre- 
ka (2), and on the fouthern banks of that river they join- 
ed the troops then encamped under the command of 
Major Russel (3). 

On the 19th of March Lieutenant C'olonel ('ock krf.ll 
arrived in this encampment, lie afiiimed the command 
of the detachment, proceeded towards the Carnatic can

On the 27 th they continued 
their march ; forded the Mahanada, and halted at Jag- 
gernaut for two days, in order to indulge the Hindoos of 
the corps with an opportunity of worfliipping the deity. 

The march of the day on which the detachment 
reached this celebrated Pagoda commenced through a 
pafs of about fix miles in length. Woods, jungle, 
fwamps, and fand-banks render this a barrier of fuch 
ilrength that it can fcarcely be penetrated by any body 
of troops in the face of a refolute enemy. An exten- 
hve plain, wltli feveral irregular clumps of trees, opens 
to die louthv/ard of tliis pafs; and, although the Pagoda, 
fnaids in tiic middle of a broad and long ftrect, 
is oi confiderabie height, it is, from Icwnefs of fituation.

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ture on all fides. Thefe, however, typify certain attri- 
butes of the Deity according to the Theological tenets 
of the Hindoos ; and, like the crucifix and other 
images of the Papifts, they ferve to awaken emotions 
that too often require fuch incitements. 

The houfes of Jaggernaut are chiefly of floiic, and 
generally from four to five flories in height. The ftreets 
are neither fo wide as thofe at Edinburgh, nor fo narrow 
as the lanes of Benares. They hold a medium be- 
tween thefe extremes. The wretched appearance of 
•the lower clafs of inhabitants, as well as the miferable 
huts they dwell in, befpeaks the utmofl; degree of po- 
verty ; and fwarms of mendicant zealots, that macerate 
their frames by innumerable mortifications, crowd every 
avenue that leads to the Goal where their pilgrimage 
mufl; end. 

Amongfl; the many grievous extortions of the Bra- 
mins, one that they pra£lice here is equally irreconcil- 
able to true religion and repugnant to humanity. 
After the pilgrim has, with the moll: inflexible refo- 
lution and pcrfcverence, undergone every necellary 
probation, his body is feized and caft into a dungeon 
jjntil he delivers up all the money of which he is pof- 

W 2 feffed. 
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feflTed. If poverty has fallen to his lot, and that 
noucrht is left him to bellow, he is doomed to confine- 
ment, until death, haflencd by want of fullenancc, puts 
a period to his exiftcncc. 

The prifon made ufe of by thefe dreadful inquifi- 
tois, for they have totally perverted the inftitutions of 
Brama, is furrounded by a walled fpace, or court, of 
conliderable extent. Here, in fcattered fragments, the 
remains of innumerable viclims ferve to heighten the 
mifery of confinement, by tronllantly reminding the 
unhappy devotees of the fate that mull ultimately ter- 
minate their fiifh'rings. Jidl as the detachment palled 
the gate of this cnclofure, three bodies that thefe mi- 
nifters of horror conveyed to foinc diftance, together 
with the di final lamentations of the furviving prifoners 
attracted the notice of the Hindoo fepo)'s ; and, not- 
withllanding the iitmoft attention to dilcipiine, it had 
nearly been produdivc of fatal confequenccs# The 
eagernefs difeovored by the troops to liberate the un- 
happy fufferers, together with the humane intcrcelTion 
of Colonel Cockerell, procured the etdargement of 
a conliderable number. It was through a millakc of 

the guides that the detachment witnclled thelc feenes*

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S©Bi€ Other a£ls of opprellion, daily prafticed here, are 
of a nature by far too Ihocking to lay before a clirilHan 
reader. 

Towards the middle of April the whole again pro- 
ceeded; they crofTed the Chilka-lake (1) ; forded the 
Godavery river; halted about ten days at Ellorc ; again 
continued their march ; and, after fording the Kiilnah, 
they were joined by Captain Barton uith his own 
company of artillery, which at that time cfcortcd ten 
fix and two twelve pounders. This company had been 
Tent from Fort William to Mafulipatam by fea. 

From the banks of the Kiftnah the detachment fet 
out on the 2 2d June, and reached Poonamalee after 
a march of nearly thirty days (2). Here, they were

water in height. The difficuby, of dragging the carriages through the fand rendered it neceffary 
on the i8fh, tofendalUhe fie k and ammunition to Ganjam by fea. Barren as this country 
appears it h covered with immenfe quantities of deer i abundance of fait fifli with frefti luulktt 
and foals were aUo procurable from the native#*

The cannon with which ic 
was fupplied confifted of four eighteen pounders, eight 
twelve pounders, twenty fix pounders, two three pound- 
ers, and two five and a half inch howitzers, the whole of 
brafs, and commanded by ^.Iajor David Woodburn. 

In quality or in difeipline, the oldeft foldier of the 
eaft never beheld an army which rutpafied that of 
Colonel Kelly. Of about nine thoufand five hundred 
fighting men, four hundred and fifty-fix were native 
cavalry; fix hundred and fifty-two Bengal artillery; 
four hundred and feven Madras artillery; one thouland 
two hundred and twenty-fix his Majefty’s infantry ; four 
hundred and feventy the Company’s European infantry ; 
four thoufand four hundred and ninety-nine Bengal fc- 
poys; one thoufand three hundred and tliirty-three 
Coafi: fepoys ; with nearly five hundred followers va- 
rioufly armed and difficult of defeription. 

Although all the calamities that ufually accompanied 
broils with the houfe of Hyder, in former periods, had

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not as yet reached the vicinity of Fort St. George in 
full meafure, ftill the effeas of tlie war were fcnfibly felt 
throughout every quarter of the Carnatic. The uncer- 
tainty of property; the unfettled Hate of the country ; 
the fears- of the inhabitants; and, the confequent 
neglea of cultivation, threatened a dearth of the ne- 
ceffary fupplies, and encreafed the wonted dependence 
on Bengal. Repeated dcfultory inroads by the enemy's 
horfe, although checked with Ipirit and rucccls(i), con- 
tributed alfo to render the liardfhij)^ of the limes lliil 
more grievous to the inhabitants, and to la ighten the 
dependence on foreign fupplies. 

Anxious under thefc circumftanccs, and in order to 
calculate with exaaitude tlie daily confumption of 
provifion, Colonel Kelly on the 2111 of the month, 
judged it incumbent on him, to diiniiiifli the number 
of followers, and to fix a pofitivc ftandard beyond 
which no rank or fhition throughout the aimy flbouid 
be entitled to entertain a native. To the troops of the

Although the of wifcloin that clitlated conci- 

liation of the natives to the Company’s Government 
e-ppears to have been well comprehended b)' thoie 
ent ruiled with the management of alTairs in the Eah, 
at former periods, the advantages which refnlt from 
the praciicc of lenient mcaliircs, and from poirelling 
the aHeciions of that people, liax'e not been felt in fiiU 
force until the prefent times. Obllacles formcii)' con- 
fulcred iiifurmouiitablc -are now become as contiimcm- 
cics ever attendant on warfare. I'he prejudices of 
■the fepoys to expeditions by fca appear for a time fuf- 
pended, if not altogether laid afidc. It is on this prin- 
ciple, too, that the pacific demeanour of ihofc who in- 
habited the borders of the Myforean Empire, wlielher 
cm the hills or in the vallics, can be beft reconciled 
to rcafon, or accounted for with mofl probability of 
corrcflnefs. 

If the principles and condu£l of Chriftian Governors 
arc Icfs calculated for the happinefs of the natives than 
thofe of Mahomcclan or Hindoo rulers ; if the oppref- 
lions and extortions perpetually charged on die fer- 
\ ants of the EafI India Company have any foundation 
in truth, it is fomewhat remarkable, that on the cn-

trance 
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trance of our armies into the dominions of the ene-- 
my, the inhabitants of the borders, fliould in general, 
feem to difcover but little approhenfion for the fafety 
of their perfons, or for the fecurity of their property, 
and but ftill lefs concern at a change of mailers. 

On the advance of Colonel Maxwell into the Barah- 
mahl valley (i)j the fields covered with plentiful crops, 
were nowhere abandoned by the peaceful cultivators ; 
the herdfman, as if confeious of the invader’s honour and 
the mildncfs of his fuprcmacy, attended his numerous 
flocks ; the weaver continued at his web, rcgardlefs of 
the calamities that the refllefsnefs of its ruler had brought 
upon the flate ; and, the avaricious Bazar-man expofed 
his whole flores to the foldiery without apprehenfion 
of injuflice or deceit. Whilfl the line of condud adopt- 
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ed by Colonel Maxwell, was v/ell calculated to con- 
firm the confidence of fuch as continued their occu- 
pations, it tended aifo to recall thofe that from ti- 
midity took flight (2). 

The polfellions of the Sultaun in this quarter, pre- 
vious to the war, were feparated from thofe c>f the 
Eaft India Company by a lietlge and ditch incapalfie 
of defence, and intended folcly as a boundary; Vaiii- 
ambaddy, Sheagur, Tnpatore, with various other in- 
eonfiderable mud forts, were abandoned at the ap- 
proach of the army, or delivered up to detachments 
without oppofition; and, beacons that blazed on the 
mountains, as fignals of an approaching foe, were view- 
ed with liftlefs indifference by the Ryuts, and com- 
municated concern to thofe only who bore arms.

Althoug: 
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Although confiderable quantities of grain had been 
captured in feverai forts already furrendered to the Bri- 
tilh troops ; although a quantity ftill greater had been 
purchafed in the villages that lay on the route of the 
army ; and, although much had been alfo procured by 
difeovering concealments in the earth, -diftrefs fell upon 
•the followers, who, notwithftanding-every precaution to 
the contrary, ftill fwarmed around the camp. The troops 
however v/erc enabled to provide abundant fupplies 
without rccourfc to the. original flock. In themfelves 
of no material import, the forts were readily entruded 
to friciivdly Polygars at their own earned requefls; 
padd)', pepper, fire arms, ammunition, with public 
ilores of every defeription .were fccured for the bene- 
fit of .the .troops or -their employers; and, the agents 
;}ppointed to take charge of property captured had a 
line for their conduri, diflindlly drawn, and pointed out,

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Early in the month of November, Colonel Max- 
well approached the hill fort of Kiftnaghery (2). 
although of itfelf fcarcely acceffible, this rock is rendered 
flill more formidable by well conftru6led walls and 
batteries, nature, too, as if with intention to llrengthen 
the fortrefs, has provided the valley in its vicinity, .with 
jungles and other obllacles that mull ever obftruct 
the approach of an enemy, and render their advance 
liable to be dilputed by inferior numbers. On recon- 
noitring the hill an attack upon it by regular approach- 
es was deemed imprudent, and, as the garrifon was 
fully acquainted with its danger, a furprife could not be 
attempted with any probability of fuccefs. The only 
point from whence any annoyance could be given to

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the troops on the top of the hill was at a diftance too 
confiderable to promife material advantage, but, as 
the poll: is now in pofTeirion of the Company, minute 
defcription may not be fl;ri6lly proper. Elue lights 
blazed on the ramparts at night ; a few Eiots were fired 
on the engineers that reconnoitred the works ; and, as 
the army marched on the gd of the month, fome guns 
opened without effe6l upon the line. 

It was not until the 9th that any enemy whatfoever 
offered materially to difturb the advance of the centre 
divifion ; an elephant and fome bullocks were carried 
off by Looties on that day ; fevcral followers were 
mifcrably mangled; and, various teftimonies corref- 
ponded in confirmation of the Sultaun’s near approach. 
Captain Vigors of the Madras Eftablifhment, had 
been fent back towards Amboor on the 4th of the 
month, with twelve companies of fepoys, in order to 
efcort a quantity of provifion for the army; and, as 
his return was daily expedlcd about this period, the 
danger to which he was expofed, gave rife to much 
alarm ; however, having obtained correft information 
of the enemy’s approach, he changed the direEion of 
his march, and by a circuitous route, he joined the 

army 
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army on the eleventh with his convoy in fafety. 
Juft as Captain Vigors returned the enemy’s irre- 
^ gular horfe haviog driven off feme cattle from the 
® front of the camp, where they were grazing, the ift re- 
^ gimentof cavalry imprudently purfued them through 
« a narrow pafs, on the other fide of which three thou- 
f fand horfe regularly drawn up immediately attacked 
® them. Under thefe difadvantages, however, the re- 
^ giment made good their retreat, but not without 
' confiderable lofs. Lieutenant Fonblanque, Cornets 
' Hoare and de Morgan, with fifty men and horles, 

' were reported milling. Cornet de Morgan was 
' faid to have been killed, the other officers wounded 
and taken (i).** 

News of thefe untoward circumftances having reach- 
d the encampment, Colonel Maxwell iffued im- 
nediate dire6lions to form the line. In order to cover 
he cavalry in their retreat he advanced towards the 
*afs with every expedition that the reduced ftate of 
his cattle would admit; but, as the enemy had fuc- 
eeded, probably beyond their expectations, and, as

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night approached faft, they difcontinued the purfuit and 
retired to their encampment. Various accounts fay that 
the horfe employed on this ambufcade were fupported 
by a ftrong battalion of infantry. 

It was now evident that the Sultaun oppofed the 
centre divifion in perfon with his principal force. 
A choice of difficulties afforded Colonel Maxwell but 
little room to helitate. To retreat muff have been 
lefs difgraceful than dangerous. To advance, not lefs 
hazardous, than inconfiftent with inftruftions. The re- 
fult of mature deliberation, which diftated refiftance 
of the enemy’i approach in thepofition moft capable of 
defence, appears to have been founded on the beft 
principles of reafon, and to have been executed with 
much taclical Ikill. 

In full expeaation of an attack, the Commanding 
Officer of the centre army, on the morning of the 12th, 
erofled the Panaur river, leavii^ his encampment m 
charge of the iff brigade. After reconnoitring he 
took every poffibie advantage of the ground. He eit- 
tended^ the line from the 7th Bengal battalion on the 
right with his Majefty’s 76th regiment, the Coaft fepoys, 
and the 4th Carnatic European regiment. To the Mt 


and 
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and nearly at right angles with the line, the grcateft 
part of the 28th Bengal battalion were ftrongly polled, 
with a rock on either flank and paddy-fields with a, 
deep fwamp in front. In the rear of this divifion the- 
eavalry were completely concealed from the enemy ;■ 
and, on a riling ground which commanded a view of. 
the country all round, and fituated about the centre 
of the line, the commanding officer with two compa- 
nies of the 28th battalion, and one twelve-pounder 
eontinued for the day.. 

In this fituation, the Sultaun, repeatedly lowered on * 
Colonel Maxwell. Alternately in front, and on the 
Mt, about fix thoufand horfe fupportedby a confider-- 
able body of infantry, with elephants and guns, threat-’ 
ened an attack. The nearer the Myforean approach- 
ed his antagonift, the lejfe he was fatisfied with his 
pofitioni By various manoevres, he in vain attempted- 
to decoy Colonel Maxwell from his ftrong hold.-. 
Towards three o’clock, he formed for the laft time on 
tWs^day at the bottom of the hills to the right ; and^. 
after (hewing a line of more than three miles in length- 
he reludlantly withdrew to his camp at funfet. Cov ered - 
by the 28th Bengal battalion, the Britilh troops in the- 

Y. 2. evening,^ 
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evening quitted their well chofen pofition, and recrof- 
fing the river, they occupied their former ground. 

As the enemy did not appear on the 13th, in 
force fufficient to require that the troops ftiould hand 
to their arms, it is likely that a confiderable part 
of their infantry and guns had not as yet arrived. 
Their formidable appearance on the 12th, however, 
muft have occafioned confiderable alarm; and, it was 
from thence, probably, that an ilfue of hve days rice 
to the army and the followers at this period took 
its rile. On the appearance of the Mylbreans dole 
to our camp early in the morning of the 14th, 
orders were iffued to form the line. Large bodies of 
horfe followed by heavy columns of infantry and 
fupported with abundance of guns advanced in regu- 
lar order. Our line, which confifted of the ill: and 2d 
brigades, changing front to the left, drew up acrofs 
the valley with the hills ranging on either flank; the 
baggage covered by the referve was thrown in the rear; 
and, three companies entrufted with grain in Coveripa- 
tarn had no fooner been withdrawn than the Sultaun 
who remained on the oppofite fide of the river, fent 
to occupy the poft.

"Swarms that advanced in front of our left appa- 
rently meditated an attack, bnt they were deterred by 
the fire of a gun and mulketry. Againfl our right 
their attempts were equally unfuccefsfuL Foiled in 
their firll defign they crolfed the river and thronged 
in front of this quarter. A gun that opened with ex- 
cellent aim, together with the determined countenance 
of the line, recalling to their remembrance the con- 
du 61 ; of the gallant detachment at Sattimungulum, 
darkened every gleam of fuccefs and awakened all their 
fears. Dilheartened and grieved at fo many inllances 
of judgment and fcientific knowledge, the enemy with- 
drew from the centre army ; and, the veracity of the 
hircarrah that reported the death of Colonel Kelly 
in the Myforean camp, becoming now doubtful, it is 
faid, that his life was facrificed to the high opinion 
entertained of that officer by the Sultaun 

It has been already fhewn, that Tippoo appear- 
ed about noon, on the 15 th of this month, before Ma- 
j,or General Medows, on the wellem fide of the Ba- 
rahmahl Valley in full force; it is well known that his 
fears condu£led him rapidly from thence not lefs than 
fifteen miles in the direftion of Oodeadirgum without 

one 
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one halt; and, as the fun had nearly fet on the 14th; 
before he withdrew from Colonel Maxwell at Cove- 
ripatam, he muft have performed a journey of at leaft' 
forty-five miles in about twenty-four hours> notwith- 
ftanding every incumbrance of cannon, provifions 
and all the neceffary equipments of an army. His 
judgment, too, in the pofitions that he occupied and, 
in the arrangement of his marches is equally entitled 
to admiration as the wonderful celerity of his motion.. 
The ground on which he intended, to encamp at Palli- 
code, was not only well calculated to fecure a retreat 
to Myfore by a Pafs the moft eafy of accefs, but it 
would have jdaccd him from eight to ten miies beyond 
the line by which the EngHfh troop could beft ap- 
proach each other. 

Until the arrival of the armies at Poolamputty, it does 
not appear that the original intention of entering My- 
fore from the Coimbatore country had urMfergone ei- 
ther fo^jenfion or change. With a- force, now, far

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“ Paligautcherry and Coimbatore, he meant forthwith 
to proceed up the Coveriporum Pafs, and to take 
« poft at the head of the Guzzlehatty, until the bat- 
tering train expected from Bombay fhould join, 
« and enable him to proceed to the fiege of Serin- 
gapatam ( 1 ).’* The idea of invafion by this route, 
lading but for a Ihort while, was, from an unexpeQ,- 
ed movement of the enemy, in its turn laid afide for 
the original plan of operations. 

Inftead of any attempt to defend the kingdom of 
Myfore againft the grand army thus re-inforced, and 
doubly lenfible by the jun6lion of Colonel Maxwell, 
of his inequality to face Major General Medows m 
the field, the Sultaun, in order to give alarm for the 
Company's pofleffions upon the Coaft, and for the lafe- 
ty of their garrifons in the conquered countries, deter- 
mined to return of a hidden to the eaftward. By 
carrying the war into the heart of the Carnatic, he 
expefted to withdraw the attention of the Englifli 
Commander, from his intended invafion, to the defence 
of his own poffelfions; by pointing towards Coimha- 
ford, he tfireatened the ieveral garrifons, as well as the

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numerous fupplies, colle 61 ;ed in the diftrifts that had 
been lately acquired; and, by defcending through 
the pafs of Tapoor, either, or both, of thefe operations 
lay perfectly at his option* For a time his fuccefs was 
equal to the boldnefs of this defign. 

Although the two Britilh armies were in readinefs to 
a6l colleftively againft the enemy in cafe of emergency, 
they continued to march and encamp in feparate divi- 
lions for fome days after they approached Poolamput- 
ty, Wafle of time in this lituation of affairs would 
not have been confident with the known chara6ler of 
either of the oppofing commanders* By break of day 
on the 18th, both powers were in motion in order 
to put their refpedive plans in execution. The Sultaun 
had, with deep defign, Ihewn a decided intention to 
afcend the Ghauts at Oodeadirgum; yet, relying on 
our want of intelligence, he doubled back from Palli- 
code, and re-crolfing the Barahmahl Valley, fome 
miles to the fouthw'ard of Darampoory, his advance 
entered the Tapoor pafs before noon. Major Gene- 
ral Medows, leaving Colonel Maxwell to follow irt 
two or three hours with his divifion, moved alfo 
wards Tapoor on his way to Coveriporum# 

As 
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As our army approached the pafs, fwarms of horfe were 
feen in front and on the ri^ht flank. A fcorchin^ fun 
ihone with uncommon heat; not a breath of wind was 
from the heavens; and, immenfe clouds of dufl that 
darkened the Iky not only befpoke an armament in mo- 
tion but flrongly indicated flight, terror, and confufion 
at the entrance into the jungle. The Myforean horfe, 
however, betrayed no figns of fear. Their moft formi- 
dable body, probably about two thoufand, drew up on 
a rifing ground in the centre of the Barahmahl Valley. 

With much dilplay of fuperior difcipline, our cavalry 
approached this force in open column of march, from the 
right of troops, preferving intervals to form the line. The 
General headed the brigade in perfon; guns ftrengthened 
either flank ; yet the enemy difcovered no apprehenfions 
of danger, no tokens of difmay. With a firm countenance 
they threatened to oppofe our advance; unequal to 
that, they attempted to inveigle our General from the 
principal obje£l of purfuit; and, when ftratagem could 
not prevail, bodies pofted for the purpofe, covered 
their infantry by a manful difpute of the heights. It 
was to cannon well ferved by Lieutenant IMackie, of 

the Coafl eftablifliment, that they gave way; and, as if 

% ftruck 
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ftmck with excellence of difcipline more than prowefs, 
regardlefs of our martial appearance, they waited the 
Ihock of a charge, and relu8:antly yielded each high 
ground to the meffengers and not to the thunder of 
our guns. 

The column in the centre of the valley retreated in 
a wefterly diredion in order to attraft the attention of 
the Englilh commander from the pafs. In this they 
did not fucceed. The brigade wheeled gently to the 
left; advanced in excellent order ; and, as the artillery 
opened afrefh the horfe fuccehively fell back to emi- 
nences in their rear. Still bent on covering the infantry, 
and, alternately fecuring the retreat of each other, as 
one party gave way another prefented a new front: Nor 
did they ceafe thefe exertions until the nature of the 
country would no longer permit them to a£l:. 

The day was far in the decline; the crowds in the 
pafs hurried along by their fears gained ground on the 
purfuers; our troops exhaufted by a march of nineteen 
miles in a burning fun, felt much occafion for reft from 
their f^^nes; and, as the Myforean horfe broke off 
in different dire^ions ours returned towards the valley. 
The laurels acquired at Tapoor fell ftiort of expeaa- 

tion. 
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lion (i]. To indulge a vein of conje6i;ure on probable 
contingencies, in the event of further purfuit, might 
grofsly miflead the reader, prove contemptuous of the 
General’s judgement, and bear a conflruftion of imper- 
tinence to the whole army, and poflibly of impofition 
on the public at large. To conned a true relation of 
fads, in themfelves highly important, was the intention 
of this fketch at the beginning; the original defign gains- 
ftrength with the progrefs; and, from his firft principle 

the writer is determined not to deviate one lingle jot 
throughout the work. 

Where the mafter-fprings of motion in weighty con- 
cerns are flrid honour, difmterefted zeal, upright dif- 
charge of duty, the affaffin that indulges a mifehievous 
inclination to cenfure and abufe, clogs the wheels of the 
beft regulated machine, tears afunder the ftrongeft bonds 
by which mankind are united, and endangers the very 
exiftence of fociety. “ Difappointment and failure” (2) 
are epithets by far too harfh when bellowed on the firft 
campaign in a manner fo unqualified; “ Partial fuccefs”

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is ftill more injurious when applied to the exertions that 
brought the war to fo happy an iffue; the p: incipal 
a£lor, would fpurn, at the expence of another, that to 
which he is, of himfelf, fo juhly entitled by every riili* 
of rightj the brilliant fuccefles above the Ghauts tv- 
quire no foils from the plains to fet them off j and, al- 
though Major General Medows was not enabled to 
force the enemy to a decifive engagement, each mccthig 
brought gladnefs to his heart, whilff that of the Suiiaim 
was frozen with fear. 

Wherefoever rocks, jungles, or other obflacics nar- 
rowed the paffage on the march of the 19th, carcales 
of horfes and bullocks blocked up every path; fiag- 
ments of tumbrils and gun carriages, ffill burning, wem 
fcattered all over the principal road; and quantities of 
ffmt with various other articles difficult of convvyumv, 
ftrewed in every direHion, furniflied evident pronis i.f 
confufion and terror. Unincumbered widi baggaoe 
Major General Medows difentangled his trooprii™.’ 
the jungles in one day, but the divifion of Coh.rel 
Maxwell, detained by the ftores and the (tain, en- 
camped rn the middle of the pafs, on the ,gi-ound oc- 
cupied by the grand army the 14th of this month. 

About 
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About two hundred and fifty horfe pofted at the fouth 
call: extremity of Tapoor, haftened to acquaint the Sui- 
taun, then at Dyafundrum, with the approach of the 
Britifli forces, a.nd the coiifequent fuccefs of his de- 
fims. 

O 

Here a march of about forty miles furnilhes another 
confpicuous inftance of the rapidity with which the Mv- 
forean moved, of his dexterity in the management of 
an inferior army, and of the facility with which he 
could avoid affion, or efcape from purfuit. If in ad- 
dition to thofe already adduced, more infiances fhould 
be neceiTary to prove the inutility of chafing this enemy 
with a force equipped like ours, his firft march from 
Dyafundrum would fully anfwer the puipiofe ; on that 
day he palled over a country of at leafi thirty miles. 
In truth, as to the movement of an army with expedi- 
tion, he appears to have attained a pitch of peife£Iion 
unheard of in other countries at any period. 

The junclion of Colonel Maxwell’s divifion, with 
that of Major General Medows on the 20th (1), was im-

ten brigades, and two parks of artillery. Thefe, ex- 
clufive of a body called the advance, were divided in- 
to two wings. The cavalry formed one brigade, the 
others confifted of a detail of infantry and ordnance.. 
In each wing there were four brigades, with two eigh- 
teen pounders on either flank, and a park of artillery in 
the centre. The advance confifted of cavalry, ord- 
nance, and one brigade of infantiy.

Floyd continued in charge of the advance. 

Whatever advantages the union of the armies and 
the confequent arrangements promifed to the public 
caufe, they materially afFe6fed the interefts of individu- 
als, and in particular of fuch as held ftaif appointments 
under Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell. The gentle- 
men that officiated in the feveral departments of Adju- 
tant General, Quarter-Mafter-General, Commilfary of 
grain and provifions, Pay-mafter, Mufter-Mafter, Sur- 
geon-Major, Perlian Interpreter, Superintendant of 
Bazars, Baggage-Mafter, Commilfary of Stores, were 
informed that their appointments muft difcontinue: 
Nay, fuch was the flri 61 attention to oeconomy that 
even the Provoft was laid afide. The articles in 
charge of thofe whofe appointments had ceafed were 
delivered over to fuch as filled fimilar ftations with 
Major General Medows, and the army changing 
ground next day encamped agreeably to the new 
arrangement. 

The fevere fatigues that the enemy had of late un- 
dergone, and the degree of fecurity that he acquired 
by the rapidity of his marches enabled him to 


move 
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move with more leifure in the vicinity of Sankerider- 
gum, and to provide himfelf with all neceOary fup- 
plies from that ftrong-hold. Againft the polls in the 
conquered countries he abandoned every defign. The 
danger that mull have attended his crolTing the Caiive- 
ry gave fecurity to that quarter, and as the troops 
that formerly prote6led the Carnatic, withdrawn from 
thence, were now fome dillaiice in his rear, he was 
certain that whilft he laid wake that country but little 
oppofition could be made to his progreb.

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CHAPTER THE FIFTH. 


T he neceflities that di6lated a temporary fuj^enfion 
of the Nawob’s authority over the revenues of the 
Carnatic (i), introduced, at the fame time, a claim on the 
Eaft India Company, which although in itfelf appa- 
rently juft, w as on confideration deemed utterly inad- 
miflible, from its tendency to injure many relpeftable 
fubaltern officers. Commandants of Sebandy and 
other corps, in the employ of his Highnefs, whO' 
formerly depended on certain diftri61;s for their fub-

Much diftrefs brought on meritorious individuals at 
the expiration of afligned revenue on a former occa- 
fion(i), pointed out the propriety of non-compliance 
with applications that muft have led to fimilar evils 
whenever the prefent afliimption Ihould ceafe. The 
expence neceflanly attendant on taking whole corps 
with their full compliment of commiffioned and non- 
commifiioned officers into pay, prelented alfo an in- 
furmountable bar to this application; erpecially, as 
men perfeaiy qualified for that duty might be found in 
a large eftabliihment of native invalids already main- 
teined on the coaft.

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It was dire6ledby Major General Medows that what- 
ever number of troops fhould be judged necelTaiy for 
the colle6lion of the alTumed revenue, fhould be form- 
ed into corps in the fame manner, and on the fame 
principle, as the eight battalions already employed on 
that fervice (2). Befides the vakeels and neceffary ftaff 
appointments, each battalion was to confift of one 
European invalid commiffioned officer, three European 
invalid non-commiffioned officers, five fubadars, five 
jemadars, twenty-five havildars, fifteen naicks, with eigh- 
ty fepoys, the whole to be taken from the invalids al- 
ready on pay.

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ftations communicated with government on all matters 
neceffary for their information, and received inftruc- 
tions occafionally from the Board and from the Gene- 
ral, except on what regarded the detail and difcipline of 
the troops: The direflion of thefe points the Com- 
mander in Chief referved for himfelf alone.

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Whilft the army lay at Veyloor the enemy’s horfe 
hovered on the Ikirts of the encampment. Here a Raj- 
poot of high caft, belonging to Captain M'Leod’s bat- 
talion, exhibited a wonderful inftance of the refolution 
juftly afcribed by feveral writers to that extraordinary 
people. He was a Subadar by rank, and had with him 
on this occafion a fepoy of the fame corps. They un- 
guardedly advanced fome hundred yards in front of the 
out-centries, in order to perform ablution, when eight 
looties who lurked in a jungle darted out and feiling the 
Sepoy commanded the Subadar to furrender. Unaccuf* 
tomed to this language, the Rajpoot, although unfup- 
ported took poll at an adjacent tree and drawing his Tul- 
war he refufed to fubmit. As there were no fire arms on 
cither fide fwords were the only weapons for fome time 
made ufe of in this apparently unequal conteft. The 
vSiibadar made fo manful a defence that the looties were 
neceffitated to defift or appeal to another mode of at- 
tack. One half their paity d'ifinounted and with fiones> 
levelled their antagonift with die ground. They mang- 
led his body in a moft inhuman manner and leaving 
him weltering in blood returned to their encampment. 
A Rajpoot Sirdar in the fervice of the Sultaun, on 

hearing 
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hearing the gallantry of his countryman obtained the 
releafe of the Sepoy and inftantly charged him to haf- 
ten to the affiftance of his friend. This Subadar is ftill in 
the army, but his recovery was deemed a prodigy, not- 
withftanding the extraordinary cures performed on the 
natives in confequence of the abftemious lives they 
conftantly lead. 

To Mugganore, the Sultaun fent another overture to- 
wards accommodation with much apparent importuni- 
ty ; on the 5th of December 1 790, two hircarrahs 
brought a letter into Camp addrefled to Major Gene- 
ral Medows, of which a tranflation follows:— Meer 
Mahomed Sadick Dewan,with Assuff and Ally Reza 
'' and Appagee-ram, formerly Vakeels, offer their wifties 
for your profperity. They hope that Captain Evans 
** who was taken at Darraporam, has made known to 
« your Excellency, the purport of a particular conver- 
fation, which took place between him and Meer Ma- 
HOMED Sadick.” 

« The exifting treaties between our matter and the 
Englitti nation, have not been infringed on, on his 
part. Unfortunately, however, from the mifrepre- 

fentations of felf interefted and treacherous perfons,

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“ our friendihip has fuffered a fufpenfion, this fufpen- 
“ fion is produ 61 ;ive of many evils ; the poor are driven 
from their habitations and the bulk of the people are 
" reduced to extreme mifery and wretchednefs. 

Confident of your anxious wifh to avert thefe cala- 
** mities, and trull-ing in your endeavours to revive our 
friendfhip, we propofe to fend fome men of rank and 
** confidence, to confer with thofe, whom you may 
“ think proper to appoint ; and to meet wherever you 
may- dired, in order that the matters in difputc bc- 
“ tween us may be difculTed and equitably fettled. We 
know that on a reference of the fubjed to our mafter, 
** he will accord his alTent. Favor us by a fpeedy anfwcr 
« — What can we fay more.** 

After the ufual compliments from Captain M^Aulev 
A id-de-Camp to Major General Medows,. the follovv^- 
ing anfwer was difpatched without delay addrclTed to 
Meer Mahomed Sadick Dewan. am direded by the 
“ General to acknowledge the receipt of your Letter,.. 
“ and to fay,, that he has powers from Bengal to enter 
“ into a Treaty with the Sultaun, but that before he 
“ does fo, he muft have fome perfon or place of con- 
sequence put into his hands, as fecurity. for the Sul-

■** taunt’s being in earneft, when the ift Article will be, 

** the unequivocal releafe of every Englifh Officer, known

“ The Governor General of Bengal, Earl Cornwallis, 
who is known to be as juft, as he is brave j is expefl- 
“ ed every day at Madras, and will immediately take the 
“ field with a confiderable reinforcement from Bengal; 
“ when every finew will be ftretched and every nerve 
ftrained in the Englifh Empire to bring the War to an 
“ honorable conclufion. From the affiftance of our Allies, 
“ but, above all, from our own refources, and what we 
“ have fcen, little is to be dreaded from the war, though 
‘‘ from found policy, as well as humanity we wifh for 
Peace — ^What can I fay more.” 

Conftant rains, and a confequent rife of the river 
about this period, prevented a confiderable part of the 
fick, ordnance and ftores, that were intended for Car- 
rore from crolfing; communications that intimated 
the intention of Earl Cornwallis to take the charge 
of the war in perfon, determined Major General 
Me&ows to abandon every idea of invafion for 
a time; and, as he returned with the army towards 

Bb 2 the 
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tEs Carnatic the fuppiies expe6led from Carrore were 
ordered in the dire8;ion of Trichinopoly (i). The 
8th brigade, however, was left to llrengthen our acqui- 
fitions to the fouthward, and one battalion direfled 
to proceed to Madura, was to follow the inftru6lions 
of Major Sale ( 2 ). 

The approach of the Britifh army within one march 
of the Sultaun, proved, as ufual, his fignal for departure. 
Moving from Munfapett on the 8th, in the direaion 
of Oottatore and Volcondah, he threatened the fiecre 
of Tiagar ; and expelled, as in the times of his fa- 
ther, that a commercial people aSuated by intereft only,

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rather than continue an expenfive war, would liften 
to overtures for accommodation when propofed in the 
heart of their dominions. It was thus that Hyde a 
diHated a peace in the vicinity of Fort St. George 
when the viHorious Smith threatened the ftrong for- 
trefs of Bangalore, 

A blind adherence to the principles by which our 
predeceffors have been governed in all their momen- 
tous concerns, though highly dangerous, is by no means 
uncommon in the prefent age. In whatever degree 
the early part of Tippoo Sultaun’s military .career may 
furnilh arguments in contradi 61 ;ion to this opinion, Ibme 
confpicuous inftances of its mifchievous tendency to- 
wards him appear in different flages of the late war. It 
is obfervable, however, that whilft the Mahomedan is 
lefs affedted by this evil than the Hindoo the Chrif- 
tian fuffers ftill lefs from it than the Mahomedan. 

Until military operations diftinft as to time and 
place, can be pointed out, that exaHly tally in the 
moft minute circumftances of their origin and pro- 
grefs ; that have been carried on in countries interfeO;- 
ed by rivers perfectly fimilar, indented by bays no- 
way different from each other, where all mountains 

trend 
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trend in one and the fame direftion, where the hills 
are of equal dimenlions, culminate completely alike, 
and are fortified exa6lly in one manner, where lakes, 
woods, moralTes, equipments of troops are the fame, 
and, in jQiort, until countries where all nature and art, 
correfponding in every infiance are pointed out, no 
fixed rule can polTibly be laid down for the condu61; of 
a general, far Icfs can the operations of one army be 
dire£l;ed by the movements of another, or appreciated 
by any comparative ftatement of circumftances. 

From the neighbourhood of Tiagar, Tippoo Sultaun's 
Dewan, addrefling Captain M‘Auley thus, again propof- 
ed to open an accomodation : — “ Your letter has been 
received, and its contents are underftood. You in- 
“ form me that General Medows has powers from 
“ Bengal to enter into a treaty with the Sultaun, I 
have made this known to the Sultaun, and by his 
dire6lions I again write, and acquaint you for the 
“ purpofe of reconciling the two Circars, and for the 
“ quiet and happincE of mankind, an Ambaffador of 
“ confequence fiiall be fent from this place, when the 
“ points which require adjuftment may be perfonally 
“ difeuffed. You will pleafe learn the GeneraFs inten- 

“ tions 
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“ tions upon this and inform me. The General being 
“ a man of rank and wifdom, will certainly be inclined 
“ to a reconcilement, and to confider the comfort and. 
happinefs of the people — What can I fay more.” 

Of this letter, which was received on the 14th De- 
cember, whilft the army lay in the vicinity of Trichi- 
nopoly, Captain M'Auley communicated the contents 
to the Commander in Chief, and immediately difpatch- 
ed an anfwer in the following terms: — “ I am ordered 
“ by the General to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter, which he underftands, you have not complied^ 
« with hisrequeft of having fome perfon or place of con- 
“ fequence, put into his hands to enfure the Sultaun’s 
“ being in earneft. Although the General has full pow- 
“ ers from Bengal to treat, yet as Earl Cornwallis is ■ 
« every day expeBed, he declines ufmg them; Earl 
« Cornwallis will, in every particular, as General. 
« Medows alfo would have done, a£l in concert with ' 
« our faithful allies — What can I fay more.” 

It has been advanced in India and in Europe, that ‘ 
TiPPOO Sultaun had a juft claim to be confidcrcd an 
enlightened as well as a powerful prince. Whilft the 
language of Major General Medows leads to a different 

conclufion, 
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conclufion, various other truths flrongly contradiO; the 
opinion. In every inftance during the late war where 
a gallant defence was made by any of our garrifons or 
detachments, when fortune has been ultimately in fa- 
vour of the Sultaun, he has invariably infli6led indig- 
nities on his unhappy prifoners; whilft, on the con- 
trary, when pufillanimity or want of experience contri- 
buted to make the conqueft eafy, fuch have been treated 
with uniform attention. Hiflory is replete with in- 
ftances of applaufc bellowed on individuals for gallant 
difchargc of duty, by generals and princes in fame, 
power, and civilization, confelTedly the firft in the 
world, but, it remained for the Sultaun alone to che- 
rifla incapacity even in an enemy, and to reward cow- 
ardice in a foldier. 

Widely different was the fyftem of this prince 
amongft his own fubje£ls. Rendered powerful from 
the immenfe bequefts of his father, from multitudes of 
cnthufiafts attached not lefs to his principles than to his 
from a degree of difcipline hitherto unknown 
native princes of the eaft, from confider- 
able l^l^Wl ac^uifitions obtained by a fword but 
little its iheath, as well as from an 

economical 
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CBConomical and judicious arrangement of vafl; refources, 
he cherifhed engineers with artifans of every defcrip- 
tion; and, alluring men of abilities to his intereft, he 
watchfully obferved their piirfuits and fixed their af- 
fe61;ions by an afliduous attention to forward their prof- 
pe6i;s in life. 

Whilft he thus prepared to revive Mahomedan fu- 
premacy and to eftablilh the Koran throughout the 
Eaft, nothing could be better calculated than the poli- 
tical fyftem that was carefully obferved over all his 
dominions, the warlike preparations that he every 
where carried on, and the profound lecrecy of his 
councils. At the time that all intercourfe with neigh- 
bouring powers was flridly forbidden, ftrong fortrefles 
Fofe up on every advantageous ground ; at well con- 
ftru£led founderies, in the neighbourhood of all his 
mines, able artifts from Europe were maintained in 
conftant employ ; and magazines well loaded with am- 
ple ftores of provifion and ammunition were ready 
fupport his ambitious proje£ls (i). Cautious not to 
and but little defirous of extending their terri-

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torial pofTefEons, the European nations that traded to 
thfe Eaft could fcarcely be apprehenfive of danger 
whilft their views were folely confined to commerce 
and the degree’ of fecurity for which they -ftand in- 
debted to! Great Britain is, even at this period, per- 
haps, not thoroughly underftood by themfelves. 

The fpirit of valor with which the Britilh poffeffions, 
in India- had been originally acquired and all along, 
maintained, feemed alive on the imagination of the fe- 
veral garrifons. throughout the Carnatic, at the appear- 
ance of the Myforean force.. The encomiums juftly 
beftowed on Lawrence, Clive, Smith, Coote, and the 
Heroes of their times ftand unfullied by one fymptom of 
fear at Trichinopoly (i) by one apprehenfion of danger 
at Tiagar. Perhaps it was to the fwoln ftate of the river 
that Colonel Bridges was indebted for the departure 
of the enemy without any attempt on the former ; andi 
although no fuch- impediment prote6led the latter, all: 
their efforts even againft the Pettah, proved ineffe^fuaL.

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The gallant Veteran (2) that defended Wandiwalh a* 
gainft the father had the fatisfa£U6n to beat off the Ion 
from Tiagar. 

After fuffering a repulfe, on two diftinSt occalions, 
each attended with confiderable ilaughter, the Sul- 
tauii abandoned every defign on this fortrefs, and ap- 
proached Trinomaly. 

Here, neither refpe£t, for the grandeur and antiqui- 
ty of their temples, nor veneration for the facred rites 
of a religion whofe origin no time records, proved 
any prote6fion for the perfons or property, even of 
the firft Bramins, Their pagodas, breached with fa- 
crilegious cannon, were forcibly entered, their altars 
defiled, their valuables feized, their dwellings reduced 
to afhes, and the devaftation was rendered ftill more 
horrible by the fcattered remains of men, women and 
children, mangled beneath a murderous fword, whet- 
ted on the bloody Koran (3). To contrail this fcene 
of barbarifm, even with the moll deteftable that ever 
difgraced proteftant invalions, would llamp the cruelty

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of Mahomedan fuperftition and ftrongly mark the fu- 
perior humanity of the chriftian perfuafion. 

From Trinomaly the Sultaun proceeded to Chitta- 
pet, Wandiwafii, and the Gingee hills. Thence he 
moved immediately towards Permacoil, a poll in the 
neighbourhood of Ponciicherry, which had been taken, 
difmantled and blown up in the courfe of the former 
war. Here, a company of fepoys under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Brunton was polled. It would 
appear that this officer, had inflru8:ions from the 
board, to retreat on the approach of an enemy in force, 
but Gingee being only about twenty miles diftant 
from Permaco-il, the Sultaun furrounded it with the 
principal part of his army, and compelled the garrifon 
to capitulate. The fubadar who commanded the nar 
tives at this poft was not true to his truft. Taking 
the company along with him, and abandoning Lieu- 
tenant Brunton to his fate, he quitted his ftation, 
and in a manner not kfs unmanly than unmilitary he 
went over to the enemy. 

Immediately after the furrender of Permacoil the 
Sultaun moved with his whole force in the dire£l:ion of 
Pondicherry, and pitched his encampment on the 

red 
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rsd hills. Whether fear or policy, or both, induced 
the principal French inhabitants at this period to vilit 
the Myforean Prince, time only can difcover. It is 
certain however, that he received their adulations 
•with much fatisfadion; and it is faid, that they parted 
with mutual profeffions of adherence to ancient friend- 
fhip, confirmed by the ufual interchange of prefents. 

The power that rules in the eaft, however fuperi- 
or in reality, if exercife of its fundions, are for a 
moment fufpended, the adherents of Brama, proted- 
ed by that power, throwing afide the garb of hypo- 
crify, at once appear in their true colours^. The Ra- 
jahs, the Polygars, the Ryuts, all according to their 
fituations and circumftances, ready to benefit by every 
confufion, take advantage of the times. Under the 
plea of inability, and various other frivolous pretences, 
the Rajah evades payment of his ftipulated Peilh- 
Gufli; the lefs tradable Polygars denying allegiance, 
where protedion is imperfed, fly to an appeal at 
arms ; and, the Ryut after careful concealment of his 
grain, in the bowels of the earth, prepares for indif- 
criminate plunder.

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When the reafoning faculty is employed to contro* 
vert any received opinion, efpecially where the prin- 
ciple may tend to operate againft the caufe of huma- 
nity, however the attempt may be founded on jufticc 
and truth, it muft always prove an irkfome and pro- 
bably an arduous talk.

But as the jury h|ve rccpmupcnded you tp the lenity of the Court, the Court, in pon-

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ly rendered Hill more dangerous by ambition or refent- 
mentj pervades the whole Hindoo race (i)j and, the 
mofl heinous crimes, even perjury itfelf, is punifhable 
neither by ecclefiaftical or fecular law, provided the 
trangreflion benefits the perjured or his priefl;(2). 

Although the treaty concluded at Mangalore in the 
year 1784 (3) put an end to all hoftilities, and fixed the 
attention of the Company’s managers folely on their 
commercial concerns, the military preparation, flack- 
ened no where in the pofTefTions of Tippoo Sultauk. 
Whilft chains of polls well fortified llretched towards

** that agreeably to the limits of the latter Shaftre, no abfolution is required ; and they arc at 
liberty to foriwcar themrelvcs when their own means of fupport are concerned.*^ 

(3) Set Appendix No* 4* 
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the neighbouring powers in every diredion from the 
heart of his dominions, in order to fecure his Ryuts 
in the abfence of a handing army, Droogs, of them- 
felves inacceffible, were flrengthened with much care 
all over the kingdom of Myfore. The connexion 
maintained between the feveral links that compofed 
each chain, fupported by the Droogs, was kept up with 
a corre6lnefs and precifion, not lefs admirable on mili- 
tary principles, than the fyftem of fupply in a political 
and ceconomical point of view. 

A hock of grain fully fufficient for the confumption 
of its garrifon was invariably renewed in each of 
thefe ftations every third year; but, when purpofes 
of ambition were to be anfwered the quantity increafed 
according to the importance of their object. Nor does 
it appear that any confiderable expence attended the 
fupport of thefe eftablifhments, which, ambition apart, 
muft in all hates, and at all times, be produdive of 
numberkfs advantages. 

The grains of Plindohan, elpecially of the hilly 
countries, if treated with proper attention, continue 
found for at leah five years ; by means of agents the 
quantities hoarded up at each of thefe hations were fold 

Dd to 
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to traders on the arrival of every frefli fupply at a 
moderate price; and, as in all abfolute governments, 
and in particular throughout the eaft, the dealers, more 
efpecially thofe that trade in grain, mufl ever accom- 
modate their commercial concerns to the meafures of 
each ftate, fo, the confumpdon of the inhabitants being 
conftantly with the dealers, all grain from the garrifom 
was brought into immediate ufe. 

Belides the ample fupply that thefe granaries muft 
invariably afford for the fwarms that accompany am- 
bitious warriors, an arrangement on this principle, in 

times of fcarcity, want of feed, or any other emergen- 
cy, fecured immediate and certain relief to the lower 
clafs. 

Even a glance at thefe circumftances, could not fail 
to ftrike Earl Cornwallis, and Sir Archibald Camp- 
bell, with the propriety of adopting a fimilar fyftem. 
But, whether judicious arrangements which arc merely 
imitative, or thofe that flow from qualifications inhe- 
rent in themfelves, redound moft to the Honour of 
ftatefmcn, if the enquiry is at all neceffary, the expe- 
rienced md difeerning can beft decide. 


At 
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At whatever ftage the Britifh Generals received 
impreffions on thefe fubje6ls, it was towards the clofe 
of the year 1787 that the firft material change took place 
on the coaft with relpe£l; to preparations on the principle 
juft defcribed. About that period mealures were taken 
to fupply the garrifons and in particular thofe on the 
frontiers, with provifions, cannon, ammunition, and all 
kinds of warlike-flores fufficient for the confumption of 
at leaft twelve months. 

The difcernment that wifely directed to complete 
a fyftem fo effential to the peace and profperity of the 
Carnatic, at a time when Tippoo Sultaun was not lefs 
confpicuous for determined enmity than for over- 
grown power, required to be fpeedily followed tip 
to fecure its obje£l:, whether confidered with refpeff to 
the prefervation of peace or the profecution of mili- 
tary operations with vigour and fuccels.

In confidering the means by which our forces might 
be fupplied, with provifion for defence or for the 
purpofe of moving into Myfore, Ihould fuch a mea- 
fure become neceftaiy, Wandiwafh being demoliftied, 
Arnee and Tiagar prefented themfelves as ftations, 
where magazines would be of moft advantage, and 

D d 2 proteSion 
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prote£lion mofl; complete. The Changama pafs, too, 
at that time confidered the beft inlet into the domini- 
ons of the Sultaun, is centrical to thofe ftations ; and, 
as the diilri6ls in their vicinity are not only more 
unprodudive than our fouthem and northern provin- 
ces but at a greater diftance from the enemy, fupplies 
were colleded there with a lefs moderate hand. 
But enquiries into the beft regulations of paft times, 
however conne6led with the late military operations 
muft give way to meafures that are more immediately 
obje^fs of this work. 

The motives that happily induced Earl Cornwal- 
lis to take the charge of the war upon himfelf, have 
been recorded with fo much perXpicuity, in a Minute 
of Council at Fort William (i), that any abridgement 
or alteration of language would be equally improper 
in itfelf and injurious to the reader. That “ the 
prcfence of the Governor General in the feene of 
adion would have been confidered by our allies, 
as a pledge of fmeerity and of confident hopes of 
** fuccefe againft the common enemy ( 2 ),” appears to

indeed, as much depended upon the degree of confi- 
dence the feveral chiefs repofed in the perfonal inte- 
grity and honor of Earl Cornwallis, and om the 
due performance of his Lordfhip’s engagements, fuch a 
fpur to exertion was become abfolutely neceffary amidft 
warriors in whofe breafts deep diftrufts muft have been 
harboured, efpecially as fome amongft them had per- 
fonally witneffed the breach of plighted faith at War- 
gaum; towards Nizam Ally; and, in a variety of in- 
ftances. dill frefh in their recolleftion, although more 
on account of the flrong impreffions made by their 
enormity than from neamefs of time. 

Having previoufly difpatched Captain Kydd, and 
another ftaff officer, in order to ^procure information 
on various important points, Earl Cornwallis fell 
down from Calcutta (3) to Diamond Harbour on the

anxious foJicitude for their health in the event of tem- 
peftuous weather, this delay was confidered abfolute- 
ly neceflary ; and that due attention might be bellow- 
ed, on the religious prejudices as well as on the real 
wants of the native troops (3) every reliance was re- 
pofed on the experience and well known humanity of 
Colonel John Murray, the entire equipment and em- 
barkation were confequently intrulled to the charge

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produced a confpicuous inftance of the unlimited con- 
fidence repofed by that people in the wifdom of their 
ruler as well as in the eftablifhed fuperiority of Great 
Britain. 

In a fettlement where embarkations efpecially of na-- 
tives have never been attempted on fo extenfive a fcale, 
and where there were no boats calculated for a fervice 
of this nature, the various difficulties that attended the 
procuring fupplies from fo many different departments, 
the providing floops and fin-all craft for conveying to 
Diamond Harbour, Culpee, Ingelee, and Saugur, from 
three to four thoufand men- with horfes, bullocks, pro- 
vifionSj ftores, and baggage in fo fhort a time, particu- 
larly as many of thefe duties were clogged by hindran- 
ces (3) unknown in other countries, could only be fur- 
mounted by the moft affive zeal, indefatigable induftry, 
and uncommon patience and perfeverance,- 

The arrival, however, of the reinforcement at its 
place of deftination without a fhadow of complaint, 
without the lols of one fighting man from amongfl:

E e about 
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about eighteen hundred natives, is a teftimony of abi- 
lity in defign, and fuccels in execution, equal to the 
innumerable encomiums of fuperiors (i). Such exerti- 
ons, in defiance of all fearch, will ever be found, as in 
the prefent inftance, to take their rife from the moft 
pure and difinterefted motives, and, on any other prin- 
ciple, the beft fubordinate arrangements, fhould fimilar 
fervices occur, muft fail of the defired effeH. 

Although the tributaries to the government of Fort 
St. George fmothered their ill grounded difcontents, 
whilfi the Sultaun was occupied in the defence of his 
Myforean dominions, their tempers naturally prone 
to fedition, broke out into open violence on his in- 
vafion of the Carnatic. Several among them who 
had been remarkable at former periods for peaceful 
demeanour becoming refractory, not only refufed pay-

You will readily fee that information of the above 
nature is neceffary for the General in a public letter 
from you before he can confiftently order a milita- 
ry force to be employed againft the tributaries in 
the prefent fttuation of the army. The Tcmdiman 
Poligar in particular has been fo long faithfully at- 
tached to the Company’s interefts, and is aX the fame 
time fo ftrong from the nature of his country and 
the number -of armed adherents, that it will, I ima-

■ pe6t to his concerns.” 

Even thofe leaft inclined to diftufbance among the 
buthem tributaries, abandoning their lands through 
bree or fear, laid claim to remiffion of engagements.

"Cnemy rendered it neceGTary for the inhabitants to fly 
from their dwellings and to take flielter either under 
walls of forts that ftrengthened the country, or at the 
principal faffories along the fea coaft, every exertion of 
'colle6lors could neither fupport the fpirits of the ryuts 
nor prevent their flight; far lefs eould they expe£l rents, 
whilft the crops on which payment of thefe rents muft 
ever depend, were reaped by ftrangers, openly at war, and 
rendered flill more mifchievous by religious feuds. 

At a time when fwarms of horfe deftroyed all grain 
,and defolated the lands in the vicinity of Trichinopoly, 
but little could be expeded even from the diligence of 
Mr. Andrews; the abilities of Mr. Floyer could 
prove of no advantage to the Company, whilft the 
whole force of the enemy fubfifted on the fouth- 
ern diftri£ls of Arcot ; and although, the center di- 
vifion of that country was not fo much the immedi- 
■ate feat of war, ftill, notwithftanding Mr. Landon’s ex- 
ertions, the threats of the enemy operated in a high 
degree to the prejudice of colle6lion. Nay at this 
junfture “ the danger had fo effeflually deterred people 
from offering for the frontier diftri^b, that it was 


found 
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“ found impoflible to procure renters for Changamah, 
Trinomaly, or Andoormungalum (i).” 

Intimidated by the invafion the people forefaw a 
repitition of horrors, whofe fatal effefts were lUli alive 
on their imaginations, and as the changes that had of 
late taken place, rendered the renters doubtful of their 
fituation, they negle6i:ed the tillage of the land and 
the neceffary attention to the advantages from water. 
It does not appear, however, that this diftrefs had ex- 
tended either to the northern Circars or to ourfouthern- 
moft poffellions. Under the direciiou of the feveral 
Colleftors, the former diftrifts, unmolefled by the ene- 
my, yielded as ufual, whilft Mr. Macleod, with equal 
fuccefs fecured the revenues of the latter. 

As Major General Medows fell down along the 
Cauvery ( 2 ) towards Trichinopoly, the rains poured 
with fuch violence, that all a6live opperations being, of 
neceflity, fufpended, time and leifure offered for adjuft- 
ment of difputes in the feveral dependencies as well as

remained in that neighbourhood, the army called 
from the feuds and difcords of refra6lor)^ tributaries to 
events of far different import, had inftru6lions to pro- 
ceed to the northward. 

It does not appear that the point of attack on My- 
fore had been determined immediately on the arrival 
of Earl Cornwallis at Fort St. George, yet, that the 
intention of entering the enemy’s country by any of 
the paffes to the fouthward had been abandoned by his 
Lordlhip, at an early period, is a conclufion warranted 
by various concurrent teftimonies (1). The troops 
however continued at Munfurpet until the latter end of 
December. 

The quantity of ftores drawn to Trichinopoly from

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A body of horfe of no repute, probably about two 
hundred, ftill hanging on the Ikirts of the army, conti- 
nued to deftroy and carry of confiderable quantities of 
baggage, and to wound and otherwife diflrefs many fol- 
lowers. Repeated inftances of this infult, day after day, 
occafioned an attempt to cut them off by ambufcade, 
but although planned with much judgment, and with- 
out fault in execution, it was not attended with fuccefs: 
their depredations, however, ceafed at this place. A 
large tank at Jamcollam was the fituation chofen for the 
puipofe. Under cover of the embankment a battalion 
of fepoyswas placed, fo as not to be vifible without af- 
cending the dyke, and two troops of dragoons with 
four of cavalry flood concealed in an adjacent toupe. 

Whilft our army croffed the Palaar river on the 
morning of the 1 7th January, the horfe appeared at 
fome diftance in the rear. As they approached the 
tank the extreme caution they difcovered befpoke an. 
acquaintance with fervice and defeated, the defign. So 
foon as their advance faw our army in motion, the 
whole party quitting the woods appeared on the plain; 
they drew up at the- diftance of about one mile, halted, 
and one half of their party, difmounting, the other ad- 
vanced. 
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vanced with brilknefs midway towards the tank; here 
they reined up excepting ten who mounted on excel- 
lent horfes, approached within two hundred yards at a 
ftrong canter; from thefe one man advanced at full 
Ipeed. He afcended the embankment, and although fe- 
veral mufkets were difcharged at him within the dif- 
tance of ten yards, he had the good fortune to efcape 
unhurt. Purfuit was attempted but rendered ufelefe 
from the Ipeed of the Myforean horfe not lefs than by 
their ufual habit of fquandering in all dire6lions. 

Still moving towards the prefidency. The army 
reached vellout (1) on the 27th January, and on 
the 29th, after being reviewed by Earl Cornwallis, 
received a warm teftimony of approbation (2). 

When exalted and illuftrious chara£lers whofe vir- 


tues have gained the confidence and efteem of man-

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forth upon arduous occafions, on the pureft principles 
of patriotifm, to encounter danger and fatigue, it is 
wonderful to contemplate the effeSf that the example 
has upon the minds of the people. This perhaps was 
never more ftrongly illuftrated than upon the Govern- 
or General’s announcing publickiy in Bengal his in- 
tention of going to the Co aft to take upon himfelft 
the charge of the war. 

Whilft ail ranks of men were loft in admiration 
of the noble Ipirit that di6tated this refolution, the ar- 
my feemed affe^led by it in a peculiar degree. Ap- 
plications by the European officers for the indulgence 
of being enrolled amongft the chofen few that were 
to accompany his Lordfhip followed each other from 
every part of the country; Staff and other appoint- 
ments were of no confideration when put in competi- 
tion with this favourite objeft ; and, whofoever could 
obtain permiffion to be of the number, even by fuch a 
facrifice, confidered himfelf peculiarly fortunate. 

That this Ipirit ffiould have prevailed among the 
European officers is not fo much to be wondered at 
as that the fame enthufiafra ffiould have diffufed itfelf 
among the native troops fo forcibly as to overcome 

all' 
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all prejudices of education, habit, and religion. A 
teftimony of attachment fo plealing and new, whilft 
it marked, more ftrongly than language can exprels, 
their confidence, could- not fail to be highly gratifying 
to the Britifii General. 

The orders (3) that required fo many volunteers to-- 
accompany Earl Cornwallis to the Carnatic, were 
no fooner made known at the different military ftations, 
than the number was in readinefs ; and had thoufands 
infiead of hundreds been wanted there can be little doubt 
but that complement would foon offer, as even whole 
corps are faid to have turned out upon the occafion. 

The feveral commandants being emulous of doing 
credit to their battalions by the excellence of their drafts, 
the detachment was compofed chiefly of grenadiers, 
and for the number exceeded, perhaps, in appearance, 
anybody of native troops that ever affembled in India. • 
Nor did their condu6f in action or otherwife through-- 
out the war difcredit that appearance. 

The fpirit which thus pervaded the Bengal army 
aHuated, alfo, the troops in the Carnatic. Every 
corps of that eflablifhment whofe turn of duty obliged

them- 
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them to remain in cantonments or garrifon lamented 
the neceflity that prevented a participation in thofe 
honours which the high reputation of their new 
leader feemed to promife, efpecially, now, that no 
fecret was made of his intention of pufliing direft ly for 
the enemy’s Capital. 

Although much had been done by Major General 
Medows to diftreis the Sultaun, and although many folid 
advantages refulted from the Campaign to the South- 
ward, yet, as it was not attended with any of thefe bril- 
liant events that give eclat to a General or fame to an 

army, diffatisfa£lion and difcontent evidently relied on 
the minds of the people. A thorough acquaintance 
with the great fuperiority of our equipment and the total 
inability of Tippoo to cope with fuch a force, when we 
£rll took the field, raifed the public expe6lation to fuch 
apitchihat nothing Ihort of the Capture of Seringapa- 
tam in a few months could pleafe. 

However unreafonable thefe expe£lations, .a difap- 
pointment of them was fenfibly felt, but in proportion 
to the depreflion that enfued fo was the elevation of 
Ipirits from the vigorous preparation now going forward 
.for the ^eedy accomplilhment of the favorite obje6l. 

In 
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In addition to the efFecI which his Lordfliip’s ar- 
rival at Madras had upon our own Settlements, it moll 
affuredly had that alfo, fpecifyed in the Minute of 
Council at Fort William “ his prefence in the fcene of 
“ a6lion was confidered by our allies as a pledge of fin- 
** cerity, and of our confident hopes of fuccefs againft 
“ the common enemy, and by that means operated as 
“ an encouragement to them to continue their exer- 
“ tions and to abide by their ftipulations.’* 

Nizam Ally and the Marattas^ although their armies 
kept the field, had as yet rendered no fervice- that could 
materially contribute to the general caule. They cau- 
tioufly awaited the event of our operations, that ftiould 
fuccefi attend the Britifii arms they might benefit by the 
alliance 5- but fhould. adverfe foutune fall to our lot, they 
had determinedL not to tranlgrefs beyond the poflibility 
of a fpeedy adjuftment of differences with the Sultaun. 
Both powers had upon former occafions acknowledged 
his fuperiority by concefiion of extenfive countries. 
Confcious of weaknefs therefore, they were now afraid to • 
penetrate fo far into his country as would expofe them 
to an attack ere we had reduced his ftrength by fome 
decifive blow; for although,, at prefent in the Carnatic 

watching. 
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watching the motions of the Britilh army, they v/ell 
knew that by the rapidity of his marches he ccuid foon 
appear in any part of the Myforean dominions where his 
prefence would be of moft advantage. 

On that account their operations hitherto had been 
confined merely to defultory excurfions with final! bodies 
of horfe, without one attempt to befiege any of the ftrong 
holds (Dirwaar excepted) that guarded the frontiers. 
The energy of their meafures from this period, therefore, 
can only be attributed with any probability of corredlnefs 
•to the prefence of Earl Cornwallis at Madrafs, and, to 
the vigorous preparations going forward in that quarter. 
They plainly perceived that the Britifh army muft attract 
the whole attention of the Sultaun and inevitably deprive 
him of leifure or means fufficient to oppofe the progrcfs 
of invafions on the northern extremities of his country ; 
but as their operations will be given at full length 
in due time any abridgement at this ilage would prove 
jDut little fatisfadory to the reader.

duce as much of his dominions as poflible before and during the rains ; and 
after that feafon, the faid Pundit Purdaun and Nawob will ferioufly and 
vigoroufly profecutethe war with a potent army, well appointed and equipped 
with the requifitc warlike apparatus.

ARTICLE IV. 

The Nawob Affuf Jah, being furnifiied with two battalions of the Honou- 
rable Company’s forces. Pundit Purdaun fhall have an option of being 
joined by an equal force on the fame terms during the prefent war againft 
Tippoo. The pay of the faid battalions to be made good to the Honoura- 
ble Company by Pundit Purdaun, in like manner as fettled with the Nawob 
Affuf Jah. 


ARTICLE V. 

On the faid two battalions joining the Marratta army. Pundit Purdaun 
agrees to allot 2000 horfe to remain and afl in concert with them. But in 
the event of urgent lervice, on which cavalry alone can be employed, 1000 
of the faid cavaliy may be detached thereon, 1000 remaining condantly with 
the battalions; whofe pay will be defrayed regularly, in ready money, every 
month, in the army, or in Poona, at the option ot Mr. Mallet.

HE friendfliip fubGfting between the three Gates, agreeable to former 
treaties fliall be encreafed by this: and between the Honourable Company 
and his Highnefs the Nizam, the three former treaties concluded with the 
late Sillaubuf Jung, through Colonel Forde, in the year 17595 with the Ni- 
7/im, through General Caillaud, in the year 1766 ; and the treaty of 1768, 
with the Madras Government, together with Lord Cornwallis’s letter of 7th 
July 1789, which is equivalent to a fourth treaty, remain in full force, except 
fuch articles of them as may by the prefent treaty be otherwife agreed to j 
and perpetual friendfhip fhall fublift between both parties, and their heirs 
and fuccelfors, agreeably thereto. 

ARTICLE 11, 

Tippoo Sultaun, having engagements with the three contradling powers, 
has, notwithftanding, aSed with infidelity to them all; for which reafon 
they liave united in a league, that, to the utmoft of their power, they may

punilh him, and deprive him of the means of difturbing the general tranquil- 
iity in future. 


ARTICLE III. 

This undertaking .being refolved on, it is agreed, that on Captain Kenna- 
way’s annunciation to the Nawob Affuf Jah, of the aftual commencement of 
hoftilhies between the Honourable Company's forces and the faid Tippoo, 
and on Mr. Mallet’s announcing the fame to Pundit Purdaun, the forces of 
the faid Nawob Affuf jah, and Pundit Purdaun, in number not lefs than 
25,000, but as many more, and as much greater an equipment as may be, 
fliall immediately invade the terriioiies of the fud Tippoo, and reduce as 
much of his dominions as poffible, before and during the rains; and, after 
that feafon, the faid Nawob and PunJit Purdaun will ferioufly and vigo- 
roufly profecute the war with a potent army, well appointed, and erpupped 
with the requifite vrailike apparatus. 

ARTICLE IV. 

'If the -Right Honourable the Governor General fhould require a body of 
cavalry to join the Englifli forces, the Nawob Alfuff Jah, and Pundit 
Purdaun, fiiall furnifli to the number of 10000 to march in one month 
from the time of their being demanded, by the fhorteft and fafeft route, viith 
all expedition, to the place of thdr dcflination, to ad with the Company’s 
.forces; but, fhould any fervice occur pradicable only by cavalry, they fliall 
execute it, nor cavil on the claufe of “ To ad with’ the Company’s forces." 
The pay of the faid cavalry to be defrayed monthly by the Honourable 
/Company, at the rate and on the conditions heieafter to be fettled. 

ARTICLE V. 

in tlji^ppoCfcntion qf the war by the three allies, the enemy fliould gain 
a fuperiqruy eitbec. tbe others fhall, to the utmoft of their power, ex- 
eit themfelves to relieve the faid party and t^ftrefs tlie enemy. ARTI- 
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ARTICLE VI. 

The three contra&iug powers having agreed to enter into the prefent war, 
ihould their arms be crowned with fuccefs in the joint profecution of it, an 
equal divifion fliall be made of the acquifition of territory, forts, and what- 
ever each circar or government may become poflefled of, from the time of 
each party’s commencing hoftilities ; but, fhould the Honourable Company’s 
forces make any acqutfitions of territory from the enemy, previous to the 
commencement of hoftilities by the other parties, thofe parties lhall not be 
entitled to any fhare thereof. In the general partition of territory, forts, 8cc. 
due attention fhall be paid to the wifhes and convenience of the parties re- 
latively to their rerpedirivc frontiers, 

ARTICLE VIL 

The underwritten Polygars and Zemindars being dependant on the 
Nawob AfTuf Jah, and Pundit Purdaun, it is agreed, that on their ter- 
ritories, forts, &c. falling into the hands of any of the allies, they (hall 
-be re-eflabliflted therein, and the nuzzerana that (hall he fixed on that 
occafion fliall be equally divided amongft the allies ; but in future, the 
Nawob Affuf Jah, and Pundit Purdaun, (hall colleft from them the ufual 
peiflicufli and kundaia, which have been heretofore annually collefled ; 
and (liould the faid Polygars and Zemindars aft unfaithfully towards 
the Nawob, or Pundit Purdaun, or prove refraftory in the difeharge of 
their peifhcufh and kundaia, the faid Nawob, and Pundit Purdaun, are to 
be at liberty to treat them as may be judged proper.

mfiniiivt Treaty of Perpetual Friend/hip for the adjujlment f ajfairs between the 
Honourable Englijk Eajl India Company, the Nawob JJfuf Jah Babaudur^ 
and Raw Pundit Purdaun Bahaudur, and Tippoo Sultaun, in virtue of the 
authority of the Right Honourable Charles Earl Cornwallis,. Knight of the 
Mof Noble Order of the Garter, Governor General, (dc. ^c. ^c. tnvejied with 
full powers to direbt and controul all the affairs of the /aid Company in the 
Eajl Indies dependant os the feveral Prefidencies of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay, 
and f the Nawoh Azeem ul Omrah, Bahaudur, poffeffing full powers on the 
part of the Nawoh Ajfuf Jah Bahaudur, and Hurry Ram Pundit Furkw 
Bahaudur, poffeffing egnal powers on the part f Row Pundit Purdaun Bahau- 
dur, fettled the fevcnteenth day f March, one thou/and [even hundred and 
- ninety-two f the Chriflian cera, anfwcring to the twenty-third day f the month 
of Rejtb, one thoufand two hundred and fix of the Hegira, by Sir John Ken- 
naway, Bart, on the part f the Right Honourable Charles Earl Cornwallis, 
Knight of the Mof Noble Order of the Garter, Be. and Meer Alim on the- 
part of the Nawob Azeem ul Omrah Bahaudur and Buihajee Pundit on the 
part of Hurry Ram Pundit Furkia Bahaudur, on one part, and by Golaum 
Ally Khan Bahaudur, and Ally Reza Khan, on behalf of Tippoo Sultaun, ac- 
cording to the undermentioned articles, which by the bkjfing of God fhall be 
binding on their heirs and fucceffors as long as the fun and noon endure, ani 
the conditions f them be invariably obferved by the rntroRing parties. 

ARTICLE I. 

HEfriendftiip fubfifting between the Honorable Company' and the Sircar 
of t'ippoo Sultaun agreeably to forriKr treaties, the firft with the late Nawob 
Hyder Ally Khan, bearing date the 8th of Auguft, 1770, and the other 
with Tippoo Sultaun, of the iith March, 1784, is hereby conermed and 

increafed. 
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increafed, and the articles of the two former treaties are to remain in full force, 
excepting fuch of them as by the prefent agreement are otherwife adjufted, and 
the 8th article of the fecond abovementioned treaty, dated the iith of March, 
1784, correfponding with the 1 8th of the month Rubbie Ulfaany, 1198 He- 
gira, confirming all the privileges and immunities of trade, which the deceaf- 
cd Nawob Hyder Ally Khan granted to the faid Company by the treaty enter- 
ed into in the year 1770, is alfo by virtue of the prefent treaty renewed^and 
confirmed. 


ARTICLE n. 

In the 4lh article of the preliminary treaty entered into between the allied* 
powers and the faid Tippoo Sultaun, dated the 22d February, 1792, corref- 
ponding with the 28th of the month Jemadie Ulfaany, 1206, Hegira, it is 
written, “ Until the due performance of the three foregoing articles,” (the 
firft article ftipulating.the ceflion of half the country, the fecond the imme- 
diate payment of half of the fum of money agreed to be paid, and the re- 
mainder in fpecie only at three inflalrnents not exceeding four months each 
inftalment, and the third engaging for the releafe of prifoners) “ two of the 
“ fons of the faid Tippoo Sultaun fliall be detained as hoftages,’.' which arti- 
cles are confirmed by the prefent inftrument. Accordingly the faid Tippoo 
Sultaun fltall divide the fiim agreed to be paid at three inftalments abovemen- 
tioned into three equal’ parts, and fhall pay to the faid three powers, their 
refpeflive fhares, at the exchange affixed for the amount to be paid imme- 
diately at fuch places on the boundaries of the allies as lhall be determined 
on by them ; and after the performance of the remaining two articles above- 
mentioned; that is to fay, the ceffion of one half the country, and-the releafe 
of the prifoners, in cafe the amount of the three irrftalments be paid by Tip- 
poo Sultaun to the three powers prior to the expiration of the period ftipu- 
lated for it, the faid fons of Tippoo Sultaun lhall be immediately difmilTedi 
and all pecuniary demands between the contradting parties lhall ceafe and be 
at an end ART^ 



ARTICLE III. 

"By the 6rft Article of the preliminary treaty it is agreed that one haft'’ 
..of the dominions which were in poffeffion of the faid Tippoo Sultaun at 
the commencement of the war, {hall be ceded to the allies adjacent to their 
-rerpeflive boundaries .and fubjefl to their feleflion : according to the gene- 
ral abftraa of countries compofing half the dominions of Tippoo Sultaun 
to be ceded to the allies agreeably to their refpeaive fhares a hereunto fub- 
joined, and the detail of them is inferted in a feparate fchedule, bearing 
.the feal and fignature of Tippoo Sultaun. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Whatever part of Namkul, Sankery, Salem, Caveripoor, Attoor, and 
Permutty, which, as above dated, are comprized within the divifion ceded 
to the aforefaid Company, fhall be fituated to the northward and eaftward 
of the river Caveri, or if there fliould be any other talooks or villages of 
talooks fituated as above defcribed, they fliall belong to the faid Company, 
and others of equal value fliall be relinquifhed by the faid Company to 
Tippoo Sultaun in exchange for 'them : and if, o"f the above diftrifls there 
'{hall be any talodks or villages of talooks, {ituated to the weflward and 
fouthward of the faid river, they fliall be relinquiflied to Tippoo Sultaun in 
.-exchange for others of equal value to the faid Company. 

ARTICLE V. 

On the ratification and mutual exchange of this definitive treaty, fuch 
diftrifls and forts as are to he ceded by Tippoo Sultaun {hall be delivered up 
without any civil or demand for out-{landing balances, and fuch talooks and 
forts as are to be relinquiflied by the three powes-to Tippoo Sultaun, fhall, in 
the {ame manner, be delivered upj and orders to this effefb, addreffed to 
the anmils and commanders of forts, {hall be immediately prepared and 
•delivered .to each tefpeQjyely of the contrafling parties, on the receipt of 

'Which 
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w-Bxfa orders, the difeharge of the money, ftipulated to be paid immediate- 
ly, and the releafe of prifoners on all fides, of which the contrafting parties, 
eonfidering God as prefent and a witnefs, &all releafe without cavil, all that 
are in exiflence, and fliall not detain a fingle perfon; the armies of the allied 
powers fhall march from Seringapatam : fuch forts and places, neverthelefs, 
as fhall be in the poffeffion of the faid Company, and on the road by which 
the faid armies are to march, fhall not be given up until the faid armies fhall 
have removed the grain, ftores, &c. and fick, which are in them, and fhall 
have paffed them on their return; — as far as poffible no delay fhall be al- 
-lowed to occur in the faid ftores,. &c. being removed'. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Whatever guns- and fhot fhall be left by Tippoo Sultaun in the foits,. 
which the faid Tippoo Sultaun has agreed to cede to the allied powers, an 
equal number of guns and fhot fhall be left’ in the forts, which the allied' 
powers have agreed to reftore to- Tippoo Sultaun. 

ARTICLE VIT. 

The contrafling parties agree that zemindars and aumildars being in ba^ 
lance to either party and repairing to the country of either party, proteflion* 
filial not be given to them and they fhall be reftored. 

If hereafter it fhould happen that any difputes arift on the boundaries* 
of the allies and the faid Tippoo Sultaun, fuch dilputes fhall be adjufted- 
with the knowledge and- approbation of all parties. 

ARTICLE YIIL 

The polygarS' and zemindars of this country who, in the courfe of thr 
prefent war, have attached themfelves, and been ferviceable, to the allies, 
fiiall not on that account, in any fhape or manner, be injured or molefted 
by Tippoo Sultaun% Wheneven 
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Whenever three copies of this treaty confifting of eight articles, Ihall be 
delivered by Tippoo Sultaun, bearing his feal and fignature, accompanied 
by thiee fchedules alfo under the feal and fignature of the faid Tippoo 
Sultaun, fpecifying the detail of the countries ceded to the three powers, one 
to the faid Company with the fchedule, one to the faid Nawob Affuf Jah 
Bahaudur with the fchedule, and one -to the faid Row Pundit Purhdaun 
Bahaudur with the fchedule, three counterparts thereof and of the fchedule 
lhall be delivered to the faid Tippoo Sultaun by the allies, that is to fay,

ARTICLE I. 

D 

JL EACE and friendfhip {hall immediately take place between the faid 
Company and the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaudur, and their friends and 
allies, particularly including therein the Rajahs of Tanjore and Travan- 
core, who are friends and allies to the Englifii, and the Carnatic Payen 
Ghaut } alfo Tippoo Sultaun's friends and allies, the Bihy of Cannanore, 
and the Rajahs, or Zemindars, of the Malabar Coaft, are included in this 
treaty. The Englilh will not, directly, or indireSly, affift the enemies 
of the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaudur, nor make war upon his friend* 

D and 
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and allies; and the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaiidur will not, direftly 
or indireSIy, aflifl. the enemies, nor make war upon the friends or allies 
of the Englifh. 


ARTICLE 11. 

Tmmedeiately after figning and fealing the treaty by the Nawob Tippo® 
Sultaun Bahaudur, and the three Englifii Commiffioners, thefaid Nawob 
fhali fend orders for the complete evacution of the Carnatic, and the 
reftoration of all the forts and places in it, now pofleffed by bis troops ; 
the forts of Amboorgur and Satgur excepted : and fuch evacuation and 
reftoration flial! aftually and elFeflually be made in the fpace of thirty 
days, from the day of figning the treaty. And the faid Nawob flrall alfo, 
immediately after figning the treaty, fend orders for the relcafe of all the 
perfons who were taken and made prifoners in the late war, and now alive, 
whether European or native ; and for their being fafely conduced to and 
delivered at fuch Englifh fort, or fettlement, as fhali be ncareft to the places 
where they now are, fo that the faid releafe and delivery of the prifo- 
ners fhali aaually and effeaually be made in thirty days from the day of 
figning the treaty. The Nawob will caufe them to be fupplied with pro- 
vifions and conveyances for the journey, the expence of which firall be 
made good to him by the Company. The Commiffioners will fend an 
officer or officers, to accompany the prifoners to the different places where 
they are to be delivered; in particular, Abdul Wahab Khaw, taken at 
Chkoor, and his family, fhali be immediately releafed; and, if willing to 
return to the Carnatic, fhali be allowed to do fo. If any perfon, or pei- 
fons, belonging to the faid Nawob, and taken by the Company in the 
late war, be now alive, and in prifon in Pencoolen, or other territories 
^f the Company, fuch perfon or perfons, fhali be immediately releafed ;

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and, if willing to return, ftiall be fent without delay to the neared fort 
or fettlement, in the Myfore country. Bafwafca, late Amuldar of Pali- 
gautcherry, {hall be releafcd, and at liberty to de|»art. 

ARTICLE III. 

Immediately after figning and fealing the treaty, the Englidi Coniminii- 
oners flrall give tvritten ordeis for the delivery of Onore, Dar.var, and 
Sadiflievagada, and forts or places adjoining thereto, and fend a fhip 
or fhips, to bring away the garnfons. The Nawob Tippoo SuUaun Ba- 
haudur, will caufe the troops in thofe places to be fupplied with provifions, 
and any other necefTary aflift'ance for their voyage to Bombay, i they pay- 
ing for the fame) ; the Commiflioners will likewife give at the fame time, 
■written orders for the immediate delivery of the foits and didrias of 
Caroor, Aravacourchy, and Daraporam; and immediately after the releafe 
and delivery of the prifoners as before-mentioned, the fort and didriff of 
Dindigul (hall be evacuated and redored to the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun 
Bahaudur, and none of the troops of the Company {ball remain in the 
country of the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaudur.

As foon as all the prifoners are releafed and delivered, the fort and 
diftrift of Cannanore fliall be evacuated, and redored to Ali Rajah Biby, 
the Queen of that country, in the prefence of any one perfon, without 
troops, whom the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Behaudur may appoint for that 
purpofe ; and at the fame time that the orders are given for the evacuation 
and delivery of the forts of Cannanore and Dindigul, the faid Nawob fiiall 
give written' ordfers for the evacuation and delivery of Amboorgur and 
Satgur to the Englifh j and in the mean time, none of the troops of the 
faid Nawob fhall be left in any part of the Carnatic, except in the wo 
^fortsabove-mentionedi D a ART, 
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article V. 

After the conclufion of this treaty, the Nawob Tippoo Sultaiin Bahaudar 
will make no claim whatever, in future, on the Carnatic. 


ARTICLE VI. 

All perfons whatfoever, who have been taken and carried away from 
the Carnatic Payen Ghaut, (which includes Tanjore) by the late Nabob 
Hyder Ally Cawn Bahaudur, who is in heaven, or by the Nawob Tippoo 
Sukaun Bahaudur, or otherwrfe belonging to the Carnatic, and now in 
the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaudur’s dominions, and willing to return 
{hall be immediately allowed to return with their families and children, 
or as foon as may be convenient to themfelves ; and all perfons belonging 
to the Venkitagherry Rajah, who were taken prifoners in returning from the 
fort of Vellore, to which place they had been fent with provifions, {hall 
alfo be releafed, and permitted immediately to return. Lifts of the prin- 
cipal perfons belonging to the Nawob Mahomed Ally Cawn Bahaudur, 
and to the Rajah of Venkitagherry, {hall be dilivered to the Nawob Tip- 
poo Sultaun’s Minifters; and the Nawob will caufe the contents of this 
article to be publicly notified throughout his country. 

article VII. 

Tnis being the happy period of general peace and reconciliation, the 
Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaudur, as a teftimony and a proof of his friend- 
ll^jp to, the Epglilh, agrees, that the Rajahs, or Zemindars, on this coaft, 
who have favoured the Engjiifh in the late war, ihall not be roolefted on 
that

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ARTICLE VIII. 

The Nawab Tippoo Sukaun Bahaudur, hereby renews and confirms all 
the commercial privileges and irnmunities given to the Engliffi by the late 
Nawob Hyder Aliy Cawn Bahaudur, who is in heaven, and particularly 
flipulated and fpecified in the treaty between the Company and the faid ■ 
Nawob, concluded the 8th of Augdft, 


ARTICLE IX. 

The Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaudur, fhall reftorc the faQory and pri- 
vileges poffeffed by the Englifli at Callicut, until the year 1779, (or 1193 
Hegira) and fhall reftore Mount Dilly, and its diftrias, belonging to the 
fertlement of Tellicherry, and pofleffed by the Englifh, till taken by Sedar- 
Gawn, at the commencement of the late war. 

ARTICLE X. 

This treaty fliall be figned and fealed by the Englifh Commiflioners, and 
a copy of it fhall afterwards be figned and fealed by the Prefident and 
Seled Committee of Fort St George, and returned to the Nawob Tippoo 
Sultaun Bahaudur, in one month, or fooner, if poffible j and the fame fhall 
be acknowledged under the hands and feals of the Governor General in 
Council of Bengal, and the Governor and SeleQ Committee of Bombay, as 
binding upon all the Governments in India; and copies of the treaty, fo 
acknowledged, fhall be fent to the faid Nawob, in three months, or fooner, 
if poffible.

Eajl India Company, and the PeiJljwah Mahadeu Row Pundit Purdaun, fettled 
ty Mr. David Anderfon, on the part of the Bonourahle Company, in Virtue of the 
Powers delegated to him for that purpofe by the Honourable the Governor Gene- 
ral and Council, appointed by the King and Parliament of Great Britain to dir eft 
and ccniroul all Political Affairs of the Honourable EngUfh Raff India Company 
in India; and by Maba Rajah Subadar Mahadeu Row Smdiah, as phtipoten- 
tiary on the part of the Peiffowah, Mahadeu Row Pundit Purdaun, Ballajee 
Pundit, Nana Fnrnai'fe, and the whole of the Chiefs of the Marratta Nation, 
4!grcedly to the fdlowlng Articles, which Jhdl be ever binding on their Heirs 

and Succcjjlrs, and the conditions of them to be invariably obferved by both 
Pc, lies, 

ARTICLE I. 

Jt is flipulatcd and agreed to between the Honourable the Englith Eaft 
India Company and the Peifliwah, through the mediation of Mahadeu Row 
Sindiah, that all Countries, Places, Cities, and Forts, including BalTeen, See, 
which have been taken from the Peiftwah, during the War that has arifen 
fince the Treaty fettled by Colonel Upton, and have come into the poffeffion 
of the Englifij, fiial! be delivered up to the Peiihwah. The Territories, Forts, 
Cities, &c. to be reftored, fhall be delivered within the fpace of two months 
from the period when this Treaty' fhall become complete (as herein after 
deferibed) to fuch Perfons as the Peiihwah, or his Minifter Nana Furnavefe,

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ARTICLE II. 

It is agreed between the Engiifli Company and the Peifliwah, that Salfettc 
and three other lllands, viz. Elephanta, Corranja, and Hog, which are in- 
cluded in the Treaty of Colonel Upton, (hall continue for ever in poCTeflion 
of the Englilh. If any other Iflands have been taken, in the courle of the 
prefent War, they (liall be delivered up to the Peifhwah. 

ARTICLE HI. 

Whereas it was flipulatcd in the fourth Article of the Treaty of Colonel 
Upton, “ that the Peifhwah and all the Chiefs of the Marratta (late do agree 
" to give- the Englilh Company for ever all right and title to the City of 
“ Baroach, as full and complete as ever they collefied from the Moguls or 
” otherwife, without retaining any claim of Chout, or any other claims what- 
“ ever fo that the Englifh Company (hall poflefs it without participation or 
“ claim of any kind:” This Article is accordingly continued in full force 
and elfeA. 


ARTICLE IV. 

The Peifhwah having formerly in the Treaty of Colonel Upton agreed, by 
way of Friendfhip, to give up to the Englifh a country of three lacks of Ru- 
pees near Baroach, the Englifh do now, at the requeft of Mahadeu Row 
Sindiah, confent to relinquifh their claim to the faid country in favor of the 
Peifhwah. 


ARTICLE V. 

The country which Seeajee and Futty Sing Guickwar gave to the Englifh, 
and which is mentioned in the fevcnth Article of the Treaty of Colonel Upton, 
being therein left in a ftate of fufpenfe; the Englifh with a view to obviate

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future difpuEtfs, now agree that it {hall be rellored; and it is hereby fettled ' 
that if the faid' country be a- part of the eftablifbed territory of the Guickwar, 
it {hall be reftored! to the Guickwar, and if it fhall be a part of the Peifliwah’s 
territories it Ihall be reftored' to the Peifhwahi

The Englifh. engage that having allowed Ragonaut Row a period Of four 
months from' the time- when this Treaty ihall become complete,' to Hx on a 
place of refidence,. they \wll not, after the expiration of the faid period, > 
afford him any fupporti, prpteftion or affiftance, nor fupply him with money 
for bis expences : and the- Pfeiflhwab on his part engages, that if Ragonaut 
Row, will voluntarily and of his own accord, repair to Maha R^ah Madlioo 
Row Sindia and quietly i«6de with him, the fum of 25,000 Rupees per 
laonth fhall be paid him for Ms rnaintainance, and no injury whatever fhall 
be offered' to him.by the Peilhwah, or any of his people.

Allies,, he fliallbe made to relinquifh' 
them ; and they fhall be reftored to the Company and the N-awob Maho.ued 
Ally Cawn ; all prifoners, that have been taken, on. either fide, duniig the 
war, lliall be releafed; and Hyder Ally Cawn fliall be made to relinquifli all 
fuch Territories belonging to the Engliih Company and their Allies, as he 
may have taken poffeffion of fince the ninth of Ramzan iivthe year 1180, 
being the date of his Treaty with the Peifhwah.; and.the faid Territories fliall 
be delivered over to the EngUfti. and the- N'awob Mahomed Ally Cawn,.

The Honourable Eaft India Company, and the Pcifhwah mutually agree, 
that the Veffels of each lhall afford no difturbance to the Navigation of 
the Veffels of the other. And the Veffels of each ftall be allowed accefs 
to the ports of the other where they fhall meet with no moleftation, and 
the fulled protc6lion fiiall faececipracally afforded. 

article XII, 

The Peifliwah and Chiefs of the Marratta ftate hereby agree, that the 
Englifli fltall enjoy the previledge of trade, as formerly, in the Marratta 
territories, and fhall meet with no kind of interruption. And in the fame 
manner, the Honourable Eaft India Company agree, that the fubjcfls of 
the Pcifhwah fhall be allowed the privilcdges of trade, without interruption, 
in the territories of the Englifh. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

The Pcifhwah hereby engages, that he will not fuffer any fadlories oT 
other European Nations to be eftablifhed in his territories, or in thofe of the 
Chiefs dependant on him, excepting only fuch as are already eftablifhed 
by the Portuguefe ; and be will hold no intcrcourfe of friendfhip with any 
4>ther European Nations. And the Englifh, on their part agree, that they

will not afford af&dance to any nation of the Decan or Hindoilan at enmity 
with the Peifhwah. 


ARTICLE XIV. 

The Englifh and the Petihwah mutually agree, that neither will afford any 
kind of Affillancc to the Enemies of the other.

The Hon'ble the Governor General and Council of Fort* William engage, 
that they will not permit any of the Chiefs, dependants, or fubjefls of the En- 
glilh, the Gentlemen of Bombay, Surat, or Madras to Afl contrary, at any 
place to the terms of this Treaty ; in the fame manner the Peifhwah Madhoo 
Row Pundit Purdaun engages that none of the Chiefs or Subjcfls of-«he Mar- 
ratta State fhall aft contrary to titein. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

The Hon’ble Eaft India Company and the Peifhwah Madhoo Row Pundit 
Purdaun having the fuHcft confidence in Maha Rajah Sufaadar Madhoo Row 
Scindia Bahaudur, they have both requefted the faid Maha Rajah tf> be the 
mutual Guarantee for the perpetual and itivariable adherence of both pirtics 
to the conditions of this Treaty : And the faid Madhoo Row Scindia, from a 
regard to the welfare of both States, hath accordingly taken upon himfelf the 
mutual Guarantee. If either of the parties fitall deviate from the conditions 
of this Treaty, the faid Maha Rajah will join the other party, and will to the 
utmoft of his power, endeavour to biing the Aggrcflbr to a proper under* 
Banding. 


ARTICLE XVII. 

It is hereby agreed, that whatever Territories, Forts, or Cities In Gmm» 

rait 
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rat were granted by Ragonaut Row to the Englifli, previous to the Treaty of 
Colonel Upton, and have come into their pofTeffion, the Reftitution of which 

was ftipulated in the yth Article of the faid Treaty, Ihall be reftored agreea- 
ble to the terms of the faid Article. 

This Treaty, confiding of 17th Articles, is fettled at Saibcy in the camp 
of Maha Rajah Subadar Madhoo Row Scindia.on the 4th of themonth jem- 
mady ul Saany in the Year 1197 of the Hicjcra, correfponding with the 17th 
of May 1782 of the Chrtftian ^ra, by the faid Maha Raja, and Mr. David 
Anderfon A copy hereof lhall be fent by each of the above named perfons 
to their refpeftive principals at Fort Williatn and Poonab; and when both 
copies being returned, the one, under the Seal of the Honourable Eatfc 
India Company, and Signature of die Honourable the Governor General 
in Council of Fort William, fhall be delivered to Maha Rajah Madhoo Row 
Scindia Bahaudur ; and the other, under the Seal of the Pcilhwah Madhoo 
Row Pundit Purdaun, and the Signature ofBallajec Pundit Nana Furnavefe 
fiiall be delivered to Mr. David Anderfon, this treaty fhall be deemed com* 
plete and ratified, and the Articles herein contained fhall become binding 
on both the contrafling parties.

T reaty between the Honorable the Engliih Ead India Company and 
the Marratta State, Poorunder iftday of March 1776. 

Whereas difFcrcnccs have arifen amongft the Chiefs of the Maratta State, 
and the Government of Bombay having taken a part therein by fending for- 
ces into the Marratta Dominions, which the Ilonarable the Governor General 
and Council of Fort William difapprove, and being defirous of conciliating 
thefe diflcrcnces, have determined accordingly to enter into fuch rneafures as 
may moll elRQually contribute to fo dcfircablc an end. They have for this 
purpofe therefore authorifed, deputed, and given full powers unto Lieute- 
nant Colonel John Upton, in the fcrvice of the Honorable the Eafl India 
Company to conclude a Peace between the Government of Bombay and the 
Marratta State, and Colonel Upton having accordingly arrived at Poorunder 
has concluded a folid and firm peace on the part of the Englifh Company with 
the Miniltcrs Sccarain Pundit and Ballajce Pundit on the part of the Pcifh- 
wah Madeurow Pundit Purdaun and all the Marratta Chiefs, and the 
following arc the Articles of Convention which they have engaged into. 

ARTICLE I. 

Peace fhall be efiablifhed an 1 take place from this day bctweeti the Ho- 
norable the Englifh Eatl India Company in general, and the Government of 

G a Bombay 
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Bombay in particular, and Row Pundit puniaun ar.d his MiniOers Sacarara 
Pundit and Ballujee Pundit on the part ofall the Marr-mas and the iudow- 
ing Articles are to be obferved inviolably by butn parlies. 

ARTICLE n. 

The Peace is to be forthwith proclaimed between the Honorable Company 
and the Marratta State at the Prefidency of Bombay and all its dependencies, 
at the head of the Englifii Troops encamped at Mandavee and is every part 
of the Guzerat province where there are Britifli Subje£ls. The Marratta 
Government will alfo order Proclamation to be made througljout all their 
dominions. 


ARTICLE in. 

The Pcifhwah Row Pundit Purdaun and his Miniflers being defirouN nf hav- 
ing Salfette and the fmall Iflands fubdued by the Englifli in the War rt fioicd 
to them. Do offer to give in Exchange a country of three Lacks of Rupees 
with its Chout &c. in the neighbourhood of Broach. Colonel Upton having 
declared he could not redore the faid Iflands; It is therefore agreed 
that they fliall remain as they now are, and that they fliall wiite to the IIo- 
norable the Supreme Council of Fort William and both parties cng.igc to 
abide by their determination. If the Governor General and Council of Fort 
William do not reftore them, they fliall continue in the pofieflion of the En- 
glifl), and the Marrattas will then give up all right and title to the faid 
Iflands, fhould the Governor General and Council of Calcutta rcfloic Salfette 
with the faid Iflands, the Englifli will accordingly deliver them over to 
the Peiftiwah 


ARTICLE rv. 

The Marrattas do agree to give to the Englifh Company for ever all right 
and title to their entire {hare of the City and Pergunnah of Btoach as full 

and 
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and complete as ever they coIIeSed from the Moguls of otherwife without 
retaining claim of Chout or any other demand whatever, fo that the Inglilh 
Company fliall pofTefs it without participation or claim of any kind. 

ARTICLE V. ^ 

The Maratcas do agree 'by way of fricndfhip' to give For ever to the En- 
gliflt Compiny a coun'ry of three complete lacks of rupees, near or adjoin* 
ing to Bioach, o!i which there is to be no claim of chout or any other 
demand whatever, Two peifons on the part of the Company, and two on 
the part of Row Pundit Purdaun to proceed and determine the place and 
iboundaries. When the Peiflhwah will give the Sunnuds. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Tlie Peifljwah and Minifters agree to pay to the Comparty Twelve lacks of 
rupees in part of the expences of the Englifh army, in two payments, viz. 
Six lacs within Six months of the date of this Treaty, and the other Six 
lacks within two years of die fame date. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Englifli do agree that every part of the Guzerat country, ced- 
ed to th2 Company by Ragonat Row or taken polfeffion of by them, fhall 
be forthwith reftored with all the forts and towns thereunto belonging ex- 
cept what is fettled by this treaty. The Country ceded to the Eglifli by 
Seeajee or Futty Sing Guickver, fliall alfo be reflored, when it is proved by 
their letters and copies of the Sunnuds granted by the former Peiftiwas now 
in their (the Guickvers) hands that they do not poITefs power or authority to 
make fuch Cclfions. The Purgunnahs of Chickley and Coral with the 
town ofVerion. Three villages of the Purgunna of Chureafly and the 
village of Baker Oung are to continue as pledges in poffelfion of the En- 
glifh till the Sunnuds fur the country of three lacks are made over. Ail 

treaties 
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treaties and agreements fubfifting between the Engliih and Ragonat Row 
are hereby annulled, and thefe of Sevajee and Futty Sing Guickvtr arc to 
be alfo annulled when the above mentioned proofs are produced. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Englifh do agree that the troops now in the field from the Prefiden- 
cy of Bombay are to be marched immediately into their own garrifon* 
and dillrifls. 


ARTICLE IX. 

'It is agreed that Ragonat Row is to clifband his army within one month 
of this date. His followers and adherents (except the fervants about his 
perfon) are to feparate within the fame time, and procIam.ifi<»n is to be 
made by the Maratta Government granting a full pardon to all the adhe- 
rents and followers and all fuch as have been in arms with Ragonat Row, 
the four following excepted, vix. Ainbajee Mahadu, Moor Cawn Gardic, Tr)o- 
la Kudmiitg.ir and Kurrig Sing, Chokeydar, who for crimes and mifdemea- 
nours committed againll the State arc for ever banillicd the Maratta do- 
minion.

If Ragonat Row refufes to difhand his at my, the Ertglifh are to with- 
draw their forces and are not to alTilt him. 

ARTICLE XL 

’• The Conditions of the Ninth Article being complied with, the Pcifliwah 
and Minifters then confent to cftablilh a h 'ufehoUi for Rogmiat Row— 
confining of one thoufand horfe and fome foot who arc to be paid and rc- 
ieved at the pleafurc of Government but to obey all legal orders givrn 
.•them by Ragonat Row, alfo two hundred domcftics to be chofen by Rago-

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nat Row and paid by government. They will alfo caiife to be paid to Ra- 
gonat Row to defray his other expenccs, three lacks of rupees per annum 
by monthly payments, at the rate of twenty five thoufand rupees prr month 
conditionally that he refides at Cooper Gang on the banks of the Gunghce 
Gudoury.

The Honourable the Englilh Eaft India Company fhall be confidered ai 
the foie lords and proprietors of all the places ceded by this treaty from the 
dates of the refpeaive funnuds or grants and are therein accordingly to ex- 
ercife their own laws and authorities, and the Marattas are not to oaufe any 
difturbance in any of the ceded countries, nor fliall the EngliOi occafion any 
difturbance in the Maratta dominions.

Council of Bombay, and of all the Dependencies 
on the part of the Honorable United English Eajl India Company, on the one part, 
and Ragonot Row Ballajee Peijhwah, on the other part. Dated the fixth day 
of March, in the year of our Lord, 1775, on the ^d day of the month Moho- 
rum, aud year 1189, Hejeree Mahomedan Style, or the day of the month and 
year 1800, Jentoo Style. 


ARTICLE L 

The Treaty concluded between the Government of Bombay, and Badjec- 
row Pundit Purdaun, or firft minifter of his Serene Highnefs of the Saw-rajah 
in the year 1739, or 1140, of the Mahomedan Stile, and that con- 
cluded on the part of the Government with Ballajee Badgarow Purdaun, 
dated the 12th of Oflober, 1756, or of the Mahomedan Stile, 17th of Mo- 
hurrum, ii79> are hereby ratified and confirmed in their full extent, accor- 
ding to the full and true intent, and meaning of them, in the fame full and 
ample manner, and in the fame light in which they have hitherto been ever 
condufled. 


ARTICLE II. 

All other agreements fubfifiing between this government of Bombay, and 
that of the Marattas, are hereby ratified and confirmed, and after the re-cf« 
tablilhment of Ragobah in the government of the Maratta dominion, 
peace and tranquillity fliall fubfifi uninterupted between this government, in 
behalf of the Honorable Company, and the Maratta Government.

The Honorable Company arc to be confidered as the lords and proprie*

cordingly from this day forward to exercife every right and authority in 
thefe places, and to receive every revenue, which the Poonah Government 
or the Guickwars before exercifed or received.

Ragobah engages to pay in full for the charges and expences of the body 
of forces with which he is to be affifted, confifting of two thoufand five 
hundred men with guns and ammunition, the fum of one hundred and fifty 
thoufand (150,000) rupees monthly, and every month, which the Honor- 
able the Governor and Council agree to accept without further ac-

Peace with his enemies or not. 


ARTICLE 
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Immediately after the ratification of the foregoing artieles ; and after the 
Jewells to the amount of fix Lacks of Rupees are depofited and the fecu- 
rity abovementioned given for the payment of the monthly expences of 
the force fo long as they continue with Ragobah. and ’till their return : all 
in the manner abovementioned, the Governor and Council engage that 
the Company's force agreeable to what is mentioned in the body of this treaty, 
ffaall proceed from Bombay to join the army of Ragobah and they trufl:

Earl Cornwallh to His Highnejs the Nizami the jlh of July 1789. 

Y our Highnefs’s letter, containing ftrong expreffions of friendflrp, was. 

prefented to me by Meer Abal Cofliin, and has afforded me the 
inexpreffible fatisfaflioa. I have perfedly underftood all the matters in- 
truded to the verbal communication of Meer Abul CofTim : and the fmeere 
and friendly fentiments which I have difeovered your Highnefs to be iinprcf- 
fed with towards me, have induced me to fhew the confidence I place in 
your Highnefs’s declaration, by candid and explicit converfations with Meer 
Abul CofTim on fubjeQs of the highefl; importance, and as they all of them 
have tendency to ftrengthen and encreafe our friendfhip, I fhall cotnnmni* 
cate, without referve, to your Highnefs what has occuredto me relative to them. 

It was with no fmall concern I found,, on my arrival in charge of the con* 
troul of all the Company’s affairs, that one of the eventual and mofl: effential 
points of the treaty of friendfhip and alliance, made in 1768, between your 
Highnefs and the Company, remained unexecuted on both fides, viz. The 
furrender of the Guntoor Sircar to the Company and the regular difeharge 
of your Highnefs’s demand for the Peifhcufli from the Company ; anxious 
notwithftanding, that by urging the due performance of this Article, I fhc'uld 
not intrude on your Highnefs while engaged in purfuits of importance, I 
pofiponed all negociation on the fubjea, until t was convinced that your 
Highnefs uninterupted by war, had full leifure to confider the propriety of 
the performance of this Article of the treaty ; and until you might have had 
fufficieni opportunity to put implicit confidence in my affurances for the punc- 
tual difeharge of the Peifliculh for the Northern Circars : I then deputed 
Captain Ken'naway to your Highnefs's Court, with inftruaions, to malcfr 
the demand of the Guntoor Circar, by virtue of the treaty of 1768, to aflure 

youf 
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your Highnefs of roy firm intention to difcbarge the balances, upon fair 
ftatement, due to your Highnefs on account of the Pciflicufh, and toimprefs 
you with the fincerity cf my intentions For its regular payment hereafter. I 
have already expreffed my fatisfaQion at your Highnefs’s immediate com ■ 
pliance to deliver up the Guntoor GIrcar to the Company, and have aflurcd 
your Highnefs of my firm intention to pcrfevcre in a ftrifl fyllem offaith 
to engagements ; and now, with fuch a proof of the fecurity of your High* 
nef/’s fiiendlhip and good faith; I have, fiom a defire to teftify to your 
'Highnefs that I am imprellcd with fimilar feniimcnts, entered into a full dif- 
.cufiion of every Article witli Mecr Abiil Coflim. in order that fuch pans of 
it as arc undefined, and bear an obfeure and doubtful meaning, may be fo 
explained as fhall preclude every neceflity of future difeuffion, remove all 
ground of mifunderftanding, and give liability and permanency to that 
friendfhip which now lubfifls between us. In adopting this rule of condufl:, 
I do no more than fulfil the intention of the King of England, and 
the Britifh nation, who, by the fyllem lately cllablifiicd for the Govern- 
ment of this Country, had in view the impoi tan: end of giving efficacy to 
the exiding treaties between the Engliffi and the powers of Hindollan, 
and of fecuring a due performance thereof in future. This conmiunication, 

I am perfuaded, will fully fatisfy your Highnefs of the propriety of my de- 
clining the propofals of Meer Abul Cofiim, for entering into a new fecurity 
for the difcbarge of the Peifiiculh, by mortgaging a portion of the Circars, 
confidcring, as I do, the faith of the Englilh nation already pledged for the 
due payment of it. In proof of the fincerity of iny intentions that the treaty 
Ihould be carried into full effect, I agree that in the 6th Article ofihe treaty, 
the words “ whenever the fituation of affairs will allow of fuch a body of troops 
“ to march into tire Decan ’’ fhall be underllood to mean, that the force 
engaged for by this Article, viz, two battalions of fepoys and fix piecc.s of 
cannon, manned by Europeans, fliall be granted whenever your Highnefs fliaH 
apply for it, making only one exception, that it is not to be employed 
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againft any power in alliance with the Company, viz. Pundit Purdaun', 
Madajee Scindia, and other Marratta Chiefs, Peiihwa Ragajee 
the Nawob of Arcot, and Nawob Vizier ; Rajahs of Tanjore and Trevancore : 
that the battalions at prefent not defined in number ihall not confifi of lefs 
than 800 men each : that the fix field pieces fliall be manned with the num- 
ber of Europeans which is ufual in titne of war : that the expence to be 
charged to your Hlghnefs, fhall be no more than the exafit fum which 
it coils the Company to- maintain a body of that ft)rce when employed 
on fervice in the field, that this expence be as per feparate account; 
that this dfetachmcnt fhall march within two months, or fooncr if polfiblc 
after it is demanded, and your Highnefs fhall be charged with the expence 
of it from the dhy it enters your Highnefs 's territories, until it quits them 
on its return to the Company’s, with the addition of one month, at the 
average calculation of the whole amount, in- order to defray the charges, 
the Company muff neceflarily incur to put fuch a force in a ftatc fit for 
fervice. I have fo fully difeuffed' the articlfes of the treaty that relate 
to the Nawob of Arcot, and. the Carnatic, on the reprefentation of Mccr 
Abul’ Coffim, that a mere reference to the articles tlremfelves will inform 
your Highnefs of the full force of iny arguments; and although the long 
cxifting friendfhip between that Nawob and the Company miglu be urged 
as further ground for declining the propofal of Meer Abul Coffim, his 
right to the pofleffion of the Carnatic Payen- Ghaut is fully ellablifhcd and 
admitted by the 7th and 8th articles, and papers appertaining to thenN 
there can therefore be no neceffity for troubling your Highnefs with other 
reafons. In regard to the articles relative to the Dewanny of the Car- 
natic Balia Ghaut, your Highnefs muff be well convinced that eircumftances 
have totally prevented the execution oF thefe articles, and the Company 
are in the full enjoyment of peace with all the worldj but Ihould it here- 
after hapfeUt that the Company fliould obtain poffeffion of the Country 
mentioned m with your Hlghnefs’i affiftancej they will ffriEIy 
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perform the ftipuktions in favour of yourHiglmefs and the Marrattas. Your 
Highnefs mud be well alTurcd, that while treaties of peace and friendfiiip 
exift with any chief, ncgociations that tend to deprive that chief of any 
part of his poffeffions, unprovoked on his pait, mull naturally create fuf- 
picions in his mind unfavourable to the reputation of your Highnefs, and 
to the charadler of the Company, fince the only grounds on which fuch 
ncgociations could be carried on, rcll on a treaty exilUng upwards of 
twenty years, the execution of uhich is \t‘t uiicluiintd, and fince no provo* 
cation has hitherto been made to jufiify a bieach in the prefent peaceable 
and amicable underllanding betweeu each other. 

As I am at all times defirous that fuch circumllances as carry with them 
impediment and hindrance to good order and government, without bearing 
the fmalleft; advantage to cither fide, fhould be fo changed as to produce 
the good effeiis expc£lcd fpom treaties, and as the affairs of both’parties 
might fuffer great injury from being excluded from correfponding with 
the other powers of the Dccan, I agree that in future cither party, without 
a breach of treaty fitall be at liberty to receive or fend Vackeels, and 
correfpond with any powers in the Decaii, in fuch manner as may be ex* 
pedient for the benefit of their own affairs, under tlie condition that the 
objedl of fuch intcrcourfe or corrcrpondcnce be not hofiile to cither of the 
governments, I have in many inllances, as well through Captain Ken- 
naway as to Meer Abul Cofiim, and the firft part of this letter, declared 
my firm intention to- execute the treaty of 1768, and to live in perpetual 
amity and friendfliip with your Ilighnefs} and your I lighncfs will be con- 
vinced from the explanations I have given to thole articles in the treaty 
of ambiguous and obfeure meaning, that I am carnellly defirous of the ad- 
jullment of every matter on grounds fair and liberal ; hut it is nccelTary, 
in confideration of the fubjcBs of converfation with Nicer Abul Cuflitn, 
that I fhould point out to your Highnefs, that unlefs jufl; caiifc ihould be 
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given for entering into new treaties, the laws of my country, the injunc- 
tions of the King and Company of England, as well as the faith and honor 
■of the EngliQi, prohibit me from entering into any negociation, to make 
new treaties, and I have confined my conferences with Mcer Abul Coflirn 
to the explanation of that made in 1768, with a view to a more pcrfcfl 
execution of it. On this account I have not judged proper to comply with 
.fuch requefis as have been made by Meer Abul Cofiiin, that in any fliapc 
tend to alter the fpirit of that treaty. A further argument to iinprefs 
■your Highnefs with the propriety of this determination is, the fanSion and 
fupport of His Majelly and the Company of England to thofe meafures that 
coincide with their infirufilions, I have mentioned this circumfiancc merely 
to affure your Highnefs of the flrength of my aO'ertions, and the value 
of my engagements in regard to the Guntoor Circar, and the other articles 
of the treaty; and I trufl; that this clear explanation of the ambiguous ar- 
ticles of the treaty will render it circ£tual, and will aiFurtl your Highnef-! 
a convincing proof of the Company’s determination to adlicrc to the faiili 
.of it. Although I have not agreed to enter into a new treaty with j our 
Highnefs through Meer Abul Coflirn, for the rcafon above affigned, yot 
your Highnefs, in confideralion of the authority vefted in me by the King 
,and Parliament of England, will confider nry letter, though merely pur- 
porting a clear explanation of the feveral articles in the treaty of 17G8, 
llrong and elFecienc upon the Englilh Govcnimctit in Jndi.i, equally fo as 
a treaty in due form could be, fince the members of the Council, have 
given their chearful acquiefence to its contents. For further particulars 
of my fentiments, I beg leave to refer your Highnefs to Meer Abul 
Coffinr, whom I have confidered dating this negociation as faithfully at- 
tached to your Highnefs, fully acquainted with your Highnefs's intcrcft.s, 
.and your moft confidential fervant impowered to fettle any agreement for 
jthe mutual benefit of the two governments. I have accordingly cotnmutti- 
{Cj^ted to him, without r.eferve., all that has occurred to me on the fubjeS; of 
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the efucidatiob of the Treaty of 1768, in the fame manner as if your High, 
nefs were prefent. Neverthelefs as your Highnefs’s concurrence arc necef- 
fary to give a final fanflion to the articles difcufTecl, I have thought proper 
to mention them in this Letter; for the reft your Highnefs may have the moft 
affured confidence, that I will moft faithfully abide by- all the engagements I 
have entered into on the part of the Company.

Honourable Sir,. 

W Ehave received your letters, dated the 7th and 9th inftant, with their 
different enclofures; and we mull acknowledge that the contents of 
them have given us the moil ferious concern. 

It has ever been as much our earneft inclination and difpofition, as we 
know it to be the wifh and defire of the Britifh nation, and of the Hotiour- 
able Court of Direaors, that the Nawob Mahomed Alii, fliould, in all pub- 
lic and private tranfafilions, be treated with every degree of lihcrallity and 
delicacy which could be expe^ed by an old friend and ally of the Company, 
who has with them experienced great viciffitudes of fortune during the long 
period of their mutual connexion ; and from thofc conlidcrations we ftiould 
perhaps, on any common occafion, conceive that wc fhould not commit a ve- 
ry unwarrantable breach of tmr public duty, by expofing the Company's Iii- 
terefts to the rilk of fuffering fome moderate pecuniary lufs, rather than give 
a fanaion to any meafure, which we had rcafon to believe would violently 
Ihock the private feelings of a rcfpefitablc old Prince, who has probably irow' 
but a few years to live.

Forced, however, as we have been into an expcnfive and dangerous war, 
with the moft inveterate as well as the njo[I powerful enemy tiiat the Britifh 
nation and the Nawob have ever had to contend with in India, and in the 
e\etu of whicli the future fafety of his Highnefs’s own dominions is as deep- 
ly Ilaked as the effcntial inierefts of the Honourable Company, we plainly 
perceive that we could not gratify the Nawob’s private fenfaiions, by for- 
bcaiing to take efficient fleps to exaft the performance of his engagements to 
the Comi)iany, without being guilty of a flagrant neglc£l of the attention, 
which- is due to the honour and interefts of- our country, and no Jefs to the 
fccurity of 4iis Highnefs’s own dominions. 

We need not conceal from you, that the rcfourccs of Bengal, exhaufted 
as they .ire by drains of various kinds, during a long furies of fucceffive yc.irs, 
could not, even with the aid of the utmoft punauality in his Ilighnefs's pay- 
ments, either according to the terms of the treaty concluded with Sir Archi- 
bald Campbell, or of ihofe of the propofitions made to him by the Court of 
Direaors, to which he has lately acceded, long fupport fuch cxpcnccs as 
thufe with which the prefent war muft unavoidably be attended, without being 
reduced to great extremity of diftrcfs,'but we mufl freely declare, that, un- 
lefs the whole or a great pan of the heavy arrears, which arc at prefent due 
by the Nawob ol Arcot, and the Rajah of Tanjorc, can be recovered, and a 
punhlual dilcharge of the ftipulaied proportions can be fecured in future, for 
the general good, we need not only forefee great immediate embarraffinent 
to the Company’s finances, but alfo much ground for apprehenfion that the 
ultimate fuccefs.of the .war may be greatly endangered. 

Under ihefc impreffions, artd being at the fame time perfcaiy perfuaded, 
that in giving your opinions you are aQuated folcly by a regard to the fub- 
ftantial intereis both of bit Highnefs and the Company, as well as convinced 
that yourjudgement cannot be excoaeou?. on the impoffibility of obtaining 
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in future the ftipulated proportion of the Nawob s revenues through the me- 
dium of his Highnefs’s own managers, (which muft alfo preclude all hopes of 
your being able to recover by thofe means the iramenfe amount of his prcfcuit 
balance) we think it our indifpen-fable duty to authorife and d reht you to take 
effeaual meafures, in as delicate a manber as may be poflible, to put the 
Company into immediate polTellion of the management of his *l!^bn£lss re- 
venues and country, in order that the total amount of .he coileaions may be 
applied with fidelity and cecoriomy, in the proportions that have been already 
fettled, to defray the exigencies of the War, for the general benefit of the 
Parties, and to fupport bis iJighnefs’s own family and dignity. 

We lincefffly knfrent,that your endeavours to prevail upon the Nawob by 
argUBsents and perfuafion, to facrifice his ideas and private feeling, refpefl- 
ing his own perfonal dignity and importance, to the real and fubftantial good 
of his fubjefts, and for that purpofe to make a voluntary furrender to the 
Company of the management of his country, during the continuance of the 
prefent War, have proved fo fruitlefs and ineffectual ; becaufc it has been 
with the utmoft reluCtance that we could bring ouifelves to infiruCl you to 
take any ftep which would give his IJighnefs the Icaft uneafinefs or mortifica- 
tion. 

W6 truft, however, that before long, his Highnefs will be fully fenfible of 
the interefted and criminal motives of the advifers by whom he has been in- 
fluenced to refill your folicitations ; and that he will foon fee, that whilfl his 
people will be treated with jullice and humanity, a liberal fund will be fecu- 
red for the fupport of his own dignity, and the maintenance of his family ; 
and that the remainder of the revenues will be referved from the hands of 
extortioners and ufurers, and honourably applied to the defence and protec- 
tion of his fubjeCls and dominions ; but at tke fame time we repeat our di- 
reftions, that every delicate and conciliatory means that fuggeflt themfelve* 
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to you, and which will not counterafb their effential purpofes, ffiall be made 
iufe of with his Highnefs, in carrying our inftruSio.ns into execution. 

Your flatements of the account between his Highnefs and the Company 
appear to us to be correQ:, and your reafonings in fupport of the different 
Articles charged againft him, feem to be folid and juft; but no pains muft 
be fpared to give his Highnefs the minute and full explanation of all the par- 
ticulars of which, the account confifts, and of the general principles on which 
it is formed, in order that he may, if,poffible, be convinced that the Com- 
pany’s Governments are incapable of making demands upon him that can- 
not be fupported by the cleareft and moft obvious tenor and meaning of fpe- 
cific agreements. It muft likewife be Ihewn and proved to his Highnefs, 
in rjie mqft fatisfadlpry manner, that his receipt of his proportion of the 
.Revenue will be completely fecured, by the officers that may be appointed 
by him having the moft free and uninterrupted accefs, not only to obferve 
the general conduct of the Company's fervants that may be employed in 
thofe colleftions, but to infpeft and examine all accounts whatever of Re- 
ceipts and Difburfements that relate to them, during the time that his coun- 
try ftiall remain under the management of your government. 

We cannot entirely abandon the hopes, that upon a more mature reflec- 
.tiqn on Tippoo’s infatiable ambition, and his perfonal inveteracy to him 
and his. family, on the many. intuits and injuries that-he has already fuffered 
.from tl^at Prin.ee, or from his Father, and on the danger to which the Car- 
natic has long been and is at prefent expofed from that powerful chief, his 
Highnefs may at laft be inclined to lend a more favourable eat to your 
argument? and perfuafions; and it would be highly gratifying to us if the 
indifpehfabfe point of putting the colledtions into the hands of your officers 
..could be caiiiell withont your being obliged to proceed to any zSt wlich 
.^hould bear thViSM’a^'ai^cc of violence; that if his 
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iaftead x>f receiving one fifth part of the net realized revenue, prefer your 
aoquiefcence to his retaining in his own hands a part of the country eftima- 
ted at one fifth of the amount of the grofs revenues of the Carnatic, and 
would on that condition make a voluntary furrender of the remaining four 
fifths to the management of the Company, during the continuance ofthe 
war, and until his prefent arrears' fliall be difcharged, although we believe 
that it would not be fo advantageous as the other mode, (or the interells ei- 
ther of the Nawob or the Company, yet, if it would tend to render the ef- 
fe£l of our infiruflions lefs painful to him> we (hall be happy to give the 
meafure our entire approbation» 

Hfs Highhels caiinot lament more than we do, that a neceflity has arifen 
for our adopting the determination, that we have direfled you to execute, 
but you will have it in your power to prove to him by a variety of unan- 
fwerable arguments, that confident with an honourable difeharge of our 
public duty, it was entirely unavoidable. 

In your difeuflions oir this fubjea, ouf wiihes, that the' failure ort his 
Highnefs’s part, in the performance of his treaty with the Company, may be 
made perfeflly and undeniably clear, by the ftatements and explanations of 
the accounts ; though we defire that the mod gentle and moderate language 
may be made ufe of to himfelf perfonally, at the time that you communicate 
the prefent indruSions to him. 

In order likewife that he may fee, in the mod diftinfl point of view, that 
the preffing' exigencies of public affairs, which have driven us to the ncccf- 
fity of requiring a painful facrifice ffom him, have originated only from cau- 
f»s in which he is at lead equally concerned with ourfelvcs, we particularly 
direft, that you will be at pains to bring to his notice and recolleilion, that 
die prefent conteft has no fort of concern with European politics, and has

not in the fmalleft degree been occafioned by difputes or, altercations between 
us and any other European power ; that, from an averfion to war, we liave 
diflembled our fenfe of Tippoo’s failure in the performance of feveral ftipu- 
lations of the laft Treaty of Peace, as well a? many infults and injuries that 
he has offered to us in the courfe of the laft three or four years ; andi that wo 
ihould have defervedly incurred the contempt of all. mankind;, if, inattentive 
to the diaates ofhQtioujj apd.the evit^iU,principle?,of gpljitic^lifelfrdefence, 
wc had t^ly and inveterate epesfiy to,fcl: the lawa of 

the moft facred treaties at defiance, and aggr,andtze and, pregariO- himfelf to 
a£l in a fliort time, with more efficacy againft ourfelves, by. the deftruc- 
tion of a neighbour and faithful Ally, whom we were hound by the moft fo- 
leran engagements to proteft and defend, without making a manly effort at 
theprefentjundion to curbhis infolence, and to exafl, fignal reparation foj 
the many injuries that we and our Allies have fuftained from him. 

As an additional means of encouraging the Nawob to ftibmit to fome tem- 
porary inconveniences, and of reconciling him to the arrangements that have 
been direQed, you will alfo ftate to him the fatisfaSory grounds on which he 
may found reafonable expedation,'!, that fhould our arms, and thofe of our 
Allies, be completely fucceisful in the prefent war, his Highnefs’s Family 
and fubjeQs might then look forward to the profped of engaging the blcff- 
ings of Peace for a long fearies of.ycars.to.come. 

The Rajah of Tanjore having alfo failed in % rppIl^Qagrant, manner, .‘in 
the performance of his engagements to the Nawob and the Company, the 
balance npw due, and the punduality of future payments muft be fecured to 
the Company, fay your taking poffeffion of the management of hi* Country 
the fame manper, and for the fune reafpns, as tfaofo 
whic^h^e*^df)tfgc4 us to authorife you to poffcfs yourfdyes of the manage^- 
ment of the thf, andjtfaou^h the ,cJairai,iyKJ|yy|«.. 
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greatcll car© to Ij'cathijn and his family with every poffible degree of decen- 
cy, moderation, andjuftice. 

Wc cannot conclude this difagrecable fubje£l without again recommend- 
ing in the mod earned manner, that your own behaviour to the Nawob of 
Arcot, and the Rajah of Tanjore, may be uniformly calculated to foften the 
efFeS of meafures which in themfclvcs will at 6rd be unpalatable, and that 
you may be particularly careful to make a feleffion of Company’s fervants 
for carrying them into execution, who from their known charaflers for ho- 
nour, integrity, and mildnefs of manner, may afford you good grounds to 
believe that they are fufficiently qualified to fulfil our inftruaions and expec- 
tations.

JL HE Right Ilonorable Clrarles Earl Cornwallis, K, G. Governor Gene- 
ral, &c. &c. and llis Excellency the Nawob Vizier, Bahaudar, &c. &c. 
having received vaiious reprefentations from the Merchants trading be- 
tween the Company's dominions and the dominions of llis Excellency th^ 
'Vizier, letting forth the lolTcs and inconvcnicncics which they fijffer, as

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well from the heavy duties collefted on their merchandize, as from the* 
mode of levying the fame.

article I. 

The contraQing parties lhall not claim any exemption from duties, either- 
for themfelves, their fubjefls or dependants, or any other perfon or perfons,, 
of whatever country or nation, 

ARTICLE .11. 

His Excellency the Kawob Vizier, &c. agrees to grant Rowannahs or 
Cuftom-Houfc pafles, under the Seals and Signatures of his Officers for al! 
Goods exported from his dominions to the dominions of the Company, fpe- 
cifying the quantity of the Goods, and the valuation on which his own ex- 
port duties fhall have been levied. The Right Honorable Earl Cornwallis in 
like manner engages that fimilar Rowannahs or CuftOm-Houfe pafTes, lhall 
be granted for all Goods, exported from the Company's dominions (com- 
prehending the provinces of Bengal, Bchar, Oriffa, and the diftriQ of Bena- 
res) to the dominions of His Excellency the Vizier, fpecifying the quahtity 
of the Goods and the valuation on which the duties fhall have been levied in . 
the dominions of the Company. 

ARTICLE HI. 

the Vizier, &c. agrees to levy the duties on all Goods im“- 
ported hW'BlsilBfidtories ffom the Company’s dominions, upon the valua- 
tion fpecified W H# Rowunnah. The- Ri^t Honombfe 
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eCernwallis, See. agrees to levy the duties on all Goods imported from His 
Excellency s dominions into the diftrift of Benares or the Company's Pro- 
tvinces, on the valuation fpecified in the Rowannah of His Excellency the 
Nawob Vizier. 


article IV. 

Goods exported from the Company’s dominions to the dominions of His 
Excellency the Vizier, if by the River Ganges, fhall pay the duties at 

• Lutchagyr, orat Foolpore; if by the River Goomty, at Ghura Mobarick- 
pore ; if by the River Gogra, at Doohry Gaut ; if by land at Kceway, 
^laidnes Gunge, Chaundahpertaubpore Mow or Mahraj Gunge; and if the 

..way of Sircar Goorudepore, at the gaut of the River Gunduck, orat Gooruck- 
,pore, Mujholee, or Chollooparah. The Merchant or Perfon in charge of 
■ the Goods, upon paying the duties, herein aftermentioned at either of the 
. above Rations, fhall receive a Rowannah from the Colledor of the duties 
. under his public Seal, which lhall exempt the Goods from all further de- 
mands or moleftations whatever, in their progrefs through the dominions of 
His Excellency. The duties on Goods exported from the dominions of His 
Excellency the Vizier to the dominions of the Company whether by land or 
.water, fhall be levied at the eftablifhed Rations in the diftridt of Benares, and 
.the province of Behar, and Rowannahs granted as above fpecified. 

The contrafiling parties referve to themfclves the power of changing the 

• fituation of the Rations for levying the tiuties as they may deem expedient, 
'jupon giving public notification to each other of the new Ration fixed upon. 

ARTICLE V. 

Broad Cloth, Iron, Copper, Lead, manufafilures of Iron, Copper, Lead, 
Gold or Silver, Raw Silk, Silk Piece Goods, Cotton Piece Goods ; and 
Piece Goods made partly of Silk and partly of Cotton, exported from the do- 
minions of the Company to the dominions of the Vizier, fhall pay an import 
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duty of Two and a lulf per Cent, to His Excellency, on the price fpecified 
in the Rowannah taken out in the Company’s dominions. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Salt exported from the Company’s dominions to the dominions of the 
Nawob Vizier, (hall pay an import duty of Pbfce per cent, to his Excellency, 
on the valuation fpec^ed in the Rowannah granted any of the Rations in 
the Company's G^mlalons., 

ARTICLE VII.

This article not to extend to the local duties in the markets or gunges, 
which are to be collcfiled in the mode and under the limitations prefcribed in 
the tenth aitick* upon the goods entering the fame. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

The contrafiling parties referve to themfelves the right of levying what- 
•ever duties they may think proper, on all Goods produced and confumed 
within their refpefilive dominions, andalfo on their own exports, and on all 
imports from other countries not under the dominion of the Company or the 
Nawob Vizier, the article of Decan, &c. cotton going to the Company’s 
dominions excepted, on which .his Excellency is to levy the duties as fpecified

This treaty not to extend to the province of Rohtlchund or Kuttaic, 
in which his Excellency referves to himfelf the right of colledling tuc du- 
ties according to the ancient ellabliflied rates, or of encreafing or diminifh- 
ing the fame as he may deem expedient* 

ARTICLE fXVI. 

His Excellency the Vizier having obtained the confent of the Nawob of 
Furruckabad to include his territories in this Treaty, and agreed to make him 
a compenfation for any Ioffes he may fuUain in his Revenues, in confequence 
of having relinquifiied his claim to the colleflion of feparate duties on the 
Decan &c. Cotton palling through his territories, to the dominions of the

prefent hour beft fuited for fettling and arranging, by a juft and equitable 
Treaty, a plan for the future defence and prutcaion of the Carnatic, toe 
lanjore Country atid the Northern Citcars, on a folid and iafting foundation,

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have communicated thcfe their fentiments to his Excellency the Rajah of 
Tanjore, who being full) imprefied with the propiiety and wifdom of fuch an 
arrangement, hath for Himfelf, his Heirs and Succeffors, adjufled and con- 
cluded a folid and permanent Treaty with the Honorable Eafl India Company, 
upon, the piinciplcs and condition., herein after-mentioned : in confequcnce 
whereof it is flipulated and agreed, that due provifion fhall be made for the 
military peace eftabliflhment, and a!fo, that for difeharging the expence of 
war, in the event of war breaking out in the Tanjore Country, or in the Car-

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The annual contribution of four Lacks of Pagodas to be paid fav His Ex-

count of the Nawob of the Carnatic, the whole annual appropriations to 
his Highnefs fpecified in the »4th article, upon the Prefident and Council of 
Fort St. George indemnifying his Excellency for the amount of all fuch 
monies as they fliall receive on that account. In like manner the Company 
fliall be accountable to his Excellency, on account of the money received in 
behalf of his creditors. 

In confirmation of all the articles in the preceding treaty. Sir Archibald 
Campbell, Governor of Fort St, George, invefted with full powers on behalf 
of the India Company, has fubferibed and fealed two inllrumcnts, of the 
fame tenor and date, at Tanjore, on the loth day of April, in the year of 
Chrift, one thoufand feven hundred and eighty feven. 

And his Excellency Maha Rajah, Ameer Sing, for himfclf, his heirs and 
fucccflbrs, has alfo fubferibed and fealed the fame inftmments at Tanjore, 
the twentieth of the month Jcmadul Aukcer, and in the year of the Hejciree, 
twelve hundred and one.

Minute of the Governor General in Council, at Fort William in Bengal, dated the 
t^th November, 1790, Signifying his intention to proceed to the Coajl, in order to 
take upon himjelf the conduit of the War. 

T KNOW that the other Members of the Board participate in my anxiety 
concernino; the prefent (late of the War with Tippoo Sultaun, and a/fc 
equally apprcheniive that the late cccurrences in the country of Coimbatore, 
may be attended with fcvcrai difadvantageous confcquences to the public in- 
tereib. 

The general fucceft of the operations of the Southern Army finteithfe’ 
commencement of Hoftiliiies, and particularly the fpeedy redu6lion of the 
important Fortrefs of Dindegul and Palagatcherry, and the gallant hi?haviour’ 
of the detachment under the command of Colonel Floyd, have undoubtedly 
occafinncd great detriment to the enemy, and in the opinion of all who are 
candid, and know the truth, have done fingular honour to the Britifii arm#. 
It cannot, however, be denied, that the retreat of Colonel Floyd's corps, 
and the lofs of the artillery which he was obliged' to abandon, have- Airnilhed 
the enemy with plaufible means of impofing upon his own fubjeds, and upon 
our allies, by laying claim to a viaory j and the real interruption that has 
been given to the Colleaion of Provifions, and the lofs of Magazines that 
has been fuftained by Tippoo’s irruption upon that occafiorr,' will, I am much 
afraid/ bo attended with the bad ciFeas of preventing our army from enter- 
ing the Myfore country before the commencement of the Carnatic rains, 
and confequently of reducing , it to a flate of entire inaaivity till the month 
of January next; 


I have 
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I have the higheft opinion of General Medows’s zeal for the Public good, 
as well as of his profeffional abilities j and I am perfeQly convinced, that no 
exertion would be wanting on his part in expediting every arrangement 
which may be neceffary to continue without interruption, or to rcfume 
without delay, the execution of our plan of offenfive operation, which can 
alone produce an Honourable Termination of the War. But if unfortu- 
nately our Armies in the Carnatic, Ihould not be able to aQ before the be- 
ginning of January next, we Ihould not only be under great difficulties to 
account for the delay to the fatisfaftion of our Allies, but we fliould alfo 
have the moft ferious grounds for apprehenfion that Tippoo would avail him- 
felf of that opportunity to turn his whole force againft the Marattas and the 
Nizam, and endeavour either to weaken their power, or to intimidate the.ii 
into a negociation for a feperate Peace. 

Under thefe circumftances it has appeared to me, that cxclufivc of every 
meafure that may be adopted for promoting our offenfive operations agaiiill 
the Myfore Country in the beginning of January, it may be of great confe- 
quciice to the Public Intereft, that forae immediate fteps fliould he taken 
which may tend to animate and encourage our Allies to prrfcvcrc viih firm- 
nefs in the favourable difpofition which they have lately flieivn to perf'jrin 
their engagements ; and although I am not vain enough to fiippofe that the 
military operations would be conduaed more ably, or with moie fuccefs by 
myfelf than by General Medows, yet from the ttation which I hold iu thii 
country, and from the friendly intcrcourfe which I have hitherto had the 
good fortune to maintain, both with the Nizam and the Peilliwah, I conceive 
It to be poffible that my prefence in the fcenc of adioii would be confidered 
by our allies as a pledge of our finccricy, and of our confident hopes of 
fuccefs againft the common enemy, and by that means operate as an enccJjf* • 
ragement to them to continue their exertions, and abide by their fti^lationa.

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Z am aware that Tome inconvenience may aiifc by my abfence from the 
feat of Government, and that the exifting laws do not defcribe the powers 
which ought in fuch a cafe to be delcgued by the Supreme Board to the 
Governor General. But notwithflandiiig thefe objcclions, I am fo fully iin* 
prelfed with the belief, that the public intereCl will be on this occafibn bell 
promoted by my undertaking the direction of the war in perfon, tliat 1 have 
refoivcd, with the approbation of the Board, to proceed to Madras in the 
beginning of the next month ; and flrould the Board coincide in oj^iiiiau wnh 
me on the propriety ami utility of this mcalure, I need hardly luggell that 
it will become neceffary to invell me with fuch powers as may bethought 
fuitahle to ray ftadon of Governor General, and which may appear to be 
calculated to enable me to apply the whole force of the Company with energy 
for the profecution of the war, or to avail myfelf with promptitude and cf- 
fccl of any favourable opportunity that may ofifer for negociating and ob- 
taining an honourable and advantageous peace. 

Fnjoying, as I do, the high fatisfaclion of living on terms of cordiality 
and friendfhip, both public and private, with my colleagues in oiEce, and 
well acquainted as I am* with their earnell defircs to fupport my endeavours 
for promoting" the^public profperity; I could not CHtertain a doubt, even if 
I had not formerly on a fimilar occafjon been flattered with the mod liberal dc- 
claiiirinns of their confidence, that the meafures for the internal government 
of Bengal which I have hitherto purfued, and in the fuccefs of which my 
feare of refponfibiUy is fo great, will during my abfence be unifornaly fup- 
ported, and ponBwally executed. 

The corapilttion of the fettlement of the Revenues upon the principles 
which have been elrefcdy adopted, an adherence to all Regulations that have 
been cftablilhed, . and a ftnft regard to oeconomy in all branches of the 
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public expenditure, are amongft the principal objeflrs which, I truft, will 
command the attention of the Members of the Board, and from my know- 
ledge of their difpofition, I have the moft implicit reliance on their com- 
municating with me upon all points of internal buEnefs in the manner that 
will bell tend to promote the public good,, and to preferve my authority in 
this government. 

The Members of the Council may on the other hand be affurcd, that f 
fhall correfpond and communicate my fentiments to them with as much' 
punfluality and expedition as the nature of the fervice on which .1 am going' 
will allow, and that I fliall not only give an accurate detail of any material 
tranfaftions and occurrences that may happen, but alfo endeavour to render 
a fatisfaflory account of every part of my public conduQ. I /hall likewifc 
on all occafions receive their advices and fiiggeflions with all the attention 
and deference which is due to private friends, and to the afting Members of 
the Supreme Government.

r' l' 'HE Governor General has fully cxprcfTcd, in his minute of the 

inftant, the fentiments we entertain on the prefent ftate of the war 
with Tippoo SuUaun. His Lordlhip’s fummary of the late occurrence 
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fnfl Coimbatore country, and his refledions upon them, appear to us to eRa- 
blifli upon clear and convincing arguments the urgent expediency of bis 
refolution to proceed to Madras, and to take upon himfelf in perfon the 
direction of the war; nor have we any doubt that the public, at large 
will equally with us feel it to be a meafure peculiarly called for at the 
prefent crifis. 

Among thefe a'-guments there is one adduced by the Governor General 
of particular weight, and that we therefore think it ncceffary to diftinguilh 
from the reft.— It is that « his prefence in the feene of adion would be 
confidered cwr alHes as a pledge of fincerity, and of our confident 
hopes oftfisfcceft the common enemy, and by that means operate as 

** an encouragement to them to continue their exertions, and abide by 
their ftipulations.” The full force of this argument will be felt by thofe 
who have had opportunities of experiencing the difpofitions, and becoming 
acqtiaiiited with the political views and conduft of the native powers, and 
who are therefore capable of appreciating the effeft of the Governor Gene- 
ral’s prefcnce, uniting in his perfon on the feene of aflion the whole au- 
thority we poffcfs.in the eaft. 

With refpea.to the inconveniences that the Governor General is aware 
may be occafioned by his abfence from the feat of Government, we arc in- 
. dined to hope that they will not be many, as it is our firm determination 
that his authority fhall in every poffible cafe, be as effedual during his ab- 
fence, as it would be while he was prefent ; nor is this determination crea- 
ted by the ’high fatisfaClion we feel in the knowledge of his favorable fen- 
timents of us as Members of Council, or by our wifh to indicate how much 
wc are gratified as individuals by the cordiality of the declarations with 
which he honours us. Exclufive of thefe perfonal incitements, we arc fia- 
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cerely and deliberately of opinion, that the interefts of the Public require 
the entire prefervation of his authority. In proportion as this can be made 
manifeft, the idea of a change of Government will vaniih, and %ve Oiall 
eafily attain the very important objea of giving confidence to the natives of 
Bengal as well as to ou. more political connexions, the Vizier, and Mada- 
jee Scindia, in the permanence of the tneafurcs and principles at prefent 
eftabliflied. We cannot therefore too ftrongly inculcate by overt aXs, that 
the power of the Governor General will be in no refpeX diminiflicd by his 
departure. It Ihould be genwally known, that in every praXicable cafe hi« 
opinion will be previouHy alked, and in particular in that of appoinlmcnti 
to oBces. 

We obferve with the Governor General, in cxplicitnefs of the cxilling 
laws in deferibing what powers may be delegated to him by the Supreme 
Board during hisabfence from the feat of Government, but we cannot feel 
any apprcheiifion on this fubjeX. The public good, which requires the 
meafures, juftifics the means, and we therefore declare, that we Ihall with 
great read inefs and plcafure in inV^ing his Lordfljip with whatever 
powers his judgment fliall fuggeft to him as requifite on this occafion — Such 
as to ufe his own words (both in this and liis funner Minute of the 5th Feb- 
ruary lafl;) may be neceffary to enable hint to take a temporary charge of 
the Civil and Military Affairs at the Prefidency of Fort St. George and that 
may “ be thought fuitable to his Station of Governor General or which 
“ may appear calculated to enable him to apply the whole force of the 
" Company with energy for the prolecution of the war, or to avail him- 
" lelf with promptitude and effeX of any favorable opportunity that may 
“ offer for negdeiating and obt^ijing an honorable atid advantageous 
“ peace! 
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The Governor General’s Afluranccs of as frequent a communication 
with us as circumftances may admit are highly pleafing. The Public Intcr- 
clls and his perfonal profperity are fo intimately united, that our anxieties 
for them will be equal. 

Should any thing occur to us likely to contribute in the fmalleft degree 
«o thefe great objc£ls, we Ihall unrefervcdly communicate it.

Copy of tht powers delegated hy the Board to the Governor General on his pr§^ 

seeding to the Coq/l, 

WHEREAS it has been refolved, that the Governor General {hall pro- 
ceed to Madras for the purpofe of dire8;ing in perfon the operations of the 
War againft Tippof) Sultaun, and for the purpofes exprefled in his minute 
of the 5th of November, and whereas for the faid purpofes, as well as for 
others which may occur, and which may require the immediate prcfence of 
the Governor General, it is cffentially neceflary that he Ihould be invefted 
with fucb full and entire powers as are fuitable to his ftation, and may enable 
him to apply the whole force of the Company with energy for the profecu- 
tion of the war, or to avail himfclf with promptitude and effeft of any favour- 
able opportunity that may offer for negociating and obtaining an advanta- 
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gcous and honourable peace, and alfo to provide for, or a0; upon any exi- 
gencies which may arife and require his direQions, interference, or controul, 
whether with refpca to our allies, or the other native powers of Hindof- 
tan, or to the feveral prefidencies of Madras and Bombay, fo that the orders 
of the Governor General iflued by him during his abfence from this pre- 
fidency may have the fame force and cffctl as if given by him in Council 
at Fort William t — It .is hereby refolved, that the Governor General fhall 
be, and he is hereby invefted with the full power and authority, of this 
government in ;^ll matters which refpefl: the conduft and profecution cf the 
prefent war with Tippoo Sultaun, or the negociating and concluding peace 
with him, and alfb with the full power and authority of this government to 
form fuch arrangements, and to conclude, fuch fevera! engagements, or 
treaties, with any of the chiefs or powers of 11 indoftan, as he fliall judge 
expedient and ncceflary, whether for the termination of the prefent war 
with Tippoo Sultaun, or for the advancement of the intereds of the Ho- 
nourable Company, or for the nrlfl and permanent cftablilhmcnt and con- 
firmation of the alliances which do at prefent fubfift,.or which he (hall 
judge it neceffary to form with thefaid chiefs and powers rcfpeflivcly, and 
it is hereby declared, that all fuch ads and orders, and all fuch engage- 
ments and treaties made as 'aforefaid fhall be binding on the Governor 
General and Council in the fame manner and as effeQually as if they bad 
been part and done by the cfpecial and immediate concurrence and sQual 
fandion of the Governor General in Council affcmblcd.

^ troops, of prefent, ftrength in the following manner, a draft of mm

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and horfes from the ad Regiment to the number of 140 each is to be fdeaed 
hy Caplain Frith under the immediate infpeaion of the Commanding Officer 
atFuttyghur, and to be turned over to the 1 ft, and the deficiency is to be 
funplied by new levies and new purchafe of horfes. The three firft Jemma- 
dars belonging to the 2d Regiment of Cavalry are to remain with it, and a 
fair proportion of the promotions which will be required in the feveial ranks 
of cornmiffioned and Non-commiffioned Officers to compleat the 1 ft Regi- 
ment, is to be made from the Officers and men of the 2d Regiment. The 
men and horfes are to go completely equipped in arms and accoutrements,-, 
and befides the Saddles and Bridles for the number of horfes drafted, Capt. 
Frith is to be allowed to take from- the id'Rcgimentj as nsany ferviceablg' 
Saddles, Bridles, and Accoutrements as he may think proper towards equip—- 
ping the new levies. Lieutenants Gordon and Scott, are removed from the 
2d to the ift Regiment of Cavalry. The ift Regt. of Cavalry, is to pro* 
cccd to the Coaft and as it is of the utmoft confequence to get it round in-* 
good order and with the greateft celerity, the men and horfes are to be con- 
veyed by water to Calcutta and from thence to-be tranfported by water to* 
Madras, on velTels which will be provided for the purpofe, whatever public 
Boats there may beat Futryghur and Cawnpore, are to be employed in con- 
veying the Regt. to Calcutta and the Deputy Quarter-mafter General and 
Captain Frith will take immediate fteps for providing as many more Boats as- 
raay be neceffary for the purpofe, in which the commanding Officers at Fut- 
tyghur and Cawnpore are direSed to give them-every poffible affiftance. The- 
men arc to be affured that the greateft attention will be paid to render their 
voyage which will not laft more than feven or eight days, as comfortable and- 
convenient as poffible and that in order to- provide ihemfclves with fuch ne- 
eeffaries as they may ftand in need of, they will on their arrival in Calcutta,, 
and previous to their embarkation not only receive all the arrears which may 
be due to them but that a bounty of one month's pay andffiaU. batta will be giv» 
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cn to all the Native Officers and Privates of the Regt. as foon as the iff Regt. 
ftiall have embarked for Calcutta. Capt. Ramfey is to fet about completing' 
his own Regt. to the prefent ftrengih of three Troops. The ftation of the 
sd Regt. is for the prefent to be at Futtyghur. The charges for the purchafe 
of horfes and provifion of accoutrements are to be made upon honor ns pre- 
feribed by the General Orders of the 2 ift of OQober 1787, and the Pay- 
mafters are direfled to advance money on account of this fervice as well as for 
the expcncc ofBoatsI Lieut. Thomas Wharton of the’^]^*«:nd Lieutenant 
Peter Black of the iffi Battalions of Native Infantry are removed from thofe 
Corps, and appointed to the 2d Regt. of Cavalry. A body of Sepoys to the 
number of 1400 being required to accompany the Commander in Chief to 
the C®aft where on their arrival they will be incorporated into tlie Bengal Bat- 
talions on fervice. They arc to be colledted in the following manner and 
Lord Cornwallis has the fulleft confidence in the zeal and alacrity of the Na- 
tive Troops, to engage in this honorable fervice. A draft is to be made of 
1 40 privates, (volunteers if they fhould offer) from each of the fix Battali- 
ons of Sepoys at Barrackpore, the two at Berharapore, and the two at Mid- 
napnre, each of the above Battalions is alfo to fupply one Subadar, one- Je- 
madar, three Havildars, and three Naicks who are to be retained on the 
ftrength of their refpeiftive Corp.s, and to be returned on command, but the 
privates are to(be ftruck off from the end of the prefent month and their pla- 
ces to be fupplied by recruits. The whole of the drafs are to be affcmbled 
at Barrackpore by the loth of December, for which place thofe at Berham- 
pore and Midnapore are to proceed under charge of a Subaltern Officer, 
from each ftation on the rft of that month.

1 be paid to thcii comfoit and convenience on board the {hips- 
on which they will proceed, which w 11 be Indiamen, and that when they come 
back to thefe provinces, they will be permitted to return to the Battalions 
from which they were drafted or to remain in thofe, in which they may 
have been incorporated as they fhall prefer, as fnme of the drafts may be de* 
Crous to have part of their pay applied to the- fupport of their families, 
through the means of their friends in the battalions to which they at prefent 
belong, the Commanding Officers of the Battalions are defired to taka a lift 
of thefe men, previous to their being, detached fpecifying the fum which each, 
individual defires to be paid to his family, a counterpart of which lift is to be 
fent with the drafts from every battalion to be delivered to the Officer who 
may be nominated to the charge of the whole, when the drafts fliall be dif- 

tT'ibuted into the Bengal Battalions at Madras, feperate lifts of the men fpe- 
cifying oppofite to the name of each man, the battalion he was drafted from 
and the fum he has defired to be appropriated for the fubfiftence of his family, 
are to be delivered over with them, attefted copies of thefe lifts are to be 
fent by the Commanding Officers of Battalions, into which the men may be 
drafted to the Auditor-General and to the Military Pay-mafter General who

If any of the men fhould prefer that mode of leaving fupplies of money 
for the ufe of their families, which was laid down in the Minutes of Council, 
3d of March pubUfhed in General Orders 20th April 1790, they are to be 
indulged therein and Commanding Officers of Battalions are direded to give 
their affiftance accordingly, or fhould they prefer making remittances to

THE TREATY. 

VV HKUEASonthe 12th of November, in the year of the Chriftian 
an, 1766, or on the 9th of the Moon Gemace-dufTuny, in the year of the 
Ilegyra, 1180, a Treaty was concluded at Hydrabad, by and between Gene- 
ral John Caiilaud, inverted with full powers, on behalf of the Englifh Eaft 
India Company, and the Nawob AfTuph Jau, Nizam ul Mulck, &c. on be- 
half of himfelf, as Soubah of the Decan, with a defign to cftablifii an hon- 
ourable and larting friendfhip and alliance, between the two contraSing 
•powers; and whereas fome mifunderftandings have fince arifen, which 
have perverted the intent of the faid Treaty, and kindled the flames of 
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war ; now bs it known to tbe whole world, that Nawob X’^/alajau, ha? en- 
tersJ into another Treaty, of tl>c ftridefl: frtendfhip and alliance, on the 
following cotidiiions. 


ARTICLE I. 

The exalted and ilTuflrious Emperor of Indoftan, Shaw Allltm Pridfha, 
Jiaving out of his gracious favor, and in confideration of the attachme- 1 
and fervices of the Englilh Eall India Company, given and granted to them 
for ever, by way of iniarrv, or free gift, the five Circars of Mullephana* 
gur, Rajalimundry, Siccacole, and Murtezanagur, or Condavir, by his 
Royal fiiraaund, dated the izth Augufl, 1765, or on the 241!! of the moon 
Suphier, in the 6th year of his reign, and the Nawob Affuph Jau, Nizam 
ul Mulck, as Soubah of the Dccan having, by the fecond and third Atti- 
cles of the afore-mentioned Treaty, ceded and furrendered by Sunuds, un- 
der his hand and foal, to the Englilh Eafl India Company, for ever the 
afore-mentioned five Circars, it is now further acknowledged and agreed, 
by the faid AlTuph Jau, Nizam ul Mulck, Soubah of the Decan, that the 
faid Company fltall enjoy and hold for ever, as their right and property, 
the faid five Sircars on the terms hereafter mentioned. 

ARTICLE IL 

By the afore-mentioned Treaty of tlydrabad, it was ftipulatcd, that the 
Nawob Affuph Jau, having given the Sircar of Murtezanagur, as a Jag- 
hir, to his brother the Nawob Ummeer ul Omrah Soujab, ul Mulk Bchau- 
dur, Bazalet Jung, the Company Ihould not take pofflffion of the faid Cir- 
fars, till after the death of Bazalet Jung or till he broke the friendfhip with 
the faid Company, by raifing difturbances in the country of Nizampa- 
•fart, or th^, Carnatic, and though the Company might jufily claim a right 

to take^lM^a of tk; faid Cirar, from the late condwfil of Bazakt Jung, 

yet 
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yet in confideration of their friendfhip for AfTuph Jau, and his fami!}', 
and that they may not diftrefs his affairs, by obliging him to provide his bro- 
ther Bazalet Jung with another Jaghire, the Company do agree and confent, 
that Bazalet Jung ftili hold the Circar of Murtezanagur, on the aforefaid 
conditions, or till it be the pleafure of AfTuph Jau, that the Compaii) 
fhould take pofleffion thereof, provided that the faid Bazalet Jung return, 
immediately to his own country of Adony, and neither keeps with, nor re- 
ceives from Ilyder Naigue any Vakeel or correfpondence, but lives in peace 
and harmony with the Englifli Company, and the Nawoh Walajau, and 
gives no proteflion or afliflance, whatever to the faid Naigue or any of his 
people, nor to any other enem'es of the Company, or the Nawoh Walajati, 
but if this Article fhall at any time be infringed, the Company fhall be at 
libcity, by virtue of this Treaty to take pofTeffion of, and keep the Circar of 
Murtezanagur, in the fame manner as the other four, and the Nawoh AfllipSi 
Jau, engages to affift them therein with his Troops, if necefl'ary. 

ARTICLE III. 

The- fort of 'Condapillee, with its Jaghire, fhall forever hereafter remain in 
pofTeffion of the Engliffi Company, and be garrifoned with their troops, un- 
der their own officers only, notwitbftanding any thing to the contrary ftipu- 
lated in the lath article of the treaty of Hydra'bad. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Narraindoo, one of the Zemindars of the Circar of Siccacole, having late- 
ly raifed difturbances in the Itchaporc country, and refufed (as he alledgcs, 
in conformity to the Nawoh Affuph Jau’s orders) to pay his rents, or obedi- 
ence to the Company, the Nawoh Afruj>h Jau agrees, on the figning and 
exchange of the prefent treaty, to write letters, not only to Narraindoo, hut 
to all the Zemindars, in the Circars of Ellore, Muftepbanagur, Rajahmim- 

P dry, 
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dry, and Siccacole, acquainting them, that they are in future, t<i regard the 
Englifh Company as their fovereigns and to pay their rents and obi-diciKc to 
the faid Company, or their deputies, without raifing any trc)ul):cs or diilur- 
bances, the Nawob Affuph Jau, further agrees, that he will not, in future, 
encourage or proteO’, in raifing troubles or difobedience, any Zemindars, 
Renter or Servants, of the Engliflt Company, or the Kawob Mrulajau, 
who on their parts engage the fame to His Ilighncfs Afifuph Jau. 

ARTICLE V. 

It has been the conftant defire and-ciideavoiir of the Englifh Company, 
and the Nawob Waiajau, to preferve their poffcnions in peace, and to live 
on terms of friendfiiip with the Soubah of the Decan ; they fiill defirc to do 
the fame ; and though the operations of war have lately oliliged the Compa- 
ny to feud their troops towards liydrabad, and to take pciffcifion of the 
Circars of Comrnamet, and Worangole, yet as a prnof of their fiicnd- 
fhip for the Nawob Affuph Jau, &c. Soubah of the Decan, on the fign- 
ing and exchange of this Treaty, the Company’s troops {hall be recalled 
to the fort of Comrnamet, from whence they fliall alf'o retire in their own 
Circars, fo foon as the Soubah with his army, has crolfed the Kiilnah, lea- 
ving the fort of Comrnamet to the Souhah's deputy ; and, a;, a funlicr pioof 
of the Company’s fincere defirc to preferve a fricndfhip with the Soubaii 
of the Decan, they agree to bury in oblivion what is pall, and to pay hint 
annually, for the fpace of fix years, to be computed from the ill of Janu- 
ary, 1768, or the loth of the Moon Shibaun, in the year <-f the He- 
jira 1181, the fum of two lacks of arcot rupees, at htadin*;, or Mafu- 
lipaiam, that is to fay, one lack on the gift of March, and alio one latk on 
the 31(1 of OiSlober, or two lacks every year, attd one lack mure at each 
of thefe periods, whenever the Circar of Condavir is put into liic Company'* 
pofleffionj the Coaipany moreover promife, that if they peaceably poflefs 

the 
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the Circars, during the aforefaid term of fix years, and the Soubah gives 
them no trouble, they will pay annually, from the ift of January 1774, the 
fum of live lacks in two equal payments as before cxprefTed or of feven 
lacks, if Condavir be then in their polTeffion ; but in cafe the Soubah, or the 
Marattas, by his infligation fhould invade the Circars or Carnatic, or they, 
or any oilier power, fliould con']uer the Circars from the Englifli Company, 
the payment of the faid fuins Orall be fiifpc:’. Jed till peace and the Circars 
arc rcilorcd to the Coinpacy. 

ARTICLE VL 

It was flipulalcd in the former Trea.y, made at Hydrabad, that the Com- 
pany and the Sonbah lliould mutually aflilfc each other with their troops, 
ulicn reiiuircd, and t.heir own affairs would permit, but it being apprehend- 
ed at prcfcni, tliat fuch an agreement may fubjedl: both parties to difiicul- 
tic'. and tiiat miitin lerfhuidings may arife on that account, it is now agreed 
, that a luuiuil yc.icc, confidence and fiicndfhip, fhall fubfifi for ever, 
between the ! nglifh Company, His llighnefs Aflaph Jau, and the Nawofa 
Waiajau; the enemies of either fiiall be regarded as the enemies of the 
other two powers, and the friends of either be treated as the friends of all ; 
and in cafe any troubles fhould arife, or any enemies invade the countries, 
under the gaverninent of either of the contraaing parties, the other two 
fliall give no countenance, or afTiftance, to fuch enemies or invaders ; the 
Company and the Nabob Wahijau, willing, however, to fiiew their volun- 
tary attachment to the Soubah will always be ready to fend two battalions 

of fepoys, and fix pieces of Artillery, manned by Europeans, whenever 
the Soubah fiiall require them and the fituation of their affairs will allow 
of fuch a body of troops to march into the Decan, provided the Soubah 
pays the expence, during the time the troops are employed in his fervice. 
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ARTICLE VII. 

The exalted and illuftrious Emperor Shaw Allum» having been pleafedj. 
out of his great favor and high efteem for the Nawob Walajau, to give 
and to grant to him, and his eldeft fon, Meyeaul Mulck, Omdetul Om- 
rah, and their heirs, for. ever, the Government of the Carnatic Payen- 
Ghaut, and the countries dependent thereon„by his Royal Firmaund, bearing 
date the 26th. of Auguft, 1765, or the 27th of the moon Zuphur, in the 
6th year of the faid Emperor's reign, and the Nawob Affuph jau, Nizam- 

Mulck, &Ci having alfo, out of his affeflion and regard for the faid Na- 
wob Walajau, releafed him, his fon Meyen ul Mulck, &c. and their heirs, 
in fucceffion, forever, from all dependence on the Dccan, and given him 
a full difeharge of all demands pad, prefent, and to come, on the faid Car- 
natic Paycn Ghaut, by a Suned, under his hand and fcal, dated the 12th <jf 
November, 1766; in confidcratioti of the faid Nawob Walajau, l.aving. 
paid the Soubah five lacks of rupees, it is now agreed and acknowledged, by 
the faid AfTtiph jao,, Nizam ul Mulck, that the faid Nawob Walajau, 
and after him his fon, Meyen ul Mulck, and their heirs in. fucceffion, fliall, . 
enjoy, for ever as an Ultumgaw,, or free gi/t, the Government of the Carna- 
tic Payen Ghaut, in the fulled and ampled manner; the faid Nawob Affuph 
Jaw promifing, and engaging, not to hold or keep up any kind of cotref- 
pondence with any perfon, or perfons, in the faid Carnatic Paycn Gaut, or 
in the Circars before and now ceded to the Englifh Company, except the ^ 
faid Nawob Walajau, or the laid Englifh Company, by the means of 
their Prefident and Council of Madras, who on their part, in conjunfclion 
with the faid Nawob Walajau engage likewife not to hold, or maintain 
any correfpondence with any perfOn or perfons in the Decan, except the Na- 
wob Affuph Jau,' his dewat), attd the fccuritics, whofe names arc hereunto'’ 
fifbfcribcdi 
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article viil 

The Nawob Affuph Jau, out of his great regard and aflFeSiun^ and from 
other confiderations having been pleafed to grant and confer on the Nawob 
Walajau, and his eldeft fon, Meyen ul Mulck, Omdetul Oinrab, feveral 
Suncds, viz. An Ultumgau Suned for the whole of the Carnatic. An Ultum- 
gau Suned for the whole of the purgunnah of Imungundela, with the Gudda 
of Ghunpoora. An Uliumgau Suned for the whole of the villages of 
Calhafera, &c. An Ultumgau Suned for the Killedary of the fort of Colaur. 
An Ultumgau Suned for the whole of the dillrid of Sonedaupe; and a full 
and ample Suned, containing a difcharge for all demands paft, prefcnt, and 
future, on account of the Carnatic, &c. It is hereby agreed, that all and 
everyone of thefe Suneds (hall be regarded, equally binding with any otlier 
article of the treaty, and he as duly obferved, by the Nawob Affuph Jau, 
as if filtered here at full length.

A R T I C L E IX.- - 

Hydcr Naigue, having, for fome years paft, ufufpij'd the government oP 
the Myforc country, and given great -difturbatices jtd4ns neigjiboursi by ■ 
attacking, and taking from many of them their poffeffioniji and' having alfo 
lately invaded, and laid wafte with fire and fword, the ppffeffions of the 
Englifii Company, and the Nawob Walajau, in the Carnatic, it is cer- 
tainly neceffary for their peace, and for the general benefit of all the neigh- 
bouring powers, that the faid Naigue fhould be puniftied and reduced, fo, 
that he may not hereafter have the power to give any perfon farther trouble ;'| 
to this end, the Nawob Affuph Jau hereby declares, and makes known to 
all the world, that he regards the faid Naigue as a rebel and ufurper, and as 
fuch divefts him ofj and revokes from him, all Suneds, honqprs apd. jiliif 
tinaions, conferred by himfelf, or any other Spubah of Decan, becaufe the 
faid Naigue has deceived the Nawob Affuph Jau, broken, his agreement, 
and rendered himfelf unworthy of all Urther countenance and favour. 

A.RTL- 
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ARTICLE X. 

That the Englifh Company may hereafter carry on their trade peaceably, 
on (he coaft of Coromandel, and alfo on the coaft of Malabar, and that 
they, with the Nawob Walajau, may hold the Carnatic, and their other 
poffellions in peace, it appears neceffary, that the countries of Carnatic 
Balagaut, belonging to the Soubahdarry of Viziapour, now or lately pof- 
Lflld by Hyder Naigue, fhould be under the management, and proteclion, 
of thofe who will do juftice, and pay obedience to the high commands from 
Court; it is therefore agreed, by the Nawob AfTuph Jau, that he fliall re- 
linquifh, to the Enghfli Companj^, all his right to the Dewanny of the faid 
Carnatic Balagaut, belonging to the Soubahdarry of Viziapour, and tliat 
the Company fliall prefent an Arzee, or petition to the Royal prefence, to 
obtain, fro n the Emperor Shaw Allum, a Firmaund, confirming and ap- 
proving their right thereto ; but that the Nawob Affliph Jau, as Soubah of 
the Decan, may not lofe his dignity, or the revenues arifing from the faid 
countries, the Enghfh Company agree to pay him annually, out of the 
Dewanny Coiledlion, from the time they are in poffelGon thereof, the fum 
of feven lacks of Arcot Rupees, including Durbar charges, being the fum 
annually paid heretofore, in two equal payments, at the fpace of fix months 
from each other, provided the faid AfTuph Jau, Soubah of the Decan, aflifls 
the faid Company and the Nawob Walajau in puniftiing Hyder Naigue, 
^nd neither receives from, or fends either vackeels or letters to him. 


ARTICLE XI. 

As the EnglHh Company do not intend to deprive the Marattas of their 
Choutc, any more than the Soubah of his Peifiicufh, which uled to be paid 
from the Carnatic Balagaut, belonging to the Soubahdarry of Vizcapour, 
now or lately poffeffed by Hyder Naigue, it is hereby agreed, that the 
Company willingly proraife to pay the Marattas regularly and annually, 

without 
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without trouble, for the whole Choute, as fettled in former times, from the ti r,e 
the faid countries fhallbe under the Company’s protedion as Dewan,proviJed, 
however, that the Marattas guarantee to the Company the peaceable pof- 
feffion of the faid Dewanny; to this end, the Nawob Afluph Jau promifes 
to ufe his heft endeavours, jointly with the Englilh, and the Nawob Wala- 
jau to fettle with the Marattas, concerning the Choute of the faid countries, 
how and where it is to be paid, fo that there may be no disturbances here- 
after, on that account, between any of the contrafUng parlies or the Ma- 
rattas. 


ARTICLE Xir. 

All the foregoing articles are fincerely agreed to by the fublcribing parties^ 
who refolve faithfully to execute and abide by the fame, fo that a firm and’ 
lading friendfhip may mutually fubfin; between them : and while fuel) an 
alliance fubfiits, what power will dare to diiturb the pofTeffion of either 
party; the Englifh Company and the Nawob Walajau will endeavour, 
on all occafions, to Ihew their friendfhip and attachment to the Nawob 
Affuph Jau, Nizam ul Muick, as Soubah of the Decan, and look on the 
fupportof that government as the fupport of their own ; in fhort, there will 
be no manner of difference in Intereft between them. In witnefs and con- 
firmation of all the above articles ; and every part of the foregoing treaty, 
we, whofe names are under-written, have interchangeably fubferibed to, and' 
fealed three inftruments of the tenour and date, viz. the Prefident and 
Council of Fort St. George, on the behalf of the Eaft-India Company at 
that place, this 26th day of February, in the year of the Chriftian sera, 1768. 
the Nawob Afluph Jau, Soubah of the Decan, at his camp, near Pillere on the 
2 2d day of the moon Shevaul, in the year of the Ilegyra, 1181, and the Na- 
wob Walajau for himfelf, at Fort St, George, the ylh day of the moom 
Shevaul, in the 1 iSifl year of the Hegyra, Charles Bourchier, Samuel Ard-

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ley, John Call, George Stratton, George Dawfon, James Bourchier, George 
Mackey. N.B, the names of the contra&ing parties were transferred in the 
parts kept by each of them, and each took precedence by turns. 

The above contrasting parties, to wit, the Prelident and Council of Foit St. 
Geprge, on behalf of the Englifh Eaft-India Company, the great Nawob, high in 
(lation, Affuph Jaw, Soubah of the Decan, and the Nawob Walajau, Soubah of 
Mabomedpoor, having duly conlidered, and voluntarily entered into the above 
articles, which they have-refpeaively figned and fealed, in our prefence, we, 
whofc names are hereunto fubferibed, do folemnly promife and engage under 
our hands and feal, that we will guarantee to the faid Englifh Company ; and 
the Nawob Walajau, the due and j'ufl; obfervance of the above Treaty, on 
the part of the Nawob AfTuph Jaw — I Ruccun ud Dowla, take God to witnefs, 
that of my own free-will I am fecurity. I Ram Chunder Rawze, fwcar by 
yencatafh and Ball Behaudur, that of my own free-will and confent I am 
fecurity.

N. B. The foregoing guarantee agreement was figned and executed, by the 
guarantees fubferibing the fame and annexed to the parts of the treaty, de- 
livered to the Company and the Nawob, and to the part delivered to Nizam 
Ally Cawn, the following guarantee or agreement was fixed, viz. the above 
contraaing parties, to wit, the great Nawob, high in ftation, Affuph Jaw, Sou-

A Treaty of perpetual Friendjhip and Peace, Made and concluded leteaben the Go- 
vernor and Council of Fort St. George, In behalf of the Hondurahle Engltfi Eafl 
India Company for all their poffejfions, and for the Carnatic Payen Ghaut, on thi 
one part, and the Nawah Hyder Ally Cawn Bahaudur^for the Country of Myfore 
Myder Nagur, and bis other pjfejfms^ on the other part, on the following Con- 
ditions : 


ARTICLE I. 

-rip 

JL HAT all hoftilitics Ihall immediately ceafe on the condufion of this 
Treaty, which is to be perpetual, or as long as the Company may exift, th« 
peace and friendfliip fhall take place between the contracting parties (parti- 
cularly including therein the Rajah of Tanjore, the Malavar Ram Rajah, 
and Morari Row, who are friends and allies to the Carnatic Payen Gaut), 
alfo all others, the friends and allies of the contra&ing parties, provided they 
» do not become the aggrelTors, againfl: either of them, but if they are aggref- 

fors, they are not to he a'ffifted by either party. 
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ARTICLE II. 

That in cafe either of the contrafting parties fhall be attacked, they flialf,. 
from their refpe6live countries, mutually affift each other, to drive the ene- 
my out ; the pay of fuch affiftance of troops, from one party to another, to 
be after the following rates, viz. to every foldier and horfeman, fifteen rupees 
per month ; and every Sepoy, feven and an half rupees per month ; the pay 
of the Sirdars and Commandants to be as it ihall be agreed on at the time.. 

ARTICLE III. 

The prefidency of Bombay, and all the faSories and places, which were 
before, or are now under their government, are included in this treaty of 
friendfliip and regard for the Company, to grant to them the faftories, pri* 
vileges and exemptions in trade, in the fame manner as they before held 
them ; moreover, to releafe all the Sirdars, Europeans, Sepoys, &c. who 
may have been taken on that fide ; and this immediately, on the arrival of a 
proper perfon, from the Governor and Council of Bombay, for that purpofe; 
and alfo to fettle the particulars of the privileges of trade, and other matters 
relative to the fandal wood, and pepper, &c. articles of trade. And as there 
is now ellablilhed, between the contrafling parties (the Company and the Na- 
wab Hyder Ally Cawn, a perpetual peace, there is no doubt but the prefidency 
of Bombay will exchange, with the faid Nawabj a treaty to the fame purpofe 
as this, rcfpeQjng the affairs of the faid place, &c. and all the fadories on that 
fide, in the courfe of this war ; it is hereby agreed and ftipulated, that they 
fhall be mutually forgiven, and no claim or demand, on any account, made 
for them hereafter. 


ARTICLE IV. 

The above Nawab engages, that all the Officers, Europeans and Sepoys, 
belonging to the prefidency of Madras, Ihall immediately be releafed on 

the 
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die arrival of a proper perfon, at Bangalore, to demand them ; alfo all the 
Sirdars, and people, belonging to the Carnatic Payen Ghaut, who may have 
been taken in this war lhall likewife be releafed; the Englilh Company en- 
gaging on their fide to releafe the people, belonging to the faid Nawob, 
who may have been taken alfo in this war. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Contrafiling Parties mutually engage and agree, that the forts and 
places, which may have been taken by either party, from the other in this 
war, ihall be mutually reftored, except the fort of Caroor, and its diftrifils, 
and whereas the Englifh Company have, in the forts of Colar and Venca- 
tigherry, exclufive of the former ftores therein, many cannon, Ihot, powder, 
ball, and mufkets, the Nawab Hyder Ally Cawn engages, that the faid Com- 
pany fhall have permiifion to bring away the fame, without any let, or 
molcftation, being given them therein ; and as foon as they are withdrawn, 
the fame forts fliall immediately be evacuated and reftored to the faid Nawob.

Articles fcr a ‘treaty of Peace and firm Friendjbt^, between the Honourahle ‘Tho- 
mas Hedges^ Efiq, Prefiident and Governor, and the Council efi Bcmbay, in le- 
balfi ofi the Honourable United Englijh Eajl India Company, on the one part^, and 
the Natoab Hyder Ally Khan Bahaudur,&'c. titles, Jor the Ccunttks efi Myr- 
fore, Hyder^ Nagur, and Soondab, on the other ^art. 

ARTICLE 1. 

TThAT agreeable to the Third Article of the Treaty of Peace concliK 
ded between the Honourable the Prefident and Council of Madras* and the 
Nawab Hyder Ally Khan Bahaudur, there be, from this day, a firm Peace 
and Friendihip, between the Honourable EngUIh Eaft India Company, and 
the fad Nawabt and their fuccelfors, to continue forever. 

ARTICLE PI'. 

That the Honourable Company may have free liberty to build a commo- 
dious FaSory, and Wareboules, at Onore, by the water fide, or any place 
they may pitch upon; and that they may enclofe the compound with a fuit- 
able wall ; and the ground allotted them fhall be rent-free ; they fball alfo 
have permiffion to cut timber, bring ftones, hay and wood, for their ufe; in 
like manner they Ihall have a Pa&ory at Carwar; and.ihe Nawab proinifes 
to oblige the Rajah of Bilguey,, to give all the pepper, produced in hi* 
country, to the Honourable Company,, at the fame price ai they may pur- 
chafe this article at Onore. 

ARTICLE Iir. 

That Ac Honourable Company fhall likewife have the fole and excluGve 
riglu, of pujchafing all the pepper, and Sandal-wood, produced in the Na- 
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wab s dominions, the prices of which mufl be fettled agreeable to former cuf- 
toms, the amount, or as much of it as the Honourable Company choofe, to 
be made good in guns, mulkets, fait, falt-petre, lead, and gun- powder^ 
and the balance made good ia ready money. 

ARTICLE IT. 

That the Honourable ComiDany fhall have free liberty to export from- 
Mangalore, or other porta of the Nawob’s dominions, whatever rice they 
may want for Tellicherry, or Bontbay, three hundred corges of which is as*- 
ufual to be free of the duty called adlatnu. 

ARTICLB ¥. 

That the Englifh ihaJI have free liberty of trading in the feveral ports of 
the Nawab'a dominions, on the Malabar Coaft, paying cuftoms at the rate- 
of one and a.half per Gent, on the fale of all goods j and to have per- 
miflion to re-export any goods* which will not fell free of cuftoms, on fianis 
lying the fame to the Cuftom-mafter ; no cuftoms to be charged on gold- 
and filver* nor any articles for the immediate ufe and’confumption of the 
Eagliibi^ theic fenvants^and dependents, 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Nawab obliges himfelf to aflid the Englilbi i» recovering their jud 
debts from his. fubjeas, by compelling them to make good the fame, on 
the, debts- being fully proved to his fatisfaaion* 

ARTICLE VII. 

That the Honourable- Company, and the Englifh in general, fhall have 
free liberty to cut and purebafe mafts, tiipher, and plank, at Onore,. Manga- 
lore, or any other ports of the Nawab's country, teek excepted. 


ARTI- 
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ARTICLE VIII. 

That no veflels, of what kind or denomination foever, belonging to the 
Englilh, lhall pay anchorage in any of the Nawab’s ports, but have free 
liberty to go out and come in, without hindrance or moleftation. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Whatever veffels, belonging to the Englilh, may be drove on fhore, on 
any part of the Nawab’s dominions, whether by ftrefs of weather, or other- 
wife, his killedars, officers and fubjefls, are to affift them, that their goods 
may be faved, and delivered to the proprietors. 

ARTICLE X. 

That the faid Nawob lhall not affift the enemies of the Englilh, nor, on 
the other hand, lhall the Englilh affift the enemies of the Nawabj but Ihould 
affiftance be afforded on either part hereafter, the officers and men, who 
may be fent to them are to be paid at the following rates, by the parties to 
whom they may be fent, viz. the cornmiffioned officers to be paid at the dif- 
cretion of the party affifted, but with the concurrence and approbation of 
the party who affifts. Each European foldier, fifteen rupees per month, 
each fepoy feven and a half rupees per month. 

ARTICLE XL 

Should at any time difputes arife, between the fervants of the Englilh fac- 
tories and the Nawab’s fubjeds, fervants, or dependents, and the former be 
found culpable, they fliall be fent to the Englilh relident to be puniftied, as 
fiiall the Nawab’s people to his killedars, aummuldars, &c. if they are 
tound to be in fault : the fervants of the Englilh faQory, as well as their fa- 
milies, ftiall be entirely under the Honourable Company’s proteSion.

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ARTICLE XII. 

That the laid Nawab lhall not grant any new firmaundj or privileges, to 
any European nation whatever, or fuffer any of them to eftablifh any new 
fettlements, in any part of his dominions ; in all matters of trade or bufinefs, 
the Englidi to have the preference ; and in matters of ceremony or Rate, 
they are to take rank of all other European nations, as well as the country 
powers. 


ARTICLE XIII 

Thefaid Nawab hereby ratifies, and confirms, the grant which he execu- 
ted in February, 1766, and delivered to Meffrs. Sparks and Townfend, re- 
lative to the privileges and immunities the Honourable Company poCTeffed, in 
the feveral countries he conquered upon this coaft, before he took poffeflion 
thereof; and hereby binds and obliges himfelf to compell whoever may be 
in poffeffion of thofe countries, to grant to the honourable Company the 
produce thereof, as well as the full enjoyment of all their rights and privi- 
leges therein, in thdr utmoft extent.

Sardar; and the Honourable Englipt Eaft India Company, Signed, Sealed and Ra^ 
tified, on the one part, by hh Highne/s, the faid Nawab and on th' ether, by John 
Caillaud, Efj ; Brigadier General, invejled xeith full powers, on behalf of the 
faid Company, done at Hydraiad, the ninth of the moon -Gemaduffany, in the 
year of Hegyra, 1180, equal to the iztk of November, 1766. 

ARTICLE I. 

T he two contraSing parties do, by virtue of this treaty of honour, favour, 
alliance and friendlhips, folemnly engage a mutual alliftance, to efteem 
the enemies of one, theicnemies of botli, and contrariwife, the friends of one, 
.the fiiends of the other. 

article II. 

The Honourable Englilh Eaft India Company, in return for the graciom 
favours received from bis Highnefsj confifting of funeds for the five Circars 
,of Ellour, Siccacole, Rajahmundry, Muftephanagur and Murtezanagur, cx- 
preffing the free gift therecif, on them and their heirs, for ever and ever, do 
hereby promife and engage, to :have a body of their troops, ready to fettle 
the affairs of his Highnefs s Government, in every thing that is right and pro-

per, whenever required, provided that they be at liberty to withdraw the 
whole, or fuch part thereof, as they (hall judge prqper, whenever either the 
fafety of their own fetdements and poffeflions, or the peace and tranquillity of 
4he Carnatic be the leaft endangered, in cafe of the falling out of which cir- 
cumftances (which God forbid) they do promife and engage, to give the mofl 
>tim^iy notice thereof to his Highnefs, ia their power.

ARTICLE nr. 

The Honourable Eaft India Company do further engage and promife, 
that in whatever year the affiftance of their troops fliall not be required, they 
will pay to his Highnefs, as a confideration for the free gift of the above men- 
tioned five Circars, for ever and ever, the following fums by kifts, as fpecifi- 
cd in the eighth article of this treaty, viz. for the three Circars of Rajah- 
mundry, Ellour, and Mullephanagur, five lacks of Rupees, and for thofe of 
Siccacolc and Murtezanagur, as Toon as they are in their hands, and the fet- 
tling the fame is well elFeaed, two lacks each, in all nine lacks of Rupees per 
Annum. 


ARTICLE IV. 

The reduQion of the Siccacolc Circar, by the blelfing of God, the Com- 
pany will effeO: as foon as poffible, but that of Murtezanagur, in confidera- 
tion of his Highnefs having by former agreements given it to his brother 
Bazalet Jung, as a Jaghire,the Honourable Englifli Eaft India Company do 
promife and engage, not to take poifeifion of, until it be His Highnefs’s plea- 
fure, or until the deraife of his faid brother ; but to prevent all future dif- 
putes, and difficulties that may hereafter arife concerning the fame, the afore- 
faid Company do further explain their intentions in the following Articles. 

ARTICLE V. 

As the Circar of Murtezanagur borders on that of Nizampatam, and the 
country of the Carnatic, which by virtue of the, former and prefent treaties 
and alliances, of the aforefaid Company, are bound to maintain and proteft 
in all its extent, therefore in cafe the faid Bazalet Jung, his Agents or Depen- 
dents, fliould caufe any difturbances, to the prejudice thereof, it is hereby 
igreed on by both parties, that the aforefaid Company fhall then have it in 
[heir power to take immediate polTefiGion of that Circar.

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ARTICLE VI. 

As by the lenourof the fecond Article of this treaty, the aforefaid Com-- 
pany have engaged to furnifli a body of hoops, to be ready to march to 
the affiftance of his Highnefs, it is agreed on, by both parties, that the expen- 
ees thereof lhall be paid in the following manner, to wit : if the expence of 
the number of troops, his Highnefs may require, fhoald fall (hort of the 
fum of the five lacks of Rupees, mentioned to be paid for the three Circars 
of Rajahmundry Ellour, and Muftephanagur, the Company will account to 
his Highnefs, for what balance may remain due, and in cafe of exceeding the 
above mentioned fum, the aforefaid Company do hereby engage themfelves, 
to be anfwerable for the payment of the remainder. The fame agreement 
in like manner to hold good, for the Aims ftipulated to be paid, for the two 
Sircars of Siccacole and Murtezanagur, when fettled. 

ARTICLE VIL 

Ih confideration of the fidelity, attachment, and fervices of the aforefaid ^ 
Gonnpany, and the dependence his Highnefs has upon them, his faid High- 
nefs, out of his great favour, does hereby entirely acquit the above-mention- 
ed Circars,, of all arrears and demands, down to the prefent date of thefe- 
wtitings* 


ARTICLE VIII. 

In cafe the affiftance of the Honourable Company’s troops is not required, the 
annual ftipulated fum, expreffed in the third .Article of this treaty, the afore- 
Md Company do engage to pay in three kifts, after the following manner,, 
a^togive foucar fecurity for the fame, viz. the firft payment, the Thirty- 
Srft; ofMarch i the fecond, the Thirtieth of June ; and the third, the Thirty- 
firft of Ofilober.. 


ARTIi 
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Whenever his Higbnefs gees into winter-quartersi and the troops of the 
other Sardars have leave for that purpofe, thofe of the aforefaid Company 
lhall have leave alfo to depart to their own country. 

ARTICLE X. 

His Highnefs engages to give as early notice as poffible, not lefs than 
three Months, of the fervice in which he will require the affiHance of the 
troops, of the aforefaid Company, that they may have timely notice to make 
the neceffary preparations, and that the number of troops fent, maybe fuf- 
ficient for the fervice required of them, of which the aforefaid Company 
are to be left the entire and foie Judges ; and as the faccefs of all expedl 
tions depends much upon fecrecy in Council, both parties do hereby engag< 
themfelves, not to reveal any fuch defigns, as they may communicate to eacl 
other, until every thing on both fides is ready for execution. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The Honourable Englifli Eaft India Company, in confideration of tb 
diamond mines with the Villages appertaining thereto, having been alway 
dependent upon his Highnefs's government, do hereby agree, that the {am 
{hall remain in his poiTeffion now alfo. 

ARTICLE XII. 

His Highnefs, in order to convince the whole world, of the great con 
dence and truft, he repofes in the Englifli nation, agrees and conlents, that t 
Fort of Condapillee fhall be entirely garrifoned by the troops of the afo) 
faid Company, in confideration of which, the aforefaid Company do here 
agree, and confent likewife that there be a Killedar therein, on the part 
his Higbnefs, and that the uliial Jagbire, annexed to the Killed^, fliall 
cedkd to him* R s AR' 
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ARTICLE xni. 

In virtue of this treaty, of mutual favours, alliances, and friendlhip, between 
the two contraQing parties, his Highnefs promifes and engages, to aflift the 
aforefaid ^Company with his troops* when required* referving to himfelf the 
fame liberty of withdrawing the whole, or any part thereof, in the fame man- 
ner as is exprefled, for the aforefaid Company, in the fecond Article of 
this treaty, whenever the fame fiiall become neceflary- 

ARTICLE XIV. 

In virtue of the above treaty, of favour, alliance and friendlhip, both par- 
ties do mutually and folemnly engage to the punflual and llriQ obfervance of 
all, and every one of the above-mentioned Articles, that from this time, all 
doubts and fufpicions fliall ceafe between them, and in their, rooms, a perpe- 
tual, juft and finccrc confidence be eftablifhed, fo that the great affairs of the 
Decan government,, and the bufinefs of the Company* may encreafe every 
day, in honour, riches and bappinefs, from generation to generation. In 
confirmation of which, bis Highnefs on the one part, and John Caillaud, Efq; 
Brigadier-general, invefted with full powers from, the Englilh Company,. on 
the other, have hereunto affixed their hands and. feals, dated in Hydrabad, 
the 91th of the moon Gemade-duffuny, in the year of Hegira, 1180, equal 
to the 12th of November, 1766.

COLONEL MURRAY to the GOVERNOR GENERAL in COUNCIL. 
MY LORD, 

R. SECRETARY HAY's letter to me, of the 15th of November 
2790, communica^ng the honour of your Lordfiiip's conatnands, relative to 

the 
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the late equipment, informed me that the Military Pay-mafter General had 
been direfted, to employ his Deputy Mr. Elliott, in the feparate duty of pay- 
ing and keeping a di{lin£l account, of the expence ; to be adjufted, and pair- 
ed when the fervice Ihould be over. 


Agreeably to this information, I addreCfed orders, to Mr. Elliot for the 
payment, to individuals, of fuch fums, as become due to them, either for 
freight, for the coft of articles fuppUed, or for the balance of particular ac- 
counts, which had been palled, by your Lordllup, in the courfe of the lafl 
fervice. 

Mr. Elliott having now delivered in his accounts made up, agreeably to i 
plan, with which I furniihed him, I have the honour, to lay them before youi 
Lordfliip, together with a copy, of Mr. Elliott's letter to me, dated the 41! 
current, relative to them. 

The firll is a general account, of his dilburfements, exhibiting the whole ol 
the expenditure in one view accompanied by the vouchers. That general 
account is niaikcd with the letter A. and it amounts to the fum of (Currenl 
Rupees 6,58,135-8-4) Current Rupees fix lacks fifty- eight thoufahd one hun. 
dred and thirty-five, eight annas, and four pie, part of this fum, was paid from 
the treafury dire£l, and not upon any order from me. But the fums were tranf. 
ferred to Mr* Elliott's Debit, and included-in his accounts for the puiyofc ol 
aggregating- the expence. 

As the vcflels employed were hired at various rater, and each of them 
unavoidably, carried mixed cargoes the charges for the feveral componen 
parts of which, were referable to different heads of account, it became ne 

eeffaqi 
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ceffary, to annex certain fixed rates of freight, to be charged to the other 
Prefidencies, for articles of pofitive fupply, leaving the balance, to be putj to 
the debit, of the Military charges of this prefidency. 

For this purpofe, Mr. Elliott has prepared the four accounts marked B. 
C. D. and F. containing the reparation, of the aggregate amount, of the ge- 
neral account A. into the heads of Fort St. George, Bombay Military charges 
on account of .the Kings troops and Military charges, of this prefidency. 

The rates, for the various articles, of mixed cargoes, were affumcd, in thefe 
accounts, upon medium calculations of what I was informed would have been 
charged by fliip owners for tranfporting the articles by the bag, ton, maund, 
&c. and where the whole tonnage of veflcls was not taken up, the rates 
charged to the other prefidencies, are the aflual rates paid. 

The grcateft part of the money, having been iffued, by my order, on re- 
ceipts of the feveral perfons, to whom fums were refpeSively due, I deem it 
more regular to fubmit Mr. Elliott’s accounts at large, to the infpeflion of 
your Lordlhip in their prefent ftage, than to pafs them myfelf as Military 
Auditor General, I ftiall therefore wait the honour of your Lordfliip’s Com- 
mands before any further ftep, be taken in the bufinefs j but I wifli it may 
be convenient to the Board to examine them early in order that they may 
be included on the books of the official year 1790-91, which are now under 
.adjuftment, previous to tbeir*^being finally clofed. 

Your Lordfliip was pleafod to authoiize me, to employ fiicb agents and 
inflruments, as I might think proper ; and 1 cannot doubt, that you would 
alfo have approved of my affigning a reafonable reward to any perfon, fo em- 
I have not availed myfelf of this licence excepting to the extent, 

of 
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forty Sonaut Rupees, to a ferjeant, who went to Fort St. George in charge 
of two hundred and twenty bullocks and forty two horfes on board the ihip 
Henry, and of whofe good conduS, I received a ftrong Certificate from Cap- 
tain Wheatly, after his return. 

Mr. Robert Sherriff, the gentleman, who has written for me throughout the' 
whole of the late fervice, has not received any reward for upwards of feven- 
months labour, which was fometimes exceflive, during particular periods of 
the embarkation he was often employed with me, from fix o’clock in the 
morning till mtdnight, and in every ftage of the bufinefs be has difcharged 
his tafk, to my fatisfaflion, I therefore beg leave to recommend, that I may 
be authorized, to order the payment of Sicca Rupees two hundred and fifty 
per month to Mr. Sherriff for the time paft, and whilft I may have occafion- 
(o employ him, in this fort of fervice. 

When the bufinefs prefled moft, I had alfo occalion to employ Mr. Mur- 
doch Mackenzie, an afliftant in my office, he had much extra writing for 
three months, I therefore beg leave to recommend, that he be allowed, a> 
gratuity of Sicca Rupees three hundred. 

It will appear from Mr. Elliot's accounts, that Sicca Rupees 4,000, were' 
advanced, to Captain North, of the Ihip Friendfhip ; but he only took in 
freight equal to Sicca Rupees 3,000 — ^The Board has been already appri- 
zed of the lofs of that Ihip which induces me' to confider the thoufand Ru- 
pees as a defperate debt, and for this rcafon, it is included in the propor- 
tion of the aggregate expence of the equipment propofcd to be written off 
to the debit of the military charges of this Prefidency. 

With Mr. Elliot's accounts, I lay before your Lordfliip a general view 
or abftraa, of the freight adually paid for the country fhips, with a Hate-- 
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inent of the troops, cattle, public (i:ores, and fupplies tranfported on them, 
compared with a ibatement calculated at a medium rate of freight for the 
fame articles— -This ftatement was prepared merely for my own information 
and I now fubmit it to your Lordlhip’s infpeclion, under the idea that it will 
prove fatisfaSory to Government to fee that this fervice has been accom- 
pliihed, at an unextravagent expence, notwithftanding the prefliire of the 
occafion,and thefudden demand there was, fora great quantity of tonnage.

COL. MURRAY, TO THE SECRETARY OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

S I R. 

HE Honourable the Court of Direflors will, no doubt, be dcfirous to 
receive, by the (hip William Pitt, now on the eve of her departure, fomc in- 
formation relative to difpatches of the reinforcements for Fort St. George, 
and it would afford me great fatisfaflion to be able to lay before Government, 
in order to be tranfmitted to the Honourable Court, a detailed account of 
the proceedings relative to the equipment, but my time is fo fully occupied by 
my endeavours to perform the remaining part of this fervice, and by vari- 
ous public duties, that it is, impoffible for me to furntlh that detail at prefent. 

I muft content myfelf therefore with giving a very brief, and general, out- 
line of the bufinefs, from the date of the Governor General's departure, and, 
ijideed, that is, perhaps, all that the Honourable Court would defire, for, the 

narrative 
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narrative of a troublefbme detail, cannot be very intercfling to them, thoi 
I fhall think it my duty to prefent it to Government at a convenient feafoi 

Lord Cornwallis left this place on the 6th of December 1790. His Lo 
fiiip’s folicitude for the health of the troops, at the apprehenfion of bad Wf 
ther, on the Coaft in the month of December, made bimdeGrous that the 1 
inforcements fliould not be difpatched tilt that month fhould be far advanct 
The information which, thus influenced Lord Cornwallis, was fo well grounds 
that a confiderable Merchant in town, who was fending a large fliip to Boi 
bay, that was to leave this place, about the 5th of December and to whon 
applied to drop Bullocks at Madras, included in his eftimate of freif 
2,000 Rupees for the probability, " of lofing an anchor and cable at Madj 
by arriving their fo early in the feafon,” and I fuppofe it was upon ti 
principle that the Board notified to me, that the Europe ftiips with t 
Native Infantry lliould not fail till, *' towards the end of December.” 

It had been direSed in General Orders that the Native Infantry Dra 
Ihould aflfemble by the 10th of December laft, but Capt. Welfh, at my 1 
queft, on the 4th of that month, direQed the men, furnifhed from the bati 
lions, at Barrackpoor, to come earlier to the prefidency, thofe from the oth 
ftations were alfo aflembled at Fort William, within the time preferibt 
Their arms and accoutrements were furveyed, by European Officers, and t 

neceflary new fupplies furnifhed from the arfenal, by my diredhions and 
entire new fet of camp equipage, according to the Madras pattern, wasbegi 
and completed for them, provifions laid in, both on board the Ihips, at Sauj 

and Ingilie, and on the floops that were to carry them to the fhips ; th 
prejudices were attended to in the filling of water, and circular inftrufilii 
were given to the Commanders of the fhips relative to the treatment of tht 

S Freparatu 
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Preparations for the embarkation of the 73d Regiment, Artillery and 
Lafcars, Native Infantry, with their followers, for Horfes and Bullocks, 
with their attendants, and for procuring prov.li'ms for the Men and Cattle 
for the voyage, as well as cargoes for the Ihips, ^e^e all carried cn, at the 
fame time, and in fuch manner, as that one brancn of the fervice fhould in- 
terfere, as little as poffible with another. 

Supplies of dotes, from different departments, were alfo collefled and 
partly made up; and it was not without fome induftry and overcoming many 
and various difficulties that Sloops Boat's, and crews to man them for 
carrying between three and four thoufand Men, with their provifions, bag- 
gage and ftores to Ingilie and Saugor, and for embarking Bullocks and Horfes 
with their attendants, at town, Diamond Point, and Culpie, as well as for 
flipping the cargoes of the Velieis, were {rocurcd, within a fhort fpace of 
time, in a fettlcment where fuch a fervice, on the fame extenfive fcale, had 
never been before attempted, and where there was not, fo much as, a fingle 
platform Boat, in readinefs, for fuch an undertaking. 

Aware of the neceffity of beginning the difpatches earlier than thofe who 
had not fo clofe a view of the interiors of the detail imagined, it was my inten- 
tion, that the embarkation fliould be -commenced before the end of Novem- 
ber, and though this was then poftponed on the opinions of experienced 
profeflional men, yet I was fo anxious to fend off the reinforcement that 
I notified to Major Macdowal on the 9th December, that the Countefs of 
Errol was ready for reception of her compliment of the 73d regiment,, 
and on the fame day a large detachment of bullocks and drivers were fent 
of to Diamond Harbour for the Ship Henry at Culpie, but, for the reafon, 
J have already mentione 4 , I fliall not trouble the Board, at prefent, fur- 
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ther than to flrate the refult of this bufy fcene, as far as it has proceeded 
and I fliali do this merely by referring t> the incbfcd memorandum ol 
tiie dates of the iiflra&ions ■’vh'c' t o-^ve to the d fferen' Commanders. 
Their inftructions clofed my part o; . . . T, .e’^dve to the reipePive 

Vbffel'!, and the Baa’-d 'vill perceive t'lit, b. .veen the ijth and 26th ci 
December the 73J .-egi is'nt, datachmejir of rr'i.Icry and lafcarSj the four 
d’vihons of the native iiiFdinryf the norPes of the body guard, as well 
as th'-fe belong'iig to the OTioeis o-f ail thole corps, a..d fome fpare horfes, 
8 few of which lud been purchjfod m the iiuermedine mac, a.-d .i cors- 
fidoraWe rumber of bullocks were of my hands; nor have I fince relaxed 
niv perfbnai endeavours; but as this is a fort of fervice which coa.u not 
be carried on without being witneffhd by the whole fettlement : and as the 
menabers of government, in particular, whofe united zeal to promote the 
fervice was confpictious, mull have carefully watched the conduEl of it, 
r humbly leave it to them to ftate their opinions regarding it. 

It Teems to be proper toobferve for the information of the Honourable 
Court of Diredlors, that I thought it incompatable with my official fitua- 
tion that any part of the expence of the equipment, or fupplies ffiould 
pafs through niy hands; and that the Governor General in Council was, 
therefore pleafed at my requeft, to appoint the Deputy Pay-mailer 
General to make the neceflary dilburfenients, of which I have never feen 
any part; and indeed, though fervices -of this^ature may be of great impor- 
tance to the ftate, I could not pollioly be induced to undertake fuch drudgery, 
from any other motive-than a folicitude to promote the public good, and a 
defire to be ufeful, on an occafion of exigency, to the government undei 
which I'ferve.' The letter which I wrote to the Secret Department on the 
aift December will give forae idea of my earnellnefs. 


I cannot conclude without exprelfing, my cordial approbation of the faci-

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lity given to the currency of the bufi.iefs, in the Secretary Department, ther 
fuccefsful efforts made at the Tieafury. to provide treafure fent on the 
Europe fhips to Fort St. George; the promptitude at the Pay Office in dif- 
chargingthe current demands of individuals for this fervice; the induftry at 
the Arfenal, and Office of Supply,, as well as the aid. chearfully, given 
by other public Servants of Government, whofe duties were conneaed with' 
this buGnefs, but great credit is, particularly, due to Captain Frith, and 
the officers of thefirfi. regiment of cavalry, for the expedition with which they, 
brought the Regiment to the PreGdency, owing to which and. to the unre* 
milted perfonal exertions of the Quarter MaGer of the Cavalry, in the em- 
barkation, a confiderable part of that Corps will, I truft, [be at Fort Stv 
George within the fpace of two Months from the lime they left Futty Ghur,. 
a diftanceof no Icfs than 2000 miles, and the whole Corps would proba- 
bly be at Madras equally foon„ if accidents which it was impoffible to have- 
ferefeen had not intervened.
